. ee O one could have been better 
\ qualified than William Farel was 
meer to preach the Reformation in the 
ames French Switzerland; for befides 


avery great zeal, he was extremely bold, 
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and patient under fufferings. A Reformer 
muft not be too nice: as he muft expe@ 
to be infulted, he muft not refent infults. 
Accordingly Fare/, who was frequently 
abuied and even beat, efpecially by the 
women, who {cratched his face with their 
nails, and would willingly have pulled 
him in pieces; Fare/, Ifay, bore that ill 
Ulage with the greateft patience, and fel- 
dom failed to appear again in the Pulpit, 
or to preach in the ftreets or in houfes the 
very next day. There happened many tu- 
mults in that part of Switzerland, occafi- 
oned not only by the Catholics, bur alfo 
by the Reformed. Tumults were almof 
unavoidable in a country confifting of fo 
many States and Towns independent one 
upon another; nor could it be expected, 
that in fuch a Revolution the Reformed 
fhould never commit any fault. 

I cannot give a particular account of the 
feveral fteps by which the Reformation 
was introduced into the country called 
Pays de Vaud, avd elfewhere: thofe things 
are not entertaining enough to have aplace 
in an Extract. I fhall only obferve that 
the Reformers fucceeded at laft in their 
defign by much preaching and much pati- 
ence, and by the powerful fupport of the 
Magiftrates of Berne. ’Tis well known, 
that Peter Viret was a very famous Re- 
former in Switzerland; and therefore - 

wi 
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will be very proper to fay fomething of 
him. He was born at Orde in the Pays de 
Vaud, in the year 1511. He began his 
ftudies in that town, from whence his fa- 
ther fent him to Paris, where he {pent 
two or three years, and made a great pro- 
grefs in Learning. There he diicovered 
the errors of the Church, and was foon af- 
ter obliged to leave France on account of 
the perfecution. He returned to Orbe 
with great difficulty, where at Fare/?’s fol- 
licitation he devoted himfelf to the holy 
Miniftry, and perfuaded his father and mo- 
ther to embrace the Reformation. He 
preached the firft time at Orde in 1531. 

I fhall now take notice of fome few par- 
ticulars. The firft time the Reformed re- 
ceived the Communion at Orde, it was 
with Hofts and Wine. They received it 
kneeling; and Fare/askedthem: Whether 
they forgave one another? Thele words 
were in the Liturgy. When the Reformed 
had communicated, the Priefts came inte 
the Church in their turn, to fay Mafs. 
Here follows an inftance of Fare/’s impe- 
tuous zeal. On Midfummer-day, he and 
another Minifter went to hear aFrier preach 
atGranfon. Farel interrupted the preacher 
and confuted him: whereupon the people 
and the Monks fell upon the two Mini- 
fters, beat them and kicked them out of 
the Church. The Reformed broke down 
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feveral Altars: their conduct was very 
much difapproved by the Lords of Berne, 
and is cenfured by our Author.

Tus year in January, a general Synod 
of the Canton of Berne, confifting of 230 
Minifters, met in that City, and made ma- 
ny regulations concerning the exercife of 
their miniftry, both in relation to their in- 
ftructions and conduct. A French tranfla- 
tion of the Ads of that Synod has been 
inferted at the end of this Volume from 
page 349 to page 493. I find nothing in 
them, that deferves to be communicated 
to my Readers. 

Two conferences were held with the 
Anabaptifts. They continued to difturb 
the Canton of Berne, and were banifhed. 
And becaufe they returned into the coun- 
try, they were plunged into the water, 
and then expelled again. Some who re- 
turneda fecondtime, were drowned. Nine 
men of the fame Se& were put to death in 
the Thurgaw. 

Our Author obferves that a Reformed, 
having cut off the nofe of a Statue of St. 
Peter at Orde, was imprifoned for the {pace 
of 24 hours, and condemned to pay a 
fine. I 


I PRO- 
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I PROCEED to give an account of the 
beginning of the Reformation at Geneva 
this year1s32, andthenext. In the month 
of June, when a Jubilee, to be fhortly 
proclaimed by the Pope, was much talked 
of, a printed paper was pofted up in feveral 
parts of the Town, importing that Szauers 
would obtain a general pardon, upon no o- 
ther condition, but a true repentance, and 
a lively faith in Chrift. The Clergy made 
a great noife about it. There happened 
fome difturbances on that occafion, and 
fome blows were ftruck, becaufe the Priefts 
hada mind to pull down thofe papers, and 
the Reformed oppofed it. Among other 
diforders, a Canon meeting a young man, 
who had potted up one of thofe papers up- 
on a pillar before the Cathedral Church of 
St. Peter, gave him a box on the ear, and 
then drew his fword againft him; for the 
Canons of Geneva wore {words, as well 
as the Lairy. The young man drew alfo 
his {word, and wounded the Canon in the 
arm. There was alfo another quarrel in 
another part of the town on the fame oc- 
cafion; and two men among thofe who fa- 
voured the Clergy, were wounded. The 
Magiftrate of Friburg fent a deputy to 
Geneva, who complained of the papers 
pofted up, and of the new opinions that 
began to be introduced into thatCity. He 
had all the fatisfac@tion he could defire.

The young man, juft now mentioned, was 
condemned to pay a large fine, and the 
Council declared to that deputy, that they 
were refolyed to continuc in their old Re- 
ligion. 

In the mean time the number of the Re. 
formed encreafed among the citizens, and 
even among the Magiftratcs. About the 
latter end of June, the Council defired of 
the Great Vicar, that Sermons fhould be 
preached in all the Parifhes and Convents, 
according to the pure doctrine of the Gof- 
pel, without any mixture of fables and hu- 
man inventions; that they might all live 
in a perfect union, as their anceflors had 
done. In Auguft the Pope’s Indulgences 
were proclaimed at Geneva. 

The next month William Farel came to 
that City with another Minifter named 
Antony Saunier: they had a Letter of re- 
commendation from the Lords of Berne. 
Affoon as they arrived, they began to dif- 
courfe of Religion with all thofe who had 
a mind to hear them, and were immedi- 
ately followed by feveral citizens, who 
wifhed for a Reformation. The Canons 
and Priefts hearing of it, refolved to op- 
pole thofé innovations more carefully than 
before. The two Minifters were {ummon- 
ed to appear before the Magiftrates. At 
firft they were cenfured, as men whocame 
only to raife difturbances. Fare? antwer- 


ed 
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ed that be was not a feditious man, but 





ted a a preacher of truth; that he was ready to 
Id Re. facrifice bis life for his dottrine; that the 
» Letter of their Excellencies of Berne, which 
he had, was a fufficient proof of his inuo-

pee They therefore began to abufe 
Farel, faying to him: Viens ¢a, mechant 
diable de Farel. Que vas-tu faifant ca & 
la? D'on viens tu? Qwes tu venu faire 
ici? Quit’a fait venir en cette Ville pour 
la troubler? That is: Come hither Farel, 
thou wicked devil. What makes thee go to 
and fro? From whence comeft thou? What 
art thou come for? Who made thee come 
into this Town todifturb it? Farel aniwer- 
ed courageoufly: I am uct a devil. I 
preach Fefus Chrift crucified, dead for our 
fins, and raifed to life for our juftification ; 
fo that he who believes in him, foall have 
everlafiing life; but he who does not be- 
lieve, foall be damned. To this end I am 
fent from God, our good Father, as an Am- 
baffador of Jefus Chrift, being obliged to 
preach to thofe who will hear me; and I 
endeavour only to make him received by the 
whole world. I came into this Town to 
ery, whether any body will hear me; andI 
2 ready to give an account of my faith be- 
re you, and of what I preach, if you will 
be ph afed to hear mé yey ‘andtomain- 
tain to death what I fhall fay, having no 
authority but from God. by whom I am 
fent. Ww! hereupon one of the Ecclefiafti- 
cal Judges got up, and ufing the words of 
Caiaphas againtt Chrift, faidin Latin: Blaf- 
phemavit, 
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phemavit : non amplius indigemus teflibus. 
Reus eft mortis. ‘Thatis: Lle hath fpoken 
blafphemy: What further need have we of 
witnefjes? He is guilty of death. Then 
that Ecclefiaftic cried out: To the Rhone, 
to the Rhone: meaning that Fare/ fhould 
be thrown into that river: He added: ’Zis 
better that this wicked Luther fbhould die, 
than difturb all the people. Farel aniwer- 
ed him: Speak the words of God, and not 
of Caiaphas. Then all of them cried out: 
Kill, kill that Luther. They ipit in his 
face, gave him a thoufand injurious words, 
and cuffed him. Afterwards, under pre- 
tence of debating upon his tubjca&, they 
made him withdraw into a {mall gallery, 
at the end of which ftood one of the Ser- 
vants of the Great Vicar, with an 4rque- 
bufe, which he fhor at Fare/; but he mif- 
fed him. One of the two Syndics, W2- 
liam Hugues, wasvery forry for this breach 
of promife; but the other, ‘John Ballard, 
a friend to the Clergy, did not much care 
for it. At laft, by a decree-of the Epif- 
copal Council Fare/ and Saunier were or- 
dered to leave the town forthwith, upon 
pain of imprifonment. Accordingly they 
went away, being attended by many citi- 
zens, who approved their doctrine; and 

they returned into the Pays de Vaud. 
But Gexeva was not long without a Re- 
formed Teacher. Jared ient thither a 
young 
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young Minifter named Froment, who had 
been for fome years his difciple and fel- 
Jow labourer. Knowing his piety and 
great zeal, he exhorted him to go and 
preach at Geneva after him, and told him 
that becaufe he was little known, he might 
be there in Safety. roment, being at firft 
unwilling to undertake fach a difficult 
work, was at laft perfuaded by Farel, 
and repaired to Gexeva in the month of 
November. He applied himfelf to thofe 
citizens whom Fare/ had named to him, 
as friends to the Reformation. But mect- 
ing with a cold reception, becaufe threat- 
enit igs and dangers had almoft extinguifhed 
their zeal for truth, he found himielf in 
great perplexity; and thinking that his 
Jife was not fafe, he refolved to go away. 
But as he was going out of the town, he 
had an inward impulfe, which made him 
come back. He began then to think of 
fome means, by which he might infinuate 
himfelf into the minds of the people with- 
out any noile and oppofition. It came in- 
to his thoughts to imitate the example of 
his mafter Farel, who had introduced him- 
{elf into the town of Aigle in Switzerland 
under the name of a School-mafter. He 
therefore pofted up feveral papers all over 
the town, to give notice to the Public that 
he would teach any body to read and write 
in French in a months time, and alfo fome 

other 
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other things. Thus under pretence of 
teaching to read and write, and Arith- 
metic, and to give good advice about health, 
he foon got agreat many Scholars, noton- 
Jy among the Youth, but alfo among aged 
people, whom he taught at the fame time 
the true doctrine of the Gofpel. They 
who relifhed his inftru@tions, brought to 
him their friends and relations. Their 
number encreafed every day, notwith- 
flanding the oppofition of the Catholics, 
who {aid among other things, that thofe 
women who relifhed the new do@rine, 
were bewitched. 

The young man’s inftructions were fup- 
ported by a Frier named Chriffopher Bo- 
guet, who was a Proteftant in his heart, 
and preached the 4dvent Sermons with fo 
great a moderation, that his hearers went 
in crowds from him to hear Froment, who 
preachedin aHall. By this means the peo- 
ple were more enlightened. ‘The Reformed 
conferred and difputed among themfelves: 
they read feveral controverfial Books dif- 
pericd up and down; but they chiefly ap- 
plied themfelvesto the reading of the holy 
Scripture, in order to diftinguifh thofe do- 
trines, that came from God, from the 
falfe doctrines and abufes added to them 
by men. 

The Priefts had fpread a report at Gene- 


va andevery where elfe, thatthe Preachers 
of 
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of the new doctrine were all Conjurers, 
who had cart-loads of Devils at their com- 
mand, by whom they bewitched the minds 
of their hearers. This report made a great 
impreflion upon a Lady of Geneva, named 
Glandine, a woman ‘extremely bigoted; 
fo that looking upon Froment as an extra- 
ordinary Enchanter, fhe could not be per- 
fuaded tor a long time by her friends to 
go and hear him preach, at leaft out of cu- 
riofiry. Ar laft fhe relolved to go; but 
fhe took care to be well provided with 
Crofles, Agnus Dei, and other Trinkets 
of the fame nature; that fhe might refitt 
the Enchanter. She comes into the Hall 
where Froment was preaching, She fits 
over againft him, makes two or three figns 
of the Crofs, and implores the afliftance 
of God and of all the Saints, that fhe may 
not be feduced. She hears the Preacher, 
and is extremely furpritfed, finding nothing 
in his doctrine, that favours of a Conju- 
rer. The Sermon being ended, fhe asks 
Froment: Whether he had preache d the 
truth? He aniwersthat be is ready to prove 
to her what be bas preached. But, fays 
fhe, will you prove it by the Gofpel? Tes, 
replied he. Js not the Mafs, {aid the, 
grounded upon the Scripture? Froment 
aniwered, no. Ac laft the asked him: 
Whether the Book out of which he bad ta- 
ken bis Text, was the New I eftament. He 
{aid, 
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faid, yes. Then hhe defired him to lend 
it to her, that fhe might read it at home. 
She keeps three days in her chamber, and 
does nothing elle but read that holy Book. 
As fhe reads it, fhe is ftruck with admira- 
tion. She iheds many tears. She praysto 
God: fhe acknowledges her miftake, and 
abhors her fuperftition. The three days 
being over, fhe fends for Froment, and de- 
fires to have a conference with him. Ha- 
ving heard him a fecond time, fhe imme- 
diately embraced the reformed Religion. 
Befides, fhe converted her bigoted huf- 
band, and fome women related to her. 

At the fame time, a Citizen of Geneva, 
named Claudius Bernard, had a Girl be- 
tween feven and cight years of age, won- 
derfully skilled in the knowledge of the 
Scripture. She asked the Priefts now and 
then queftions about feveral things in the 
Scripture, at w hich they were confound- 
ed; and to hide their ihame, they gave out 
that fhe was poflefled with the devil. Some 
French Ambafladors, in their way through 
Geneva, had the curiofity to fee that Girl; 
and after a convyeriation of three hours, 
went away from her full of admiration. 

In the mean time, the religious difputes 
of the Reformed with the Catholics grew 
fo hot, that they occafioned fome quarrel 
almoft every day. There happened a quar- 


rel on the Jaft day of this year, which 
might 
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might have been of a dangerous confe- 
quence. Some Reformed, drinking with 
the Vicar of St. Magdalen’s Church, fella 
difputing with him about fome articles of 
Froment’s do&trine. That Prieft under- 
took to prove his own doctrine by the 
Scripture. A day was appointed for it at 
his houfe, whither many other Priefts came. 
But the Vicar, inftead of bringing the Bi- 
ble, as he had promifed, brought the Glof- 
fes of Nicolas de Lyraupon the Bible. The 
Reformed laughed at it. The difpute grew 
hot on both fides, and they came to hard 
words. One of thePriefts drew his {word. 
Some others went up the ftceple, and rung 
the alarm-bell. Many ran to their arms. 
The Clergy and the Catholic Laymen met 
in the ftreet called des Chanoines, and the 
Reformed in Magdalen’s Place. But the 
Syndics and the Lieutenant having impri- 
foned a Pricft, and three of the moft muti- 
nous Catholics who had been the aggrelf- 
fors, the tumult was appeafed. 

In the evening, the Magiftrates ordered 
that Froment fhould leave the town, and 
that there fhould be no other ordinary 
Preacher, but the Fricr above mentioned. 
They ordered alfo that the Great Vicar 
fhould be defired to punifh thofe Pricfts, 
who had occafioned the diforder, and rung 
the alarm-bell, and to take care that there 
fhould be good Preachers inall the — 

who 
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who fhould preach the Word of God in its 
greateft purity. 

The Reformed being perfuaded of the 
goodnefs of their caufe, and exafperated at 
the late infult of the Priefts, protefted when 
the Council’s order was notified to them, 
that they would go aud hear the Word of 
God where-ever they could; and that no 
body had a right to deprive them of it. They 
defired Froment not to be difcouraged ; and 
the next day, being the firft of the year 
1533, from the Frier’s Sermon they went 
to Froment in fo great a number, that the 
room where he preached, not being able 
to contain them all, they made him ftand 
in a public open Place upon a Huckfter’s 
Stall, crying out to him: Preach to us the 
Word of God: which he did. Whilft he 
was preaching, the Council being inform- 
ed of it, met immediately, and fent him 
an order to be filent. He anfwered, ’Zis 
better to obey God than Men, and went on 

with his Sermon. The Council fent fome 
armed men toapprehend him; but hemade 
his efcape by the help of fome of his hear- 
ers. Some time after, he went away by 
rcafon of the feverity of the Edits, and 
returned to his Church at 2voman in the 
Pays de Vaud, where he had been a Mini- 

fter one or two years. 
At that time, the two parties at Geneva 
were almoft equal, both among the Citi- 
zens, 
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zens, and among the Magiftrates. Butthe 
Catholic party feemed to be ftronger, be- 
ing {upported by the Bifhop and the Cler- 
gy of Geneva, and by the Magiftrates of 
Friburg; whereas the Reformed had no 
other fupport but that of the Lords of Berne. 
Thofe of Friburg loft no opportunity of 
exercifing their zeal at Geneva in favour 
of the old Religion. Father Boguet, who, 
as has been faid above, was a Proteftant in 
his heart, difcovered his thoughts more 
openly, after Froment’s departure, about 
the Mafs, the worfhip of Saints, and other 
articles, whereby he made himfelf odious 
to the Clergy. Whereupon he was dif- 
miffed from the town by the Council, at 
the prefling follicitation of the Lords of 
Friburg, and had a handfome prefent given 
him. 

This year the impreflion of the Bible in 
French was allowed of at Geneva; but 
they forbad to print controverfial books 
written in that Janguage, though the Lords 
of Berne defired they fhould be printed 
there. 

Froment having undertaken to return to 
Geneva, was in great danger of lofing his 
life. Being upon the bridge of the Rhoze, 
he met a Proceflion of a great many Priefts, 
who bad him kneel down before the Crots; 
which he refuled to do, Whereupon a 


company of bigoted women, who fol- 
lowed 
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lowed the Proceffion, fell upon him, and 
went about to throw him into the Rhone; 
but he was refcued from their hands b 
fome Proteftants, who happened to be there. 
The Author does not tell us what that Mi- 
nifter did afterwards: I fuppofe he went 
awa 

The Reformed having no Teacher, met 
privately in the night: ‘the moft know ing 
among them read ‘the Scripture in thole 
aflemblies, explained it as well as they 
could, faid prayers, and performed other 
acts of devotion. One day they met out 
of town in a Garden, w ess they received 
the Communion the firft time. It was ad- 
miniftred to them, at their own defire, by 
a very piousand zealous Cap-maker named 

ohn Guerin, who was well skilled in the 
Bible for a tradefman. The Magiftrates 
being informed of it, banifhed Guerin at 
the p >refling inftance of the Catholics. He 
retired to “Montbeliard, where he exerci- 
fed the Miniftry for fome time, and from 
thence went to Neuchate/, where he dicd 
feveral years after. 

Ac the fame time the Reformed perfua- 
ded Fare! to come again to Geneva; but 
being ill ufed, though he had aL etter of 
recommendation from the Lords of Berze e, 
he was obliged to go away. 

Notwithitanding thofe “difcourag ements, 
the Reformed did now and then fome bold 
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things, One day a Dominican, preaching 
in his Convent, inveighed horribly againft 
thofe whom he called Lutherans. There 
happened to be there a young Frenchman, 
related to Calvin, named Peter Robert 
Olivetan, who was tutor to the children 
of a Proteftant at Geneva. Not being a- 
ble to bear the clamours of the Dominican, 
he confuted him publickly. His boldnefs 
occafioned a great difturbance in the con- 
eregation, and he ran the hazard of lofing 
his life. Being, banifhed from Geneva on 
this account, he went to Neuchatel, where 
he printed the Bible in French in the 
year 1535. Afterwards he went to Rome 
in 1538, where he had fome poifon given 
him, of which he died at Ferrara. 
Some of the moft zealous citizens among 
the Reformed went to Berne, to complain 
of the conduct of the Magiftrates of Ge- 
neva with refpe& to Religion, and implo- 
red the protection of the Lords of Berue. 
Whereupon thofe Lords writ a Letter to 
the Council of Geneva, in which they com- 
plained in ftrong terms of the ill ufage Fa- 
vel had met with, and of the oppofition 
that was made againft the Reformation. 
They concluded, that if Geneva defired to 
live in good intelligence with them, they 
muft permit’ the preaching of the Gofpel. 
That Letter occafioned a great uproar. 
Above two hundred Catholics, incenfed 


by

by the Priefts, went to the Town-houfe, 
and in a riotous manner demanded that 
thofe who had procured the Letter, fhould 
be punifhed. The Council anfwered, that 
they would not depart from the Religion 
of their forefathers, and cenfured thofe 
Reformed, at whole requeft the Letter 
had been written. Neverthcleifs the Ca- 
tholics took up arms in the night, and met 
at the Great Vicar’s houfe, where being 
ftirred up by the Clergy, they engaged by 
a folemn oath to deftroy all the Lutherans. 
The next morning very early, above feven 
hundred armed men, headed by the Canons 
and by feveral Priefts, who were alfo in 
arms, went to St. Perer’s Church to ring 
the alarm-bell. The Proteftants being pri- 
vately informed of this Plot by an honeft 
Prieft, met inacitizen’s houfe, from whence 
they went into the ftreet called des Alle- 
mans, where they refolved to makea ftout 
defence againft their enemies. The Coun- 
cil fent two Syndics to St. Peter’s Church, 
to make the Catholics retire, and two o- 
ther Syndics to the Reformed in order to 
difperie them, but without any fuccefs. 
The Catholics hearing that the Reformed 
had taken up arms, rung the alarm-bell, 
and met at the Mo/ard, being quickly fol- 
lowed by many others. They advanced 
to attack the Proteftants, having fhut up 
the gates of the town, that none of them 
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might efcape: they were emboldened b 
the Bifhop, who affured them that he would 
approve whatever they fhould do againft 
the enemies of the Catholic Religion, That 
Prelate was not then at Gezeva. Howe- 
ver though their number was very great, 
they ftaid for fome other companies of ar- 
med men,.. one of which was. led by a Ca- 
non named de Vegia. In the mean time 
the Proteftants, being reinforced by two 
hundred citizens, drew up themfelves in 
order of battel, and fell upon their knees 
to implore the affiftance of God. 

Geneva never was in greater danger. 
The air rung with the horrid clamours of 
the Priefts, and the lamentations of a great 
many people. It luckily fell out, that 
fome honcft trading men of Fridurg came 
thither, and endeavoured to pacify the 
tumult. They went from one party to 
the other, and calling them friends and 
fellow-citizens, (for there was an alliance 
between Friburg and Geneva) exhorted 
them to make a peace. The Reformed 
confented to it immediately, defiring no- 
thing elfe but to live a quict life, accord- 
ing to the dictates of their conicience, and 
being lefs exalperated againft their fellow 
citizens, than againft the Clergy, who 
were the Authors of the Sedition. But 
thofe kind mediators did not find the fame 
difpofition among the Catholics. It was 
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in vain for them to reprefent to the Priefts, 
that “it would be more becoming their 
** character to pray at Church than to 
“ take up arms; and that they ihould ra- 
«“ ther exhort the peop! le to peace, than 
*« flir them up to war.” The Priefts were 
inflexible. Whereupon thofe Fridurgers 
went to fome Magiftrates, who were a- 
mong the armed men, and reprefented to 
them their duty on fuch anoccafion. Thofe 
Magiftrates proclaimed an order to make a 
peace. The Priefts on the contrary ex- 
horted the people to fall upon the Reform- 
ed; but thofe Frzburgers told the Catho- 
lics, that the Reformed were more nume- 
rous than they thought, and that if the 
Priefts hada mind to fight them, they would 
find their match. W hercupon the Catho- 
lics went off by degrees, faying: We /hould 
be great fools to hill one ‘another for the 
Sake of the Clergy. IPf they have fome dif- 
ference with she Refor med, let them put 
an end to it themfelves, or difpute with 
the Reformed by the Scripture, rather than 
with a Sword. The Priefts finding them- 
{elves forfaken by the Laity, confented at 
laft to a peace ; and the nextday the Coun- 
cil of LX proclaimed the following arti- 
cles. 
1. That enmities fhould ceafe between 
the Clergy and the Laity: That every = 
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dy fhould be quiet; and that no onc fhould 
be infulted. 

2. That no body fhould fpeak againft 
the Sacraments of the Church, and that 
every body fhould live in full liberty. 

3. That no flefh fhould be eaten on Fri- 
days and Saturdays. 

4. That nothing fhould be done or faid, 
that might occafion any Scandal. 

5. That no one fhould preach without 
leave from the Ecclefiaftical Superiors, and 
the Syndics. 

6. That nothing fhould be preached, but 
what might be proved by the holy Scrip- 
ture. 

On the 30th of March, the Laity fwore 
the obfervation of that Peace before the 
Syndics, and the Clergy before the Bifhop’s 
Vicar, upon the following penalties: a 
fine of fixty pence for the firft trefpais: 
the fame fine, and three days imprifon- 
ment for the fecond: the fame fine again, 
and a year’s banifhment for the third. I 
leave it to the Reader to make obferyati- 
ons upon the character of the Clergy of 
Genevaat that time. 

Icannot give here an account of the 
fifth Volume of this Hiftory, becaufe I 
have not yet received it. 
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ARTICLE XVII. 


An Account of the third Volume of Mr. 
Simon’s felect Letters. So/d by N. 
Prevoft overagainft Southampton-Street 
in the Strand. (The Account of the firft 
and fecond Volumes may be feen above, 
Art. XIII.) 


I. HE firft Letter concerns a Chaldean 
Prieft fettled at Paris, and his 
Chaldaic Miffal or Mafs-book. That 
Prieft was very much afraid of being 
accounted a Ne/fforzan; and therefore in 
his Neffortan Miflal he crafed Nes in the 
word Neffores, and changed fores into 
jones, pretending that ic was a Mais of 
Fohu, that is, of St. Fobu Chry/oftom. 

II. It appears from this Letter, that 
the Rabbanift Jews hate mortally the 
Caraites. We had rather, faid a Jew to 
Mr. Simon, marry our daughters to the 
Turks than to the Caraites. 

III. In the year 1670, a Proteftant 
Minifter of Saumur, named D’Huiffeau, 
publifhed in that town a Book to reu- 
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nite all Chriftians. It was intitled: Re- 
minion du Chriftianifme, ou la maniere de 
rejoindre tous les Chretiens fous une feule 
Con fe ffion de Foi. ** That Profeflor, /ays 
‘« dr. Simon, has appeared for fome years 
‘* very much inclined to the Arminians 
‘© or Remonftrants; nay, I have it from 
‘* one of my friends that he looks out e- 
very W here for the Books of the Soci- 


** nians. Many of his Scholars maintain 
ee oe their Mafter, that a man of fenfe 
‘* oughrto examine without prejudice and 


pailion all Religions, in order to judge, 
‘** without relying upon any one’s autho. 
or rity, which is the beft.” Mr. Dail 
feau’s Book was condemned by a Synod 
held at Saumur in the fame year 1670; 
and becaufe he was afterwards conviéted 
of writing an Apology for his Book, he 
was degraded. Yanaquillus Faber had the 
direction of the impreflion of that Work, 
and corrected the proofs. Mr. Simon is 
pleafed to tell us, that “ had it not been 
‘« for this feverity, there would have been 
‘“* an end of Calvinifm in France. The 
‘* ableft men of that Sect would have open- 
‘** Jy declared themfelves Arminians, not 
to fay Socinians. They are contented 
to be fo in their hearts, and to explain 
themfelves only with their good friends. 
The fear they are in of lofing their em- 
‘** ployments makes them take this courfe. 
‘* They 
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* They fub{fcribe their Confeflion of Faith 
‘ only out of policy, being perfuaded that 
** Calvin, and their other Reformers did 
«« not fee every thing, and carried the Re- 
** formation but half way.” 

’Tis certain there were in France feve- 
ral Proteftant Minifters of the Church of 
England’s opinion concerning Free-will, 
Grace, and Predeftination. But the num- 
ber of thofe, who were Antitrinitarians, 
was very {mall. 

IV. V. Thefe two Letters run upon Mr. 
Simon’s difference with the Gentlemen of 
Port-Royal about their firft Volume of the 
Perpetuité de la Foi againft Mr. Claude Mi- 
nifter of the Proteftant Church at Paris. 

VI. The Author mentions a Synod held 
by the Reformed in Poland, and lays they 
differed in many points from the Divines 
of Geneva. 

VII. Mr. Simon {peaks of a Perfian Au- 
thor, who belicved there were Men before 
Adam. 

VIII. What Jofephas and Artapanus in 
Eufebius tellus (fays Mr. Simon) of the 
victories obtained by Alofes over the Ethi- 
opians is a mere fable. However many 
learned men, and Sir fohx Marfham among 
others, believed that war of Ethiopia to 
beatrueone. But Sa/zan in his Annals 
under the year of the World 2494, has 
difcovered the origin of that ition. Here 
Mr.

Mr. Simon mentions a well known conje- 
ture, which does not appear to me to 
have a fufficient degree of probability. 

’Tis a conftant tradition among the Jews, 
that Mofes killed the Egyptian only by 

ronouncing the great Name of God. The 
virtue of that Name is alfo mentioned in 
an antient Greek apocryphal Book intitled, 
The Affumption of Mofes, of which there 
are only fome fragments extant. Origen* 
who had read it, believed that what St. 
Jude \aysot a dilfpute between Michaeland 
the Devil, was taken from that apocryphal 
Book. 

The Rabbins do alfo affirm, that the 
fame Name of God was written upon Mo- 
fes’s Rod, and that it was by the virtuc of 
that name that this Rod performed fo ma- 
ny wonders. They fay, God gave it in 
Paradife to Adam, who gave it to Henoch; 
and that at laft it came iucceflively to Mo- 
fes. 

The Jews of Conftantinople and Venice 
printed a little Hebrew Book intitled, The 
Hiftory of Mofes, which contains nothing 
but fictions from the beginning to theend. 
Part of thofe fictions are very antient a- 
mong the Jews, though that Book is not 
very old: it was taken by the Rabbins 
from other Books that areantient. Gaulmi- 
nus printed that Book in Hebrew and La- 
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tin with learned remarks, and added to it 
another little Piece intitled, Hi/lory of the 
death of Mofes, and a third, which is an 
Allegory upon Mofes’s death. 

The Jews borrowed from the Platonic 
Philofophers a confiderable part of their 
Theology, efpecially in what concerns 
Angels and Demons; which is the reaion 
why they departed from the antient fim- 
plicity of their Forefathers. There are in 
the Books of fome of the primitive Chri- 
ftansfome ftories not much unlike the fidti- 
ons of the Jews. The Works of Origen 
are full of them. When he fpeaks of Ba- 
laam, he affirms as a certain thing, that 
his Prophecies in the time of Mo/fes were 
public, and that the Syrians of Me/opota- 
mia, where that pretended Prophet was 
well known, writthem down. The Wiie 
men mentioned in the Golpel, fays the 
fame Origen, had thofe Writings of Bala- 
am, and among others the Prophecy con- 
cerning the birth of the Mejias, Num. 
xxiv. 17. There fhall come a Star out of 
Jacob, &c. And therefore affoon as Fe/us 
was born, they knew the Star, and under- 
ftood the accomplifhment of Prophecies 
better, than the Jews who neglected the 
holy Prophecies. The fame ftory about 
the Books of Ba/aam, which had been read 
by the Wifemen, was mentioned by the 


Author of the Opus Imperfeéfum upon St.

Matthew, who feems to have delighted in 
giving out many other like fictions in his 
Commentary, becaule he forelaw they 
would pleafe his readers. One might write 
a whole Volume of the like fictions feri- 
oufly mentioned by Origen, and fome o- 
ther antient Ecclefiaftical Writers. 

IX. Origen believed that Balaam wasa 
true Prophet, fince he fays that his Pro- 
phecies were public in the time of Mofes, 
who inferred them in the Book of Num- 
bers. It would follow from thence, that 
other Nations had Prophets, as well as the 
Ifraclites. The Jews own it as to the time 
that preceded Alofes. They pretend that 
afterwards there was no Prophet among 
other nations. ‘* I have been aflured, /ays 
‘** Mr. Simon, that there are many perions 
** at Paris, who get their livelihood by 
“ fetting up for Conjurers. Iam not fur- 
‘* prifed at it. There are fo many fools 
** of all kinds in that great City, that ’tis 
‘** no wonder they fhould run to Conju- 
* g056." 

X. The Author gives an account of a 
Book of Flaminius Nobilius concerning 
Predeftination, printed at Rome in 158r. 
Nobilius prefers the doctrine of the Greek 
Fathers to that of St. Auftin. 

XI. This Letter contains an account of 
a Book of Antony Gallon, printed at Rome 

in 
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in 1604, againft fome Monks of Mount- 
Caffin. 

XII. In the next Letter, the Author 
mentions fome Books of Lauret a Monk 
of Mount-Cafiz, in which he vindicates 
his Brethren againft Baronius, Gallon, and 
Fohn Dubofc, who charged them with ha- 
ving forged feveral Charters. The Bene- 
dicttin Monks are reprefented in this Letter 
as great falfificrs. 

XIII. When Father Le Comte of the 
Oratory publithed his Ecclefiaftical Annals 
of France, every body complained that 
they were too long. Mr. Simon informed 
him of it. Father Le Cozute being a plain 
ingenuous man, told him, that he had fore- 
feen thofe complaints; bur that he was 
afraid, if he fhould finifh his Work too 
foon, the penfion he received from the 
Court, would end at the fame time. Mr. 
Simon juftifies this anfwer of Father Le 
Cointe by the following account he gives 
of him. 

Father Le Cointe having applied himfelf 
very such to the ftudy of Hiftory, and 
in a particular manner to that of France, 
and alto to the ftudy of politics and the in- 
terefts of Princes; Father Bowngouin his 
General tooked upon him as a ufecleis man, 
becaufe he neither was a Divine, nor a 
Preacher. M. Servier being appointed 
to go to Munfler in the quality of Pleni- 

potentiary, 
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potentiary, defired Father Bourgouin to 
give hima perfon of his Congregation to 
be his Chaplain, and at the fame time Con- 
feffor to his wife. Father Bourgouzn {poke 
of it to Father Le Cozute, who willingly 
accepted of that employment. He fet out 
for Munfter with M. Servien. It hap- 
pened upon the road that M. Servzen dif- 
courfed with a Gentleman about fome af- 
fairs relating to Germany. Father Le 
Cointe, being a man of great plainnefs, put 
in a word, and intimated that they were 
both miftaken. Whereupon M. Servien 
told himroughly: Father, mind your Bre- 
viary. Father Le Cointe an{wered that he 
knew fome thing more than his Breviary. 
He took occafion from thence to ask M. 
Servien, whether he had fome Pieces that 
were abfolutely neceflary for his negotia- 
tion. M. Servien, being furprifed at this 
difcourfe, confeft that he had them not. 
Vil get them fent to me from Paris, faid he, 
when we come to Munjler. I fhall fave 
you that trouble, anfwered Father Le 
Cointe; for [ have them, and many others, 
that may be ufeful to you. 

From that time, M. Serviex looked 
upon him no longer as a Confeflor to his 
wife. During the negotiation of Munffer 
he had a great confidence in Father Le 
Coznte, whom he often employed, even in 
affairs of fome importance. After his re- 
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turn into France, he had fome enemies 
who told Cardinal Mazarim that he was 
not fo well skilled in negotiations, as’twas 
thought; and that he had at Munfier a Fa- 
ther of the Oratory, who had done him 
great fervices in that way. The Cardinal 
to vex M. Servien, fent fifteen hundred 
livres to Father Le Cozmte, and Jet him 
know that he would give him the fame 
penfion every year for the good fervices 
he had done to the King. He kept his 
word; and Father Le Conte received that 
penfion even after the Cardinal’s death. 
Befides, M. Co/dert recommended him to 
the King, who gave him another penfion 
of fifteen hundred livres. Had M. Ser- 
vien had no enemies, the merit of Father 
Le Cointe would never have been reward- 
ed. ’Tis chiefly from the time he began to 
receive a penfion from the Court, that he 
refolved to write his Ecclefiaftical Annals 
of France. ‘* He {pends part of his money 
“« Cfays Mr. Simon) in buying fuch books 
“ as are neceflary to him for that great 
“ Work. They find fault with him fome- 
“ times for not telling always the truth in 
‘ his Hiftory, becaufe he has a penfion 
* from the Court. I confefs that a Penfi- 
on of athoufand Crowns may make fome 
** jmpreffion upon a man, who is afraid of 
‘* being reduced again to his former con- 
“ dition. But I aflure you that Father Le 
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*« Coite is a very difinterefted man, and 
‘*« that he fpends the greateft part of his 
** moncy in making himfelf uleful to the 
‘© Public.” 

XIV. This Letter affords me nothing. 

XV. Antonius Perez writ a Book inti- 
tled Pentateuchum Fidei, printed at Ma- 
dridin 1620, It contains five Books ac- 
cording to the title Pextateuch. The firft 
treats of the Church, the fecond of Coun- 
cils, the third of the holy Scripture, the 
fourth of Traditions, and the fifth of the 
Supreme Pontiff. The Author was a Be- 
nedictin Monk: he treats all thofe matters 
in a fcholaftical way, without being too 
diffule. Mr. Simon gives an account of 
that Work. I need not fay any more of 
it. 

XVI. ’Tis certain that 7u/finiani Bifhop 
of Nedio did not make a new tranflation 
of the More Nevokim of the famous Rab- 
bin Mofes. There was a much older ver- 
fion of it, which is quoted by Thomas A- 
guinas and other Divines. Mr. Simon law 
a manu(cript copy of it in the Sorbon. Fu- 
ftiniani being at Paris, where he taught 
Hebrew, printed that antient Latin tran- 
flation of the More Nevokim, 

He publifhed an Iralian Hiftory of Ge- 
noa, in whichhe has inferted his Life, with 
an account of his Works, efpecially of his 
Pialter in five Languages, priuted at Genoa 

in 
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in 1517. He was in hopes to publifh a 
like Polyglot of the whole Bible. He left 
his Library to the City of Genoa, confitt- 
ing only of a thoufand Volumes; but they 
were very {carce and curious 

There is no Book that contains more 
Jewith Learning, than that which was at 
firft printed under the name of Ga/atinus, 
with this title, Arcana Catholice Fidei, 
and then reprinted at Paris in 1651 under 
this title, Pagzo Fidei, with the name of 
Raymond Martini the true Author of it. 
He was a Dominican, and died in the Con- 
vent of his Order at Barcelona in 1284. 
He underftood the Hebrew, Chaldaic and 
Arabic languages, and the moft difficult 
Books of the Jews. 

Mr. Simon {ays that the firft Reformers, 
who applied themfelves to the ftudy of the 
facred Languages, began to do it whilft 
they wete Monks. Such were Sebajftian 
Munfter and Conrad Pellican. However 
our Author does not deny that the Roman 
Catholics ate indebted to the Proteftants 
for what concerns the ftudy of the fa- 
cred Writings. What happened, fays he, 
in the Church, when Arianifm arofe, has 
alfo happened in thefe latter times. Moft 
of the Orthodox at that time minded alle- 
gotical and myftical Senfes much more 
than literal explications. The Arians 
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felves obliged to ftudy the literal fenfe of 
Scripture more than they had done before, 
that they might be able to anfwer them. 
In like manner, the Proteftants revived 
the ftudy of the facred Books among the 
Catholics. Alphonfus a Caftro, a learned 
Spanifh Frier, fays in a Book dedicated to 
Philip II. that fince the Proteftants ap- 
peared, the Catholics gave over fome tri- 
fling ftudies, to which they had applied 
themfelves for three hundred years, and 
performed better ftudies. By which means 
there was amuch greater number of learn- 
ed men in the Church than there had been 
for four hundred years before. ’Tis an 
odd thing that Heretics fhould put the Or- 
thodox upon the right way of ftudying 
the Bible. 

XVII. XVIII. We are told that Mr. 
D’ Ablancourt, a French Refugee in Hol- 
land, was willing to return into France, 
upon condition that he fhould not fubfcribe 
the Confefflion of Faith of the Church of 
Rome. Mr. Simon writ to him that he 
could not come upon thofe terms. And 
to convince him that the difference be- 
tween the two Religions was not fo great 
as he thought, he recommended to him the 
following Books, Holden’s Analyfis Fidei; 
the Works of Maldonat ; Forbes’s Confide- 
rationes modefie  pacifice controverfia- 
rum; Le Blanc’s Theological Thefes, and 

Davenant’s 
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Davenant’s Praleétiones de Fuftitia habi- 
tuali &} aétuali. 1 fhall obferve thar this 
Letter had no effe& upon the ingenious 
Mr. D’ Ablancourt : he did not return in- 
to France, but died in Holland. The Prin- 
cefs of Orange, fince Queen of England, 
was very well pleafed with his converfa- 
tion. 

XIX. The Maronites are not exact in 
their Latin tranflations of Syriac and Ara- 
bic Books. Moft of the Writers of Cata- 
logues of Books did frequently tranfcribe 
the faults of the former Catalogues. The 
Author gives fome inftances of it. He 
might have added that thofe faults are 
fometimes unavoidable. 

XX. ’Tis certain that fome Divines in 
France and the Netherlands took the title 
of Inguifitors of the Faith, though there 
was no Tribunal of Inquifition in thofe 
countries. Nay, there is ftill in our days 
an Inquifitor of the Faith at Tou/ou/e, who 
receives a penfion from the King. He is 
a Dominican Monk; but he performs no 
function of an Inguifitor. It appears from 
the Hiftory of the Univerfity of Paris, 
that there was in that City an Inguifitor 
of the Faith, even before the Reformation. 
There was alfo an Inquifitor of the Faith 
at Louvain. 

XXI. it is well known that Julius Ca- 
Sar Scaliger publifhed two Orations againft 
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Erafinus in Cicero’s favour. Fofeph Sca- 
liger took all poffible care to fupprefs them, 
becaufe they did no honour to his father; 
but they were reprinted at Zoulou/e in 1621. 
in 4t0. Erafmus was in the right, in his 
dialogue intitled Ciceronzanus, Foe de opti- 
mo dicendi genere, to laugh at thofe who 
pretended that no expreflions were truly 
Latin, unlefs they were found in Cicero. 
Robert Stephens printed a little Book in 
12°. in 1576 ae this title: De Latini- 
tate falsd fufpetia expoftulatio: in which 
he cenfures fome nice men, who could not 
bear fome words to be found in the anti- 
ent Latin Edition of the Bible. Muretus 
writ upon this fubje& a {mall difcourfe, De 
fiultitia quorundam, qui fe Ciceronianos 
vocant, It has been prefixed to the 15th 
Book of his Varie Leétiones. Erafmus 
is not to blame for writing againft the Ci- 
ceronian Se&, but for refle&ing upon the 
ftyle of the Father ofthe Roman eloquence, 
becaufe he could not attain to that ftyle. 
He acknowledged afterwards his fault, ha- 
ving reconciled himfelf with Cicero, as he 
cupeeties it. See his Preface to the Tul- 
culan Queftions of Froben’s Edition. Fs- 
hius Scaliger can’t be excufed for writing 
againft Era/fmus in a moft violent manner, 
fo far as to call him falfly a drunkard, and 
to fay that he had made ufe of his eloquence 
againft the Religion of Jefus Chritt.

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XXII. Mr. Simon very much commends 
Cardinal Hadrian’s Book, De modis La- 
tine loquendi. Mott of thofe who writ 
after him upon that matter, borrowed from 
that little Book the beft things they pub- 
lifhed. There are many Editions of it. 
That Book appeared fo learned and ufeful 
to Robert Stephens, rhat he prefixed it to 
his Treafure of the Latin Tongue. The 
Cardinal being obliged to run away from 
Rome, and to retire into the mountains 
of Trent, writ then that Book to keep him- 
felf bufy. 

XXII. This Letter concerns an anti- 
ent Monaftery of the Dominicans, which 
was taken from them by the Benedidtins. 

XXIV. A Book of James Payva Andra- 
dius a Portuguefe, written againft Martin 
Chemnicins with this title, Orthodoxae Ex- 
plicationes, makes the fubje@ of the next 
Letter. ‘Payva maintains that Plato, So- 
crates, Ariftotle, and the other antient 
Philofophers, who gave excellent precepts 
about the practice of Virtue, might be fa- 
ved, as well as the Jews who received the 
Law. He fuppofes that God, who is the 
common Father of all men, affifted them 
with his grace for that end; which, fays 
he, is grounded upon the teftimony of F#- 
ftin Martyr, Clemens Alexandrinus and 
Epiphanius, who believed that in the Law 
ofnature there werea great many rightcous 
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men, who ought to be reckoned among 
Chriftians. 

XXV. A paflage of Bartholomeus de 
Martyribus is quoted in this Letter. That 
Auther fays in his Account of his Journey 
to Trent, that he faw in the Great Church 
of Genoa the Difh in which Jelus Chrift 
eat the Pafchal Lamb. 

XXVI. XXVIII. The Author in thefe 
two Letters makes feveral obfervations 
upon the myftical Senfe of the Scripture. 
I find nothing in them, but what is well 
known. 

XXVIIIL.—XXX. Mr. Simon gives an 
account of the opinions of the chief Rab- 
bins, and Chriftian Writers about the Au- 
thor of the Pentateuch. He fhows that 
the moft learned Commentators acknow- 
ledge, that jome things later than Mo/es 
have been added toit. Thofe three Let- 
ters require no extract. 

XXXII. Our Author juftifies the me- 
thod of the Jeiuit Ma/donat in his Com. 
mentary upon the Gofpels. He obferves 
that Maldonat, Eftius, Lucas Brugenfis, 
and fome other Catholic Interpreters tran- 
{cribed Beza in many places. 

XXXII. He anfwers Mr. Aruauld’s ob- 
je@tions againft what he had faid concern- 
ing Mahometifm. There is nothing, fays 
he, in the Works of the moft learned Hea- 
thens, that can be compared to what the

Arabian Writers fay of the Unity of God, 
his perfections, the worfhip duc to him, 
and the charity men ought to have for 
their neighbours. 


THERE is at the end of this Volume a 
Supplement of VIII. Letters, which chiefly 
contain feveral particulars relating to fome 
Books of Mr. Simon. He obferves that 
there was formerly a great difpute between 
Agobardus Bifhop of Lyons, and a certain 
Abbot named Fredegifus. Agobardus main- 
tained that the ftyle of the facred Writers 
is not very pure, and even that there are 
in it fome faults againft Grammar, God 
having infpired the things to them, not the 
words. He grounded this opinion upon 
the authority of the anticnt Doctors of the 
Church, and particularly upon that of St. 
Ferom. The Abbot faid on the contrary, 
that the opinion of 4gobardus was dange- 
rons and inconfiftent with the refpe& due 
to the holy Scripture. He affirms that the 
Holy Spirit al une only infpired to the 
Prophets and Apoftles the fubftance, the 
drguments and method of their difcourfe, 
but that he had alfo formed the words in 
their mouth. The Bifhop anfwered the 
Abbot in thefe terms, which are not very 
grave: Reffat ergo, ut, ficut miniflerio An-

Dominicus Soto a celebrated Divine of 
the Order of St. Dominic, {peaking of St. 
Paul’s ftyle, fays it is not truly Greck, and 
that his language may be called an He- 
brew-Greek language, Sermoxem Hebreo- 
Gracum. He adds that the difcourfe of 
that holy Apoftle is full of byperbata, fu- 
perfluous words, and other like things, 
which are no {mall faults in thofe who pro- 
fels to {peak well: Ayperbatis © verborum 
redundantiis, altif{que id genus, qua in 
Rhetore nou levia funt vitia. Soto adds 
that the Apoftles writ with very great wil- 
dom, becaufe they wercinfpired; butthey 
did not write with a falficient neatnels: 
Scribebant Apoftol: fapicntiffimé quidem, 
guia numine inflati, at non ita nitide. Mr. 
Simon made thefe remarks in the feventh 
Letter to juftify his opinion concerning 
the Infpiration of the facred Writers. It 
is noc in thofe Writers, fays he, that we 
mutt look for politenefs and exadnels of 
{tyle. 

He concludes this Letter with thefe 
words. 4 furore Theologorum libera nos, 
Domine: lrom the fury of Divines, good 
Lord, deliver us. ’Tis certain that Mr. 
Simon was very ill ufed by feveral Di- 
vines. Why thould any Divine take de- 
light in making his fellow-creatures un- 
happy? Why thould Od:am Ti er

ARTICLE XVIII 


An Account of Samuet Bocnarr’s 
Sermons, ia a Letter to a Friend. 


Sir, 

OU have a due efteem for the famous 

Bochart, though perhaps they who 
cail a confiderable part of his Works 4 
learned Romance are not miftaken. The 
late learned Mr. James Cappel, fon of 
the famous Ludovicus Cappellus, told 
me that when Bochart intended to write 
upon the Bible, he perufed the antient Au- 
thors, and obferved all thofe paflages, that 
might be fubfervient to his defign. ’Tisa 
great advantage to have a large Library of 
onesown. Nothing, Sir, can be more na- 
tural for you, who are fo well acquainted 
with Bochart’s Works, than to defire I 
fhould give youan account of hisSermons, 
I would have done it with all my heart, 
though you had nor ufed fo many entrea- 
ties, There 
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There are many poor things, andagreat 
deal of bad Philofophy, in the Sermons of 
that learned man. There is allo a great 
deal of Syftematic Divinity. To fatisfy, 
in a more particular manner, your curio- 
fity about thofe Sermons, | fhall tranflate 
{ome paflages out of them. The firft is an 
excellent one. ‘* Who can, /ays the Au- 
‘* thor, read St. Paul’s Epiftles to the Ro- 
** mans, Galatians and Hebrews, with be- 
** nefit and intelligence, unlefs he be well 
‘* verfed in the ftudy of the Old Tefta- 
‘* ment? For the Apoftle teaches us all 
‘*« the myfteries of the Chriftian Religion 
“* by Allegorics taken from the public 
** Worfhip in the Jewifh Church; as when 
** he calls our Vows Sacrifices, our Hearts 
** Tables of Flefb, our Bodies the Temples 
‘* of the Holy Spirit, our Virtues Garments, 
‘* Regeneration aCircumeifion made with- 
** out “hands, the Remiffion of Sins a wa/b- 
‘* ing, the Church the Houfe of God, che 
‘* Word of God a Lamp and a Candleftick, 
« Jefus Chrift 2 Prief after the Order of 
‘* Melchifedec, and the Ref promifed to 
** the Blefled a Sabbath. (Second Sermon 
p- 135. ) 

Bochart does not feem to disbelieve the 
Conquetts of Mefes in Ethiopia, mentio- 
ned by Jofephus. (Third Sermon p. 165.) 
If thofe conquefts were true, Mofes would 


have been in a great meafure qualified to 
be 


oo 
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be the General of the Ifraclites, before he 
had a divine commiflion for ir. 

In the two following paflages, Bochart 
exprefles his thoughts concerning the ma- 
jeftic and pathetical ftyle of the facred Wri- 
ters; and what he fays on that head, ap- 
pears to me judicious. ‘If any one, " fays 
‘«« be, defires to know by experience the 
«« majefty of the Scripture, let him read 
“ attentively the Song of Mofes before his 
* death, or the civth Pfalm, or the firft 
« Chapters of the Prophecies of L/azah; 
‘** and then he will perceive the truth of 
‘* what the Apoftle fays, 1 Cor. ii. 4. that 
‘‘ thofe writers /poke not with enticing 
** qvords of man’s wifdom, but in demonftra- 
‘* tion of the fpirit and of power.” (Firft 
Sermon, p. 54.) ** And though frequent- 
*« Jy the Word of God difplays its virtue 
‘‘ only in the Faithful, whofe hearts ir 
‘“« moves and penetrates throughly; yet I 
** can hardly believe, that any man, who- 
‘* ever he be, can read the laft Difcourfes 
‘* of Jefus Chrift to his Apoftles, Fobx xvi. 
‘“« and xvii. or the Song of A/ofes before 
‘« his death, or St. Paul’s Epittle to the 
‘* Ephefians, or his difcourfe to the El- 
“ ders of the Church of Jerufalem (st 
‘* foould be Ephefus) in the xth (ét /hould 
‘“* 6e xxth) Chapter of the 4é/s, or any 
‘* two or three pages of the Pialms, with- 
out feeling fome thing of what I fay. 
es + (Finf Sermon, Pp. 87.) 

Bochart 
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Bochart highly commends the Book of 
Genefis. ‘* There is no Book, /ays he, in 
“ the Word of God, of a more univerfal 
‘‘ ufe. And therefore I repeat it again: 
‘¢ the whole Scripture is fo far from being 
‘* infufficient, that this Book alone, well 
** underftood, can make us wife unto Sal. 
* vation. (Third Sermon, p. 228.) Be not 
‘** afraid, my Brethren, of the Jewifh Do- 
ctors forbidding, in former times, their 
‘© Difciples to read the three firft Chapters 
‘* of Genefis, before the age of thirty 
** years—That prohibition was not made 
** cill the time of the corruption of the 
** Jewifh Church, by the Jews of the lat- 
«‘ rer Ages, who grounded it upon this 
« falfe principle, that in thofe firft Chap- 
‘* ters every thing is to be underftood my- 
fterioufly and allegorically, whereas 
** there is nothing plainer and more na- 
“ tural.” (Fourth Sermon, p.2 and 3. It 
were to be wifhed, Bochart had thown 
us, that the Temptation of the Serpent is 
a very plain thing. 

He jays, that if Man had preferved his 
innocence, “ he would have gone through 
«« thorns, as the three young Men through 
** the flames, without any harm; for ’tis 
‘* fin, that made our bodies capable of 
** feeling pain.” (Tome Il. p. 198.) I don’t 
underftand this point of Divinity. What! 
if innocent dam had tallen from the top 
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of a Tree, and broke his arm, would he 
have feltno pain? I with fome Divines had 
not been too peremptory in talking of 4- 
dam and Eve. 

There is in one of Bochart’s Sermons a 
my ftical explication of the a@tions of the 
Patriarchs. *Tisa fort of curiofity. One 
might very well wonder how a critical head 
could bring forth fuch imaginations. But 
it ought to be confidered, that the /acred 
Geography, and the Animals mentioned in 
the Bible, were the main object of our Au- 
thor’s critical enquiries. 

Befides Bochart, the French Proteftant 
Churches have produced many Divines e- 
minent for their learning and great parts. 
Such were Aubertin, Daille, Blondel, Lar- 
rogue, Claude, Pajon, Allix, Bafnage, 
Lenfaut, &c.

I was a little furprifed to fee Erafinus 
among thofe heretics: ’tis true he was a 
great heretic; but fince he died in the com- 
munion of the Church of Rome, he fhould 
have been left out. Servetus and Socinus 
have been omitted, perhaps out of igno- 
rance; and iome heretics hardly known 
appear in that Library. I did by no means 
expect to find there Antony Leger, a Mi- 
nifter of Geweva in the laft Century. 

Each Statue is attended with fome few 
lines concerning the Heretic, and the per- 
fon by whom he was baffled; a Symbolical 
Bird; a Sentence out of the Bible; a for- 
ry Diftich upon the Bird and the Heretic; 
and another Diftich upon the perfon by 
whom the Herctic was overcome. To 
make you better underftand what I have 
jut now faid, I fhall fet down what con- 
cerns Wicliffe and Cranmer.

Thefe Ser- 
mons of Dr. Clarke are already fo well 
known, and have fo great a fale, that it is 
almoft needlefs to give any account of 
them. However, out of refpect for the 
memory of that excellent Clergyman, 
which will always be dear to me, I fhall 
take notice of one; and I fhall pitch 
upon that which concerns the Goodne/s 
of God. It will be fufficient for my de- 
fign to extract fome paflages out of it. 
~The Text of this Sermon is taken from 
the CXLV Pialm, verfe 9. The Lord is 
good to All; and his tender Mercies are 
over all his Works. 


Dr. Clarke's 


| 
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Dr. Clarke’s Exordium is the moft pro- 
er, that could have been thought of. 
Though, /ays be, every one of the Divine 
Perfections in particular affords moft juft 
ground of adoration and honour; yet that 
which to us compleats the idea of God, 
and reprefents him under the notion of 
the Father as well as Lord of the Uni- 
verfe, and makes the Supreme Being and 
Governor of all things to be no leis the 
object of our hope and love, than of our 
admiration and fear, is this glorious Attri- 
bute of Goodne/s. Eternity and Immenfity 
amaze our thoughts: Infinite Knowledge 
and Wifdom fill us with admiration: Om- 
nipotence or irrefiftible Power is great and 
adorable; but at the fame time, if confi- 
dered fingly by itfelf, ’tis allo dreadfuland 
terrible: Dominion and Majefty clothed 
with perfeét and impartial Juftice, is wor- 
thy of the bigheft praifes; but ftill to Sin- 
ners it appears rather awful and venerable, 
than the object of defire and love: Hol- 
nefs and Purity are inexpreflibly beautiful 
and amiable Perfections; bur of too bright 
a glory for Sinners to contemplate with 
delight. ’Tis Goodwe/fs, that finifhes the 
idea of God, and reprefents him to us un- 
der that Jove/y character of being the def, 
as well as the greateff Being in the Uni- 
verfe. This is that Attribute, which both 
in itfelf is infinitely amiable, and, as a 
U2 ground- 
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ground-work interwoven with all the other 
Perfections of the Divine Nature, makes 
every one of them allo to become objeés 
of our love as well as of our adoration, 
Immenfe and Eternal Goodnefs, Goodnefs 
All-powerful and All-wife, Goodnefs in- 
vefted with Supreme Dominion, and tem- 
pering the rigour of unrelenting Juftice: 
This is indeed a defcription of a perfed 
Being ; a character truly worthy of God. 
This is that inexhauftible fountain of Be- 
neficence, from which the whole Frame of 
Nature derives its being; by which al/ 
Creatures in the Univerfe are continually 
Jupported and preferved; from which Maz 
derives his prefent enjoyments, and his fu- 
ture hopes; which Angels and Archangels 
and the Spirits of juft men made perfect, 
adore with never-ceafing praifes in the re- 
gions of eternal Happineds, Se. 

Here follows an excellent obfervation. 
Nothing, /ays the Author, can be more 
abfurd, than the doétrine which has fome- 
times been advanced; that Goodue/s in God 
is not the fame thing as Goodnefs in Men; 
but fomething altogether tranfcendent, and 
which we underftand not. This, I fay, is 
highly abfurd: becaufe if this were the 
cafe, it would plainly follow, that when 
we affirm God to be Good, we fhould only 
affirm we know not what; that is, in re- 
ality we fhould affirm nothing at all, There 
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is indeed this difference, that Goodnefs in 
Men, even in the beft of men, is fhorrand 
imperfect, frail and mutable, unfteady and 
always mixt more or lels with cvil; and 
even in Angels and Archangels themilelves, 
’tis finite and deficient; whereas in God 
alone, it is effential and perfect. But ftill 
the thing itfelf is every where the fame. 
Goodnels is every where of the fame na- 
ture, though notin the fame proportion; 
and in all Beings whatfoever, in whom it 
is found at all, it is the fame in ign 
though not in Degree. If Goodneis in 
God were (asfome have imagined) weknow 
not what; how could we be commanded 
to zmitate what we do not underftand? or 
how fhould any man know, whether he 
were likely to fare the better or the w orle, 
by means of that which he knows not w hat 
it is? What comfort can any man draw 
from the confidcration of the Divine Good- 
nefs, if he means thereby only he knows 
not what; any thing that Pow er, any thing 
that Deminioa. any thing that Sovercign- 
ty can do, whether it be beneficent or not? 
The true notion therefore of the Goodnels 
of God, muft be learned by confidering 
what Goodnefsis in Men; whichby adding 
to the idea of a good man boundleis perte- 
ction in the degree of thoie qualifications 
Which denominate him fuch, we arrive at 
the nearctft conception, that ’tis poffible 
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for us to frame of the Divine Goodnels. 
Thus our Saviour himiclf teaches us to ar- 
gue, St. Matt, vii. 11. If ye then,. being 
evil, know how to give good gifts unto 
your children; bow much mere fhall your 
Father which isin heaven, give good things 
to them that ask him? Now Goodnels in 
Men fignifies a benevolent difpofition, a 
difpofition to do good to others, even more 
extenfively, and with greater benignity, 
than is required by that Virtue which we 
cail Fuftice or Righteoufnefs. According 
to that accurate diftin@tion of the Apoftle, 
Rom. v.7. For a righteous (or juft) man 
JScarcely will one die; yet peradventure for 
a good man, fome would even dare to die. 
Righteoufnefs or Juftice is doing all that 
good to others, which they have any claim 
of Right to demand ; but Goodnels is, fur- 
ther, doing them all the good, which, whe- 
ther they have any Right to expeé or not, 
is in any wile fit, or reafouable, for us to 
beftow. Thus therefore the Goodnefs of 
God is that beneficent difpofition of the di- 
vine Nature, which moves him to diffufe 
upon all his creatures through the immenfe 
Univerfe, and through a boundlefs Eter- 
nity, every good thing that is proper for 
them, every thing that tends to their true 
happinefs, every good which either they 
are in their own nature capable of recet- 
ving, or which for Him, in his all-wife 
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Government of the whole, is ft and rea- 
fonable to give. 

And from hence, by the way, ’tis evi- 
dent demonftrably, that there is not, there 
cannot be any fuch thing, as ab/olute and 
unconditionate Reprobation. For, this be- 
ing a matter wholly contradictory to all 
our notions of Goodnets; if abfolute and 
irrefiftible Sovereignty could fuffice (as 
fome Seéts of men have imagined) to 
make fuch a thing become good, it would 
follow that the word, Goodue/s, had no 
fignification at all; and confequently that 
it was neither z# zfe/f of any importance, 
nor of any confequence to ws, whether the 
Almighty God was Good or no. Than 
which, nothing can be afirmed more wa- 
worthy of the Creator of all things; orbe 
more defervedly reckoned among thofe 
hard Speeches, which if not uurighteous, 
yet at leaft rath inconfiderate men, bave 
Spoken againft him. Jude 15. 

Among the inftances of the Divine Good- 
nefs, Dr. Clarkefays: God has endued men 
with Reafon and natural Confcience, to di- 
ftinguifh between Good and Eyil, and to 
forewarn them, as it were by an inward 
and perpetual Inftin@t, of the certainty of 
a future judgment. The Author adds that 
God has confirmed this natural Confcience 
with the additional help of an exprels Re- 
velation; and has declared, that according 
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to the feveral degrees of men’s knowledge 
in thefe matters, he will require of them 
a feverer or lets fevere Account, in fuch 
manner as becomes the Judge of the whole 
Earth to do right. 

There are, /ays the Author, two ver 
great objections againft the notion of the 
divine Goodnefs, which deferve to be con- 
fidered; namely, the Evils which God 
permits to happen in the prefent life, 
and the Punifhments, which he inflicts in 
that which is to come. (Here I muft ob- 
ferve that Dr. Clarke printed in 1724. two 
Sermons concerning the Orzginal of Sin 
and Mifery, in which he treats that im- 
portantand difficult fubje@t at large. Thofe 
two Sermons, which deferve by all means 
to be read, were publifhed with fome o- 
ther Sermons in one Volume.) No Evil 
happens in this world, continues Dr.Clarke, 
but what for wife ends is permitted by the 
providence of the infinitely good God. To 
inftance in particulars. All that we call 
Evil in the prefent Life, is either merely 
an Evil of imperfection, fuch as the want 
of certain Faculties and Excellencies which 
other creatures enjoy; or watural Evil, 
fuch as Pain, Death, and the like; or mo- 
val Evil, fuchas are all kinds of debauche- 
ry, fin, and vice. The fr/t of thele, viz. 
mere Imperfection, is not properly an Evil. 
For cvery power, faculty, or perfection, 
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which any creature enjoys, being the free 
gift of God, which he was no more obli- 
ged to beftow, than he was to confer be- 
ing or exiftence itielf: ’tis plain, the mere 
want of any certain faculty or perfection 
in any kind of creatures, which never be- 
longed to their nature, is no more an Avil 
tothem, than their never having been crea- 
ted, or brought into being at all, would 
properly have been called an Evil. The 
fecond kind of Evil, which we commonly 
call natural Evil, is either a neceflary 
confequence of the former; as Death to 
a creature on whofe nature Immortality 
was never conferred; and then this is no 
more properly an Evil, than the former: 
or elfe ’tis balanced in the whole with as 
great or greater Good; as the afflictions 
and fufferings of good men: and then alfo 
tis not properly an Evil: Or elie, laftly, 

tis a Punifbment: And then ’tis a necel- 

fary confequence of the third and laft fort 
of Evil, viz. Moral Evil, which is de- 
bauchery, fin, and vice. And this ariles 
only from the abufe of that Liberty which 
God gave to his creatures for the moft ex- 
cellent purpofes, and which ’twas rea/ona- 
ble and fit and neceffary to give thera for 
the perfection and order of the whole Cre- 
ation: But they themielves, contrary to 
God’s intention and command, have abu- 
ied what was secefary for the perfection 
of

of the whole, to the corruption and de- 
pravation of themfelves: Andthusall forts 
of Evils have entered into the World, with- 
out any diminution to the infinite Good- 
ne{s of the Creator and Governour thereof. 
As to the Punuifbments which God will 
inflié in the Life to come: Since all men 
acknowledge proportionable Punifhments 
to be neceffary in all Governments what- 
foever; and fince the Kingdom and Go- 
vernment of God over the whole Univerfe, 
continues in the future State as well as in 
the prefent; ‘tis plain we can have no juft 
reafon to prefume, that the punifhments of 
incorrigible Sinners will be lefs ufeful to 
the Endsand Reafons of God’s infinite Go- 
vernment here, than they are neceflary in 
the wifdom of his Providence bere. Nor 
can the Goodnefs of God be more obliged 
to preferve wilful men from perdition here- 
after, than he is bound to preferve the care- 
Iefs from a Precipice at prefent. The ex- 
act nature and manner indeed of the future 
punifhment of the Wicked, any further 
than is in general neceflary to deter us 
from Sin, is not diftin@ly revealed to us. 
But concerning it there are two things 
moft clearly declared in Scripture, abun- 
dantly fufficient to vindicate the Divine 
Goodnels. Firf?, that the degrees of Pu- 
nifhment in that final and eternal State, 
fhall be exa@ly proportionate to the de- 
grec 
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gree of men’s demerits; and even Damna- 
tion itfelf fhall by the righteous Judge be 
inflicted in weight and meafure. And /e- 
condly, that the Punifhment itfelf, abfo- 
lutely fpeaking, fhall at the day of Judg- 
ment, in the nature and reafon of thething, 
appear fo juft and neceflary, that every 
mouth, even of Sinners themfelves, fhall 
be jtopped before God; ftopped, not by 
force and power, but by the clear evidence 
of Right and Reafon. And God, when he 
cometh with ten thoufand of his Saints to 
execute judgment upon all, fhall convince 
ungodly Sinners, not only of their uugod- 
ly deeds which they have committed, but 
of their hard Speeches alfo which they have 
Spoken againft him, Jude 15. And when 
the punifhment of the Wicked fhall be aéfu- 
ally infli&ed upon them in the place of 
torment, even this fhall be, not only in 
the prefence of God, but in the prefence 
of the holy Angels alfo, and in the pre- 
fence of the Lamb, Rev. xiv. 10. That is; it 
fhall be fuchasis notonly appointed by the 
infinite Majefly of God the righteous fudge 
of all, but approved moreover by Men and 
Angels, and by him alfo bimfelf, who h- 
ved us unto death, even Chrift our merci- 
ful and compaffionate High-Prieft. 

There is afecond Volume of Dr. Clarke's 
Sermons publifhed together with the firft. 
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I need not fay what every body knows, 
that Dr. Clarke was one of the moft folid 
and judicious Preachers, that ever appcar- 
ed in the Chriftian World. There never 
was a Clergyman more honett, fincere and 
moderate, and freer from Superftition than 
he was. If all Clergymen had been like 
him from the time of the Emperor Conftan- 
tin the Great, the reading of Ecclefiattical 
Hiftory would be more edifying than it is,

n order to give the character of Sa/- 
luf?’'s Works, Abbé Zyvox in his Pre- 
face commends the Writings of that Hi- 
ftorian upon feveral accounts. 1. For the 
propriety of the words, the gracefulnefs, 
ftrength and energy of the ftyle. 2. For 
that brevity fo much applauded, which 
does not confift in the fhorteft turn of the 
periods; but in thofe proper and choice 
terms, one of which frequently expreffes 
a whole thought; and in a continual care 
of laying afide whatever would be needlefs. 
3. For that conftant love of truth, even 
in fpeaking of a perfonal enemy, fuch as 
Cicero was. 4. For that fingular talent 
of painting characters, in fuch a manner, 
that the events appear only as a natural 
confequence of the genius and temper of 
the perfons, who have been defcribed. 5. 
For that wonderful art of combining toge- 
2 ther 
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ther oppofite qualitics, which feem to be 
inconfiftent in one and the fame man. 6, 
For that exquifite difcernment in defcri- 
bing the different paflions of the Aors, 
and diftinguifhing their feveral virtues, 7, 
For the excellence and great number of po- 
litical and moral precepts {cattered every 
where. 

The old expreflions of Sad/u/?, and the 
words he invented, his digreffions, and his 

refaces, which have no connexion with 
the body of his Works, and are thought 
to be too long, have been objected againft 
him. But his language, fays Mr. Thyvoun, 
is not fufficiently known to us, to be very 
fenfible of the oldnefs of his expreflions, 
and of the novelty of all thofe he may 
have invented. The vivacity of his geni- 
us, and his great care to ufe the moft pro- 
per words, in order to reprefent in the 
fhorteft manner the whole ftrength of his 
ideas, occafioned the liberty he took in 
this refpecét, and alfo the boldnefs of his 
metaphors. 

As for the Digreflions, they are fo beau- 
tiful, that the Reader muft needs own, that 
if they are faults, it were pity the Hifto- 
rian had not committed them. 

His Prefacesare adapted to the tafte of his 
time, in which Writers did not pretend to 
make them fuit with the body of the work. 
This is what Cicero teltifies, Book 17. 


Epift. 
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Epift.6. to Atticus: he confeffes that he 
has prefixed to his Treatile de Gloria the 
fame preface he had prefixed to the third 
Book of his Academica Quaftiones. \t ap- 
pears alfo from the beginning of his Book 
de Finibus, and of his Tufculan Queftions, 
and of his firft Book of the Laws, that 
little care was then taken to write prefa- 
ces, that had a neceflary connexion with 
the fubjec treated of. 

’Tis alfo objected againft Sa//uf?, that 
his preface tothe Hiftory of Catz/zne’s Con- 
{piracy is much too long. Abbe Thyvon 
gives the fubftance of that preface, and fays 
that every thing is managed init with great 
art; that the Hiftorian’s project is brought 
in very naturally, though it appears too 
far fetched, for want of being duly exami- 
ned; yet there is nothing in it, but what 
is proper to inform the Readers of his de- 
fign; that being willing to indulge his vi- 
vacity in the courfe of his Work, and that 
nothing fhould break the thread of his nar- 
ration, he wilely putall thofe preliminary 
notions in his preface; and confequently 
that it is wrongly faid to be too prolix. 

Ac firft, Mr. Z4yvon undertook this 
Tranflation only for his own ufe. Whilft 
he was about it, he perceived that not- 
withftanding the labour of many Com- 
mentators, there were ftill many paflages 
that wanted to be cleared, fome wrongly 
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underftood, and others upon which a cu- 
rious Reader may defire to be {atisfied a- 
bout many perfons and facts ; and laftly, 
that we have not had hitherro a French 
Tranflation of Sa//uf? with continued re- 
marks. Abbé Thyvon has alfo tranflated 
all thofe Fragments of Sa//u/?, that are not 
imperfect. He defigns to publifh a Latin 
Edition of that Hiftorian. 

Next to the Life of Sad/uf?, the Tranfla- 
tor has inferted two Differtations; oneup- 
on the firft period of the Hiftory of Cati- 
/ine’s conjuration, and the other upon A- 
griculture and Hunting; in order to jufti- 
fy his opinion, and his new way of tran- 
flating both that firft period, and the paf- 
fage in which it had been thought hither- 
to, that Sa//uff {ays that in his time Agri- 
culture and Hunting were only the work 
of Slaves. 

Mr. Thyvon makes fome remarks upon 
Salluft’s Life; he endeavours to prove that 
the enemies of that Hiftorian, and others, 
reprefented him worfe than he was, and 
afperfed his reputation in a calumnious 
manner. 

The firft Differtation juft now mention- 
ed runs upon thefe words: Omnis bomt- 
nes, qui fefe fiudent preftare ceteris ant- 
malibus, fummd ope niti decet, ne vitam 
filentio tranfeant, veluti pecora, quae na- 
tura prona atque ventri obedientia finxit. 
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Mr. Thyvor docs not approve the common 
interpretation of this paflage. He con- 
ftrues it in the following manner. Ovmis 
homines, quippe gui fiudent fefe praflare 
ceteris animalibus, decet nuiti fummad ope, 
ne tranfeant vitam filentio, veluti pecora, 
quae natura finxit prona ventri, atque obe- 
dientia ventri. 

In the fecond Differtation, Abbé Thyvox 
examines this paflage in the fourth Chap- 
ter of the fame Hiftory. Now fuit con/- 
lium focordid atque defidid bonum otium 
conterere; neque verd agrum colendo, aut 
venando, fervilibus officiis intentum, ata- 
tem agere. The words fervilibus officiis 
are underftood by the Commentators in 
this Senfe, that Husbandry and Hunting 
are occupations of Slaves. Mr.Thyvon tays 
they fignify, that Husbandry and Huntr- 
ing are fundtiens of the fervile part which 
is in us, that is, funéions of the body. 
Whereupon he makes a learned diicourte 
to fhow that in Sa//uf?s time Agriculture 
and Hunting were not looked upon as 
things, that became only Slaves. 

This elegant Tranflation is attended with 
many ufeful Remarks.

R. Husner, in a Preface to the 
fixth Edition of this Work, fays 
that in Germany “ no one can be account- 
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«« ed a learned man, unlefs he can explain 
« himfelf by word of mouth and in wri- 
‘‘ ting clearly and elegantly in the two 
‘« main languagesof that country, the Ger- 
“ manandthe Latin.” However he belicves 
that Learning does not depend upon any 
particular language, and that A/etaphv/fics 
may be taught in the language of the people 
called Wenden, as well as in Latin. 1 
gave an account of that people fertled in 
lome parts of Germany, and of their lan- 
guage, in the firft Memoirs of Literature. 
See the word Wendex in the Index. 

The Author compoted this Abridgment 
of Geography, in fuch a manner, that a 
young Student might read it in one Sum- 
mer or Winter, without interrupting his 
other Studies, {pending only an hour eve- 
ry day in that reading, I dare affirm, fays 
he, that I can point out in every Gcogra- 
phical Book more faults, than perhaps will 
be found in mine; efpecially if I reckon 
all the paffages, in which the Authors have 
diffembled their ignorance, and omitted 
thofe Places that were unknown to them, 
or at leaft their defcription. ‘* And why 
 fhould { make myfelf uneafy? continues 
“© Mr. Hubner. Wf the Sun is commend- 
“‘ ed, though it has fome Spots; ifa well 
‘* fhaped Lady is thougit to be worthy of 
‘* a tender love, though fhe has fome imall 
‘* black fpots in her neck; a good School 
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“ Book will alfo have its lovers, though 
“*fome human accident might have hap- 
s pened to the Author in fome parts of 
‘* it. 

Next to the Preface there is a Difcourfe 
containing an account of the beft Maps, and 
of feveral Geographical Atlas’s to be had at 
Hamburg. 

This Work will be of good ufe to thofe 
who begin to learn Geography. There 
are in it five and twenty Geographical 
Maps. The Latin names of Places have 
been carefully inferted every where.

HE Paris Edition of this Di@ionary 
TT of the Bible is adorned with a great 
many Figures, which have been left our 
in the Edition of Geveva. A Letter was 
written about thofe Figures to the Book- 
fellers concerned in this Edition by a learn- 
ed man from Paris: it will not be impro- 
per to infert it here. 

“ You ask me what they fay of the Fi- 

** gures to be found in Father Ca/met’s Di- 
* Cionary. I muft confefs to you that 
“ men of learning have been furprifed to 
** find in it fo many Images, moft of which 
‘* are fabulous. The Author feems to ex- 
‘* cufe himfelf at the end of the Preface 
“ of his Dictionary, by faying that he does 
“ not pretend that every thing reprefent- 
X 3 * ed 
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‘** ed in thofe Figures is certain, or new, 
** T have it from good hands that moft of 
‘“« them havebeen taken from a Latin Book 
“ * of John Henry Hottinger, printed in 
** 1659 in 12° and reprinted in 1662. But 
‘© what account can one make of a Book, 
‘* which has deferved a very fevere cen- 
** fure from the learned Abbé Rewaudot? 
‘© Nothing (fays he) can be more imperti- 
nent than that Book: there is nothing 
true in it concerning the Eaftern nations. 
‘© This judgment, written with the hand 
of that Abbé, is to be found at the be- 
“ ginning of a copy of that Book of Hor. 
tinger, Which has been communicated 
‘© tome. This would be fufficient to dif. 
«< credit all thofe Figures. But if you will 
«* not yield to the authority of that Jearn- 
** ed Academician, give yourfelves the 
‘* trouble of perufing the Work: you will 
«« quickly fee that all thofe Images are 
« ulelefs and altogether fufpicious. There 
«+ are, for inftance, two Plans of Rachel's 
Sepulchre, wholly different: the one is 
taken from Fohu Nicolai, and the other 
from Mr. Le Brun. How can the fame 
Sepulchre appear to two perfons to be 
“ec of

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“ of a quite different form? Is it not a pi- 
« tiful thing to find fome Figures taken 
“ from Paul Lucas, whole Travels were 
* compofed by a Paris Writer from the 
« Memoirs of that ignorant Man? Befides, 
‘* how can one depend upon moft Travel- 
«Jers fo fond of wonderful things? Is it 
‘not an impofition upon the Public, to 
“ give a Plan of a Sepulchre of the Virgin 
“ near Ferufalem, when it has been de- 
“ monftrated by the beft Critics, that fhe 
«« died and was buried at Ephefis :” 

This Letter did not remove all the diffi- 
culties of the Book{fellers concerned in this 
new Edition of Father Ca/met’s Dictiona- 
ry, becaufe ic fays nothing of the Plans of 
Battels, which have been defigned and pub- 
lifhed by the dire@ion of the Chevalier de 
Folard, {o well known by his late Com- 
mentary upon Po/ybius. They thought 
at firft that thofe Figures were not invol- 
ved in that cenfure: but they have been 
made fenfible, that “ by the Author’s own 
“ confeiflion, Battels are deicribed in fo few 
“ words in the facred Books, that he is 
“ obliged to indulge conjectures. — And 
** therefore all hole Figures afford nothing, 
‘“* but what is uncertain. Befides, that 
“* Officer, celebrated for his military Sci- 
‘‘ ence, finds every where Battels in Co- 
‘* Jumns or large iquare and deep Bodics. 
** Moft of his conjectures run that way ; 
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‘ but by comparing them with the facred 
*« Text, they appear to be remote and fo- 
** reign.’ 

The Authors of this Edition havethere- 
fore left out all thofe Figures, and they 
have been the more willing to do io, be- 
caufe ’tis faid Father Calmet has no hand 
in thofe ufelefs ornaments. 

In this new Fdition, his Prefaces, and 
then his Sacred Bibliotheque, have been 
prefixed to the firft Volume. The other 
Pieces, namely, the /teral Tranflation of 
the Hebrew, Chaldaic, Syriac and Greek 
Names in the Bible; the Calendar of the 
Hebrews; the Reduétion of their Money 
and Meafures to thofe of France, the Ex. 
plication of fome Coims and Medals of the 
Fews; all thofe things have been interted 
next to the Dictionary at the end of the 
fourth Volume. As for the Dzfertation 
upon the Tactics of the Hebrews by M. 
de Folard, it has been prefixed to the Se- 
cond Volume, becaule it appeared to be the 
mott proper place. 

The Articles of the two Volumes of Fa- 
ther Calmet’s Supplement have been infer- 
ted in their proper places between two 
crotchets. 


I SHALL now give an account of the 
Author’s Preface prefixed to the firft Vo- 
lume of his Dictionary of the Bible. 

Father 
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Father Ca/met having publifhed a literal 
Commentary upon all the Books of the Old 
and New Teftament, thought fit to pub- 
lifh alfo a Dictionary of the Bible at the 
defire of many learned men, This under- 
taking put him upon the ftudy of many 
new things. Befides, he had by this means 
occafion to revife many places of his Com- 
mentary, in which he difcovered fome 
faults. The rich Library of the Abbey of 
Moyen-montier, where he compofed his 
Dictionary, enabled him to fucceed in his 
defign. 

The Author explains the difficult words, 
compares the Vulgate with the Hebrew, 
fhows the true pofition of provinces, towns, 
villages, mountains and rivers mentioned 
in Scripture, fixes the time of the famous 
events, and endeavours to explain the 
names of plants, precious ftones, animals 
and fruits. He gives an account of the 
cuftoms, feftivals and ceremonies of the 
Hebrews; of their coins and meafures; 
of the facred chronology, hiftory and geo- 
graphy; and of thofe Books which treat 
of the Republic, Laws, Manners and ce- 
remonics of the Jews, of their plants, pre- 
cious ftones, animals and difeafes. This 
Work therefore will be a very ufeful Re- 
pertory for all thofe who defire to under- 
ftand the Bible. The Learned will findin 
it a compendious account of what we 
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have read in different Authors; and thofe 
who have not many Books, will have here 
an abridgment of what is commonly faid 
upon each fubject. 

As for the hiftorical part, Father Ca/met 
has given the Lives of the chief perfons 
mentioned in Scripture and in Jo/ephus, 
without omitting any confiderab!e cir- 
cumftance. He quotes in the margin up- 
on each hiftorical faé&t the Authors from 
whom he has taken what he relates, and 
atthe fame time fets down not only the 
year of the World, but alfo the ycar be- 
fore Chrift. Not contented to mention 
what the Scripture fays of the Patriarchs, 
he has alio taken notice of what is to be 
found about them in the Apocryphal Wri- 
ters. 

He treats of the Texts and Verfions 
of the Bible; and {peaking of each Book 
of the Scripture in particular. he gives 
the Subftance of it, and mentions its 
Author, and the objections raifed about 
that Work. He has fufficiently explain- 
ed what concerns the Hebrew Text, the 
Polyglot Bibles, the Septuagint, the Vul- 
gate, the Targums, aud the Talmud. He 
has been very careful to cite his Authors, 
that the Reader may verify, or fee more 
largely what he has faid. When any thing 
appears to him of fome importance, he 

names 
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names at the end of the Article thofe 
Books in which it has been treated of 
at large. 

Our Author fpeaking of the Feftivals, 
Laws, and Ceremonies of the Jews, not 
contented to fay what is to be found about 
them in Scripture, mentions alfo what has 
been faid upon thofe fubjeats by the Jew- 
ifh and Chriftian Writers, and gives an ac- 
count of the Ufages of the prefent Jews. 

He has inferted in this Work the {fub- 
fiance of a great many Differtations, and 
particular Treatifes. There are in it Lifts 
of the Judges of I/rae/, of the Kings of 
Tfrael and Judah, of the Afmonean Prin- 
ces, of the Governors of 7udea under the 
Romans, of the Kings of Egypt and Sy- 
ria from the time of Alexander the Great, 
of the High Priefts of the Jews; a genea- 
logical Table of the Defcendants of Herod; 
Tables of the coins and meafures of the 
Hebrews, and their Reductions to the 
French coins and meafures. 

The Chronology which Father Ca/met 
follows, is that of Archbifhop Ufber. He 
has inferted at the end of his Work a Ca- 
lendar of the Hebrews, and alfo an uni- 
verfal Chronological Table from the be- 
ginning of the World to the deftruction 
of Jerufalem by the Romans. As for the 
facred Geography, it has been illuftrated 
as much as it could be done. 

To 
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To make this Work more complete, Fa- 
ther Calmet has added to it a Sacred Bib- 
liotheque, containing a Catalogue of the 
beft Books, that can be read upon the ho- 
ly Scripture. 

Thus much was neceflary for me to fay 
concerning the nature of this Dictionary 
of the Bible. Though the Figures have 
been left out in the Edition of Geneva, 
many Readers may be defirous to know 
what the Author fays about them. He 
thought it proper to give the Figures, 
engraved by the beft mafters, of the chief 
Antiquities of the antient Hebrews and 
modern Jews, fuch as the Ark of Noa, 
the Tower of Babel, the Tabernacle, the 
Temple of Solomon and Ezekiel, the fame 
rebuilt by Herod the Great, the Houfe of 
Lebanon built by So/omox for his wife, the 
Sepulchres, Hapits, and principal cere- 
monies, the Plans and Profpects of the 
moft celebrated Places in the Holy Land, 
and many other things which have been 
reprefented, as they are defcribed in Scrip- 
ture, or by the Jewifh Writers. 

As for thofe things, that are not clearly 
mentioned, or that are wholly omitted in 
Scripture, they have been taken from the 
antient Hiftorians, efpecially from ‘fo/e- 
pous, ** from Travellers and Commenta- 
‘“‘ tors, fupplying according to the times, 
‘¢ the countries, the manners and cuftoms 
** of 
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‘© of the Antients, what appeared moft 
‘«* probable and agreeable to truth.” 
Wherefore Father Ca/met does not give 
out as certain every thing that has been 
reprefented in Figures; but he hopes to 
come near the truth, as much as ’tis pof- 
fible in fuch obfcure and antient fubjects, 
and to clear in fome meafure the Jewifh 
Antiquities. Laftly, the Author adds that 
though every Figure is not new, yet the 
Public will be well pleafed that ‘he has 
colle&ed in this Di@ionary almoft every 
thing that is curious upon this fubjca. 


In the Preface to the Supplement, the 
Author fays, he has made a vaft number 
of Additions and new Remarks. This 
Supplement contains Articles perfectly 
new, critical Remarks, many hiftorical 
paflages, taken from the Books of the 
Oriental Writers, that have a relation 
to the Hiftory and Antiquities of the 
Old Teftament. It contains alfo fome 
Traditions of the antient Arabians de- 
fcended from I/bmael and Abraham, who 
preferved the memory of the Sacred Hi- 
ftory, but altered and difguifed in many 
circumftances. 

There are in this Supplement many 
Figures reprefenting the Battcls, Encamp- 
ments and Sieges of the Hebrews by the 
Chevalier de Folard, with fome Difierta- 
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tions upon them written by him. Father 
Calmet highly commends this Perfor- 
mance, fo far as to fay that M. de Folard 
has dilcovered fome times new Senfes in 
the Scripture, unknown to the Interpre- 
ters, reconcil’d contradictory paflages, and 
given a new light to the Works of Fo/- 
phus. 

Our Author has alfo made great additi- 
ons and alterations in his Sacred Biblio- 
theque. ¥ather I/defonfus Cathelinot, Li- 
brary-Keeper of St. A/zhiel’s Abbey, has 
inferted in that Bibliotheque the Subftance 
of a great Work compofed by him upon 
the Texts, the Commentators, and gene- 
rally upon all the Authors, who have writ 
on the Bible, or upon fome part of it; fo 
that this Sacred Bibliotheque contains a 
complete Catalogue of all the Books that 
may be confulted upon the Scripture. 
There are alfo in it many hiftorical paf- 
fages, with the Characters of many Au- 
thors and their Writings. 


By what I have faid hitherto the Rea- 
der may judge of the Paris Edition of Fa- 
ther Cal/met’s Di&tionary, and of that of 
Geneva. The latter will be more conve- 
nient, becaufe the feyveral Articles of the 
Supplement have been inferted in their pro- 
per places. This Di@tionary of the Bible 
is certainly a very ufeful Work. 

I fhould 
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I fhould now give a Specimen of it; bur 
at this very moment I am obliged to retura 
that Di@tionary. I hope, I fhall fupply ac 
fome other time what is wanting here. 

Father Ca/met’s Dictionary, of the Pa- 
ris Edition, confifts of two Volumes zz fo- 
lio. The Supplement contains alfo two 
Volumes of the fame fize. I fhall occa- 
fionally add, that the literal Commenta- 
ry of that Author upon all the Books 
of the Old and New Teftament compre- 
hends eight Volumes zu folio.

n this new Edition of Mr. de Fonte. 

nelle’s Works, publifhed by his direéti- 
on, and adorned with beautiful Figures, 
there are fome Pieces never before print. 
ed; but they have not been diftinguithed 
from the other Works of the Author, The 
firft Volume contains his feveral Dialogues 
of the Dead ; the Converfations about. the 
plurality of Worlds; the Hiftory of Ora- 
cles; and the following Pieces, Of the 
Origin of Fables; Of Happinefs; Of Pati- 
ence; Of the Exiftence of God; and a Dif- 
courfe to the French Academy. 

The fecond Volume takes in the Pafto- 
ral Pocfies; feveral other poetical picces; 
galant Letters; and fome mifcellancous 
Works. 

There are in the third Volume a Pre- 
face concerning the ufefulnefs of Mathe- 
matics and n: atural Philofophy, and the la- 
bours of the Academy of Sciences; a Hi- 
ftory of the Reviving of that Academy ;

in a fhort Preface, that Dr. Wall 


fent thefe Annotations on the New Te- 
= ftament 
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{tament to be perufed by him, before he 
publifhed them. He gave Dr. Vall his 
thoughts on them in feveral papers, which 
Dr. Vall returned to him, fome few days 
before he died, with directions concern. 
ing what he would have altered, added, or 
omitted in many places. The Publither 
did alfo receive meflages and letters from 
Dr Wall, to the fame purpole, with ear. 
neft requefts that he would affift his Son 
in getting thefe and his other papers print. 
ed, if any of them were judged fit to be 
publifhed. But this he left entirely to the 
judgment of the Author of this Preface, 
and of a learned friend of his, with liberty 
to fupprefs or deftroy any part of them, 
or the whole, ifthey thought fir. So hum- 
ble was he in the centure of his own proe 
ductions. 

Dr. /Vali’s papers, which he left in this 
manner, were 1. The Preface prefixed to 
this Book: 2. Annotations on the Old Te- 
{tament: 3. The Annotations on the New 
Teftament, which are now printed in this 
Volume. 

The Author had prepared the Prefaceto 
be fet before his Notes, both on the Old 
and New Teftament; fo that it may teem 
improper to publifh the whole of it now. 
Burt, fays the Publither, it contains things 
fo uleful for underftanding the Scripture in 
gcneral, and gives us juch an account m 
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the pains Dr. Walt had taken in his judici- 
ous manner of readingit, that’twasthou oht 
pity to deprive the Public of fo cood | an 
example. 

Dr. Vali had committed the perufal of 
his Notes on the Old Teftament to his 
learned friend above mentioned, who is 
eminent for his skill in Hebrew. They 
were in his hands, when the Author 
died. The Preface, andfome of the An- 
notations, had been perufed by him; and 
fome papers had paficd between them on 
that fubje&. He returned the papers af- 
ter the Author’s death, with this remark 
on them in general, That what Dr. //’a// 
had done, in comparing the Verfion of 
the Septuagint with the Hebrew, was 
wonderful, in one who did not pretend to 
any accurate knowledge of the Hebrew. 
And he fhows what would have been done 
by his great diligence and fagacity, if he 
had been as great a matter of the & Jewith 
Language ond ; Antiquitics as he was of the 
Greek. This defect is what renders thoie 
Annotations not fo truly uleful as Dr. all 
intended they fhould be, and is the reafon 
why they are not publithed. 

As for the Annotations on the New Tec- 
ftament, the Author gave up fo much to 
the Publifher’s judgment, and left him, un- 
der his hand, fo much Libe tty to erafe, 
alter and amend what he thought required 
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it, that his greateft care has been, not to 
fet up his judgment againft that of the Au- 
thor, in thoie things which he had obfer- 
vedto him. The Publifher has therefore 
given us the Author’s Annotations unal- 
tered, even in places where he had con- 
fented to alteration, and which he would 
have mended, if he had lived to publith 
his Work himfelf. The Publifher excepts 
fome places, which the Author had with 
his own pen marked for alteration, or 
which he had by word of mouth, letters 
or meflages defired him to alter, according 
as he had refolved thofe alterations fhould 
be made. And even this, which is very 
little, the Publifher has done, as near as 
poflible, in the Author’s own words, c¢i- 
ther as he fpoke, or writ them to him. All 
the reft is printed immediately from the 
Author’s own copy. 

I proceed to Dr. Wall’s Preface. That 
learned Divine, being in a far advanced 
age, thought fit to read only, or chiefly, 
the holy Scripture. When he had read it 
once or twice in Englifh, he read fome 
Latin tranflations; and then he read over 
more than once the New Teftament in its 
original, with the various readings col- 
lected by Dr. Mz//, and the Books of the 
Old Teftament in the tranflation of the 
Septuagint, of Bo/s’s Edition. As for the 
Hebrew, not being fufficiently skilled in

329 
it, he took for granted that the Englith 
and other tranflations do well enough give 
the Senfe of the original. 

After feveral obfervations upon the He- 
brew Text and the Verfion of the Septua- 
gint, on which I need not dwell, the Au- 
thor makes many remarks upon a late 
Book intitled, da Efjay towards reftoring 
the true Text of the Old Teflament. Here 
follow fome of thofe remarks. When the 
Apoftles, fays Dr. Wald, give the hiftory 
of fuch or fuch a thing done by our Savi- 
our, or done to him, they frequently ac- 
commodate fome paflages of the Old Te- 
ftament to fuch an action of Jelus Chrift; 
not always as a prophecy, but only as a 
fimilicude or illuftration; and in no other 
way than as a Preacher now may compare 
or apply fome paflage of Scripture, which 
bearsarefemblance co the thing he is {peak- 
ing of. Suppofe, coutinues the Author, 
a man fhould writean athciftical book, and 
a Chriftian fhould cite upon that occafion 
thefe words of David, The fool hath faid 
in bis heart, There is uo God; the citation 
might be proper and ufeful, without fup- 
pofing that David had in view this parti- 
cular man. 

There are other citations of prophecies, 
that are proofs of the matter for which 
they are cited. Some of them were, in 
a lower fenfe, in a lower degree, fulfilled 
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before, in the times of the Old Teftamenr, 
in fome perion, fome King, fome nation, 
or tome event; but the prophetical exprefe 
fions in thofe paflages have a higher fenfe, 
and had their full completion in the time 
of the Meffias. For inftance. St. Matthew, 
Ch, i. v. 22. citing L/aiah vii. 14. fays that 
juch a thing was done, that it might be 
fulfilled, < which was Spoken by the Prophet. 
And yet he means no more than that by 
fuch an event it fell out, that an antient 
prophetical faying was in a more eminent 
way fulfilled. The words of L/aiah to 
Ahaz, concerning a child then quickly to 
be born, and the name Immanuel, God 
with us, to be given him, as a Sign of de. 
liverance from Rezin and Pekah, were in 
a higher and more fublime fenfe applicable 
to Chrift and his birth. “ It is an injury 
‘** to the Scripture, /ays Dr. Wall, to de- 
‘* ny St. Matthew, or any Apoftle, the 
‘* privilege of extending the fenfe of the 
* Old Teftament Prophecies to farther and 
‘ higher matters under the Gofpel, in fuch 
‘** waysas the cuftom of Scripture allows.’ 
There are alfo in this Preface feveral 
obferyations upon a late Book concerning 


the grounds and reafous of Chriftianity.

34. O Ferufalem —— how often would 
I have gathered thy children—and ye would 
not.) It is very uleful to obferve and keep 
in memory this, and any place in the three 
( Evangelifts ) like this, which mentions, 
or refers to, or fuppofes any thing done, 
or endeavoured by our Saviour at Meru 
lem, or any prefence of his there. Fora 
ereat objection againft the Gofpel of St. 
Fobu reciting the Acts of Chrift at Feru- 
falem, being that the three (Evangelifts) 
are wholly filent of his ever having been 
there at all in the time of his miniftry, till 
the laft time when he was crucified there; 
whereas John ipends the greateft part of 
his hiftory of Chrift’s life in relating how 
many times he was there, what miracles 
he wrought, what teachings, what difpu- 
tations he had in the Temple, and other 
public places with the chief men there: 
The force of this objection is taken off, if 
we can fhew that the three (Evangelifs), 
though they do not mention the times 
when Chrift went to Ferufalem, or what 
miracles he wrought, or what teachings 
he ufed there, yet do /uppofe that he had 
been there, and had endeavoured to gather 
and conyert them, but they would not.

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Now of fuch places as do fuppofe thar, 
this is one: How often would I have ga- 
thered, &c. And one of Matthew xxiii. 
37. reciting the fame faying of our Saviour. 

Another that.occurs to me at pretfent, is 
that appeal of Peter to the Jews of Feru- 
falem, recited by Luke, Aéfs ii. 22. con- 
cerning the miracles and wonders, and 
figns, which, fays he, God did by him in 
the midft of you, as you your felves know. 
This muft be meant of miracles, wonders, 
&c. done there in former times; for we 
read of none in thole few days before his 
death. 

Another place fuppofing the fame thing, 
is Adts x. 39. where Peter fays: We are 
witneffes of all things which he did both in 
the land of the Fews, and in Ferufalem. 

Here Matthew, and Luke, and Peter, 
do plainly fuppofe our Saviour’s having 
been much there, and having done many 
miracles there; though they do not give 
the narrative of them. ]

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HE Reverend Mr. Lancaffer fays in 

his Dedication to the Lord Bifhop 
ot Oxford, that the Work from which he 
has taken this Commentary on St. ‘fohn’s 
Revelation, is of fo largea fize, and abounds 
with fo much Learning, that it would be 
in a great meafure ufeleis to the generality 
of Readers. He has endeavoured to re- 
move this inconvenience, by fhortening 
that Work, and making it plain to the 
meaneft capacity. Mr. Lancafter adds that 
the excellent Writer of this Commentary 
lay concealed from the learned world for 
a confiderable time, and is ftill but little 
known. He further fays, that this Book 
is the beft Explanation that has ever yet 
been given of the Apocalypfe, 1 have al- 
ways been a great admirer of the magnifi- 
cent Images to be found in St. Fohn’s Re- 
velation: ’tis pity we have not had hither- 
to the Key of that wonderful Book. 

In the preliminary Difcourfe, the Au- 
thor treats of the principles upon which the 
Revelation of St. John zs to be underftood; 
and of the helps and rules whereby it is to 
be explained. 1 could not give a fatisfa- 
ctory account of that Difcourfe without 
tranicribing the greateft part of it. The 
Curious will do well to read it. 

In the next place, there is in this Book

A LETTER containing fome account of a 
Book written by Mariilius Audrcafius. 


SIR, 


n our laft converfation we difcourfed, 
] among other things, about God’s Mer- 
cy, and we thought it very ftrange that 
many Divines in foreign countries fhould 
reprefent the Supreme Being under fuch 
notions as are inconfiftent with his infinite 
Goodnefs. When I came home, it came 
into my thoughts that I had read an old 
Book concerning the great Mercy of God, 
and that fome account of it would not be 
unacceptable to you. Here follows the 
title of that Book. 

MarsILit ANDREASII de Ampliu- 
dine rr dia Dei abfolutiffima Ora- 
tid,

Tis a Book of 218 pages in 8vo. 

The title of this Werk fufficiently fhows 
the Author’s defign. He undertakes to 
fet God’s Mercy in its full light. Ce/ius 
Secundus Curio, a learned man of great 
fenfe and honefty, was fo great an admi- 
rer of this Performance, that he fays in 
one of his Books, intitled De Amphitudi- 
ne beati Regni Dei, that he never under- 
ftood better the extent of God’s Mercy, 
than when his Son Horace tranflated from 
the Italian this Work of Marfilius Andre- 
afius, See Bayle’s Dictionary in the Arti- 
cle of C. S. Curio. 

Andreafius appears by thisBookto have 
been a very pious man. I fhall only fer 
down two or three paflages out of it, by 
which you may judge how much his mind 
was affected withthe thoughts of the Di- 
vine Mercy. Deznde (fays he p. 8 and 9.) 
ut eft minor injuria in bomine impio non 
credere Deum effe, quam crudelem aut 
vanum putare; fic eft minus grave in de- 
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Sperante homine omnino negare Deum effe, 
quam eum inexorabilem exiftimare, ablata 
ei virtute ilid, fine qua Reges mundi non 
amplius funt reges, fed tyranut. 

The following words are to be found in 
page 39. Committamus omnia ampliffime 
mifericordia Det, que tam magna babetur, 
ut aliguis dicere voluerit, damnatos homi- 
nes { Demonas etiam aliquando creditu- 
ros, 5 Deo acceptos futuros. Hac opinio, 
guamvis magnos babuerit authores, tamen 
@ Patribus reprobata fuit. Que propter 
hoc tantum a nobis recitata eft, ut oftenda- 
mus quam magni facta fit hac mifericordia 
ab illis eruditiffimis hominibus illorum tem- 
porum, qui diebus ac noctibus in facris li- 
teris laborarunt, gue fere nihil aliud am- 
plificant, predicant, celebrant quam Dei 
mifericordiam. What a difference between 
the notions of Andreafius, and the doGrine 
of thofe who affert an abfolute Reprobs- 
tion! 

The Author fays (p. 37.) {peaking of 
Pharaoh, who was drowned in the Red- 
Sea: Quem Deus per magnam mifericordi. 
am, dolens malitid ejus, eum caftigavit, ut 
cum fanari nollet, levius puniretur. Et 
hoc quidem intelligere debemus de aliis om- 
nibus feveris exemplis, quae reperiuntur 


in Libris Novi Veteri/que Teftamenti. 


I sHALL occafionally tranfcribe fome 
few paflages from Ochiaus’s Dilcouries, 
which 
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which have been added to the Book of 
Andreafius. We had a true notion of a 
lawful Government. He fays that Prin- 
ces are made for the good of the peo- 
ple, and not the people for the good of 
Princes. JLtaque (p. 113.) Principes po- 
pulorum beneficio, non populi beneficio Prin- 
cipum conflitute funt: hoc enim eft princi- 
pem effe, communi utilitati fludere. Nec 
quifquam princeps eft nifi eorum quibus u- 
tilis eft. Quod fi quis fuorum tantum com- 
modorum memor, nulli preterea utilis eft, 
is princeps jure non eft, fed privatus homo. 
Sz verd etiam nocet, 5 alius eft perniciofis, 
tum tyraunus appellabitur ; ac tanto major, 
quanto magis nocet, & pluribus. 

He expreffes his thoughts about the Hu- 
miliation of Chrift in the following words, 
p. 115. Chrifti exemplo, qui cum Dei per- 
fonam gereret, baud fe infolenter geffit, fed 
Semet ipfe demifit, fumptd fervil: perfond: 
nec venit ut fibi ferviretur, fed ut fervi- 
ret. 

He fays (p. 126.) that if virtue was more 
encouraged than it is, there would be lefs 
wickednefs in the world, and confequent- 
ly fewer punifhments. Dubium autem non 
eft, quin fi ejus juflitie, que in premiis 
diftribuendis verfatur, ufis in civitate 
effet, minus alterd que fupplicia infert, 
opus foret, &c. 
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The Author complains (p. 127.) of the 
injuftice and cruelty of the Princes of his 
time. 

He fays p. 116. that if the Emperor had 
embraced the Reformation, not only his 
Court, and his Princes, but alfo the whole 
world would have done the fame. 

The tranflator of Andreafius’s Book fays 
to Edward V1. King of England, in his 
Epiftle dedicatory to that Prince, {peaking 
of Ochinus: Quem virum ob raram ejus & 
fenilem fapientiam ac fanétitatem, jam du- 
dum advocafti, ac inter primos divine fa- 
brice architeétos habere voluiftiz. 1 am 
Sir, your moft humble and obedient Ser- 
vant.

HAVE been defired to give fome account 
I of this French Tranflation of Virgii, 
becaufe ’tis little known in England. I 
fhall not dwell long upon it. The Tran- 
flator fays he has publifhed that Verfion, 
to make the Works of Virgi/ more intelli- 
gible to young people. Since Martignac’s 
tranflation of that Poct, though faulty in 
many places, no body undertook another 
French verfion, till Father Catrow did it. 
Virgil has been alfo tranflated into French 
fince by another hand; and therefore it 
might feem needlefs to go about the fame 
work again. The new tranflator there- 
fore gives an account of the realons, that 
moved him to put out another verfion of 
Virgil. Having {pent fome time upon the 
Eclogues and the Georgics, before he faw 
Father Catvou’s performance, and having 
confulted about his tranflation fome able 
perfons, who approved it, he went a. 

with 
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with his work. This he was the more 
willing to do, becaufe after having care. 
fully read Father Catrou’s verfion, he per- 
ceived that it was not literal enough in 
many places, and that it feemed to be a- 
bove the capacity of young people, who 
read Virgil only to underftand him. 

A tranflator may take fome latitude, 
when the concife and clofe ftyle of his Au- 
thar cannot otherwife be well rendered 
into French. Some men are fo {paring of 
words, that out of fear of ufing needlefs 
ones, they don’t ufe thofe that are necef- 
fary. And therefore in order to under- 
ftand them well, one muft fupply what 
they have fupprefied. But the French lIan- 
guage, though an enemy to fuperfluities, 
does neverthelefs prefer perfpicuity tothat 
iparingnefs of words which makes the dif- 
courfe dry and obicure. It does equally 
hate a tedious copioulnefs, and a mytteri- 
ous ftyle which takes up one half of the 
reader’s attention to underftand an Author. 
’Tis therefore proper to take fome liberty, 
in order to preierve the character of clear- 
nefs effential to the French language. 

After thefe obfervations, the Tranflator 
repeats again that he has made this Verfion 
for the uie of young people. He fays, he 
has laid afide all fuperfluities in his Notes, 
and that they are fhort, clear and exad. 
He has omitted nothing, that concerns the 

poetical 
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poetical Hiftory, and Geography, and has 
not neglected the various readings. He 
has taken great care to make the reader 
underftand the force of the words and phra- 
fes by grammatical explications. 

Here follows a fpecimen of this Tranfla- 
tion. °Tis the beginning of the fecond 
Book of the A:neis.

BBE @ Olivet has reprinted Mr, Pel- 
A liffon’s Hiftory of the French Aca- 
demy, with Remarks and Additions of his 
own. This Work is too well known to 
dwell upon ir. I fhall therefore confine 
myi{clf to the continuation of that Hiftory 
by Mr. d’Okivet. It is divided into two 
Parts; the general Hiftory of the Acade- 
my; and the particular Hiftory of the A- 
cademicians. I fhall fay nothing of the 
firft Part. In order to give a notion of 
the Author’s performance in the fecond 
Part, I dhall chufe the Article of La Fon- 
taine, a Poet very well known in England. 

He was born in 1621 at Chateau-Thier- 
ry. At nineteen years of age he entred 
into the Oratory, and left it cighteen 
months after. The Oratory was by no 
means a fit place for a perfon of his 
character. Our Author confiders him 
as a Man, and a Poet. No one (fays 
he) was ever more fimple: nay, it may 
be faid that he was a child all the time 
of his life. Though he had no inclina- 
tion for marriage, yet out of complai- 
fance for his relations, he married a wo- 
man, who neither wanted wit, nor beauty ; 
bur as to her humour, fhe was very like 

that 
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that Madam Honeffa, whom he defcribes 
in his Novel of Belphegor. To live a qui- 
et life, he left his wife as often, and as 
long as he could, but without anger and 
noile. When he could no longer bear with 
her, he gently refolved to go to Paris a- 
lone, where he {pent whole years, and 
never returned to his houfe but to fell fome 
part of his eftate. Such was his way of 
maintaining himfelf at firft, becaufe nei- 
ther he, nor his wife, knew how to im- 
prove their land, the income whereof 
might have been fufficient for them. ’Tis 
true, his Poefies procured him quickly 
fome generous patrons. He received at 
feveral times feveral gratifications from 
fome great Men; but they were not fre- 
quent enough, and he would have wanted 
a more plentiful ftock, had he continued 
to manage his own affairs. 

It fell out luckily for him, that Madam 
de la Sabliere was {o kind as to free him 
from all domeftic concerns by taking him 
into her houfe. She was a Lady of great 
merit. She loved Poetry, and more ftill 
Philofophy, but without oftentation. It 
was on her account that Bernier made the 
abridgment of Gaffendus’s Philofophy. La 
Fontaine lived at her houfe near twenty 
years. She provided all his wants, being 
perfuaded that he could hardly do it him- 
felf. Having one day difmiffed all her fer- 

vants 
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vants at once, fhe faid: I have only kept 
my three animals, my dog, my cat, aud La 
Fontaine. By his look one could not have 
judged of his talents. He had a filly {mile, 
a heavy countenance, and dull eyes. He 
feldom began the converfation, and had 
generally uch a wandering mind, that he 
knew not what others faid, nor could he 
tell what he was thinking of. However 
when he happened to be among friends, 
and the difcourfe came to be animated by 
fome agreeable difpute, efpecially at table, 
he. {poke briskly, and his eyes fparkled. 
Whien he happened to be with a fingle per- 
fon, he was filent; unlefs the difcourfe ran 
upon fome ferious thing, which concerned 
that perfon. If men under affli@tion, and 
in perplexity, confulted him, he heard 
them attentively, was moved, and found 
out fome expedients. That Idiot, who ne- 
ver made a right ftep for himfelf, gave ex- 
cellent advice. 

In his converfations, he dropped nothing 
that was free, or ambiguous. Many fet 
him on, in hopes to hear him tell fome 
ftories like thofe which he publifhed in 
verfe; but he was filent about thofe mat- 
ters, being always refpectful to women, 
commending thofe who had fenfe, and 
fhowing no contempt of thofe who had 


none. 
Aa As 
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As he was fincere in his difcourfe, he 
eafily believed whatever was told him; 
witnefs his adventure with one Poignan, 
formerly a Captain of Dragoons, who had 
retired to Chateau-Thierry. Poignan {pent 
with Mrs. de la Fontaine all the time he 
was not at the tavern. He was by no 
means a courtier. However an ill report 
was made of himto La Fontaine; and he 
was told that he would fuffer in his honour 
unlefs he fought Pozguan. He believed it. 
On a fummer day, at four a-clock in the 
morning, he goes to him, bids him drefs 
himfelf immediately, and follow him with 
his fword. Pozguan follows him, without 
knowing the reafon of that challenge. When 
they were out of town, La Fontaine told 
him: I will fight thee: I have been advi- 
fed to do fo: and having told him the rea- 
fon of it, he drew his fword. Poignan does 
the fame, and having ftruck off La Fon- 
taine’s {word atagreat diftance, he brought 
him home, where they breakfafted toge- 
ther, and were reconciled. 

Hitherto La Fontaine hasbeen confider- 
ed as a Man. Our Author in the next 
place confiders him as a Poet. He learned 
nothing but Latin of fome country mafters, 
and was two and twenty years of age, 
when an Officer at Chateau-Thierry read 
before him occafionally, and with an em- 
phafis, this Ode of Malherbe. 

Que 
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Que direz-vous, races futures, 
Sz quelque fois un vrat difcours 
Vous recite les avantures 

De nos abominables jours ? 


He heard this Ode with mechanical tranf- 
ports of joy, admiration and amazement. 
He began immediately to read Malherbe, 
and having got him by heart, recited him 
in the woods. He quickly endeavoured 
to imitate him; and his effays of verfifica- 
cation were in the tafte of Malherbe. 

One of his relations, a man of fenfe and 
learning, made him fenfible that he fhould 
not confine himfelf to the French Poets, 
but read over and over Horace, Virgil, 
Terence. He followed this wife advice, 
and found that the manner of thofe Latin 
Poets was more natural and fimple, lefs 
clogged with affe@ted ornaments; and con- 
fequently that Malberbe’s fault was to be 
too much adorned. Whatever tended to 
a noble and ingenious fimplicity, fuited 
with his inclination. 

Rabelais was one of his favourite Au- 
thors. He admired him exceflively. Eve- 
ry body has heard of an extravagant fally, 
of which Mr. de Valincour was a witnels, 
being at Mr. De/preaux’s with Racine, 
Boileau Door of Divinity, and fome 
other perfons. They were much talking 

Aa2 of 
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of St. Auftin. La Fontaine hearken’d with 
that ftupidity, which was commonly paint- 
ed upon his face: at laft he awaked, as it 
were out of a found fleep, and asked the 
Doctor very ferioufly, whether he believed 
that St. 4uftzm had more wit than Rabe- 
dais? Dr. Botleau, looking upon him from 
head to foot, made him no other an- 
fwer but this: Mr. de la Fontaine, you 
have put on one of your ftockings the 
wrong fide outward: which was true. I 
cannot apprehend how La Fontaine came 
to be fo fond of Rabelais. I tried two or 
three times to read him, but could never 
go through that reading. 

But of all the models our Poet propofed 
to himfelf, he borrowed moft from Marot, 
as to the ftyle. Next to Marot and Ra- 
belais, he chiefly valued the Afrea, from 
which he took thofe rural images, fo fami- 
liar to him, and which always have a good 
effe& in Poctry. He read but little the 
other French books, being better pleafed 
with the Italians, efpecially Boccace and 
Ariofio, whom he did but too well imi- 
tate. 

One would not imagine that PJato and 
Plutarch made his delight. Abbé @Od- 
vet has feen the copies he had of thofetwo 
antient Authors: there are in cach page 
notes written with his own hand: moft of 
them were moral, or political maxims, 

which 
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which he interfperfed through his Fa- 
bles. 

All his Works are not of the fame worth. 
He himfelf gives us the reafon of it, thar 
he tried his genius upon too many diffe- 
rent kinds of Poctry. “fe m’avoué, lays 
he, 

Papillon du Parnafe, & femblable aux 

abeilles, 

A qui le bon Platon compare nos mer- 

veilles, 

Fe fuis chofe legere, 5 vole a tout fujet. 

Je vais de fleur enfleur, & d’objet en 


objet.

He did not always put the laft hand toa 
work; butthofe very pieces which he moft 
negle&ted, and his leaft sketches, diicover 
agreat mafter, who is truly original in fe- 
veral refpects. And indeed he is looked 
upon by all men of tafte, as one of thole 
five or fix French Poets, to whom time 
will fhow a reipect, and in whole Works 
the remains of the French language will 
be looked for, if ever it be loft.

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One day Moliere {upped with Racine, 
Defpreaux, La Fontaine, and Defo- 
teaux. La Foutaine was then in a greater 
fit of dulnefs than ulually. Racine and 
Defpreaux, to get him out of his lethargy, 
began to jecr at him, and did it fo {martly, 
that Mo/iere faid at laft they carried the 
jeft too far. When they rote from table, 
La Fontaine pufhed Defcoreaun againft a 
window, and {peaking from his heart, told 
him: Zis in vain for our Wits to make 
fich a flirs they will uot outfbine the 
good man, 

There is in the New Memoirs of Lite- 
vature (Vol. II. Art. 23.) a large account 
of La Fontaine’s Converfion: ’tis a curi- 
ous piece. Mr. d’O/ivet takes notice of 
that converfion in few words, and menti- 
ons the following particular, which he had 
from the very Prieft who converted La 
Fontaine. His Nurfe, feeing one day how 
zealoufly he was exhorted to repent, told 
the Prieft: EA! don’t torment bim fo much: 
he is more filly than wicked. And another 
time: God will never have the courage to 
damn him. 

After his converfion, he lived, or rather 
languifhed two years, which he fpent at 
Madam d@’Hervart’s, where he found the 
fame hofpitality and the fame comfort he 
had enjoyed at Madam de /a Sabliere’s. 
The weaker he grew, the more he aa 
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fed his aufterities. Abbe d’O/:vet faw in 
the hands of his friend Mr. de Maucroix 
the Hair-cloth he had on, when he was 
undreffed to be put to his death-bed. He 
was no lefs fincere in his penitence, than 
in every other part of his condu@, and 
never thought of deceiving God or men 
in any thing whatfoever. I muft obferve 
that his want of Faith did not proceed 
from reafoning, nor from corrupt man- 
ners, but from mere indolence, for which 
he grieved, and even afflicted his body, in 
the laft years of his life. He heartily 
wifhed then that he could fupprefs his 
Tales. Tis pity that famous Poet did 
not prevent fo much grief and fo many 
aufterities by an early enquiry into the 
grounds of Religion, and by oblerving 
in his writings the rules of decency. 

This is a Specimen of a very curious 
and entertaining Book, which will be read 
by all thofe who love the performances of 
this kind.

the firft. The verfes confift of fix feet, 
each of two fyllables. A Manufcript of 
this Work, lodged in the publick Library 
of Oxford, and collated by Mr. Abraham 
Gronovius, has been of great ule to the 
Editor. He wanted 4rfenius’s Edition 
(for that of Ber/inan has been interpolated 
and fpoiled) but he was almoft out of 
hopes of getting a copy of it. At laft 
Mr. Mitchell, and the Reverend Dr. Clag- 
get, Dean of Rochefler, enabled him to go 
about this new Edition, That learned 
Dean was pleafed in a moft obliging man- 
ner to collate Ber/inan’s Edition with that 
of 
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of Arfenius in the rich Library of the Earl 
of Sunderland, and to fend to Mr. de Panw 
the various readings written with his own 
hand, With the help of this collation, and 
of that of the Oxford Manufcript, Mr, de 
Pauw has publifhed this new Edition, He 
has reprinted the tranflation of Berfman; 
but he didnot think fit to corre& the faults 
of that verfion, Thofe who underftand 

Greek, fays he, will eafily mend them, 
The learned Editor having occafion to 
confult 4:/ian, has made fome corrections 
upon that Author. He has alfo quoted in 
his Notes fome other antient Writcrs, and 
cleared and corrected feveral paflages in 
their Books. He thought fit to publifh 
the additions to be found in the Manulcript 
of Oxford. Laftly, he has reprinted 4r- 
fenius’s Greek Epiftle dedicatory to the 
Emperor Charles the Fifth, (which was 
alio tranfcribed and fent to him by the 
Dean of Rochefier) becaufe Arfenius’s Edi- 
tion is very fcarce, and becaufe that Epi- 
{tle contains fome things that deferve to 
be known. I find in it, that the tranf- 
formations of Silk-worms will teach us the 
certainty of a Refurre@tion; and that Vul- 
turs begetting wéthout copulation will make 
us abhor thofe, who maintain that ’tis im- 
poflible a Virgin fhould be the mother ofa 
child. Doubtlefs thefe are not the things, 
which Mr. de Pauw fays delerye to be 
known 
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known in Arfenius’s Epiftle. Nor do I 


reckon among thofe things thefe words of — 


Ar fenius to the Emperor: I am your Dog, 
and you are my gracious Mafter: wherefore 
I bark, and defire to eat fome meat. O 
King, who have the heart of a Lion, feed 
your Dog.

HE peace that was made between the 
Catholics and the Reformed of Ge- 
neva on the 30th of March of this year, 


lafted 
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lafted but a fhort time; for on the 4th of 
May next there happened another great 
tumult occafioned by the Catholics. A- 
bove fifteen hundred perfons of both par- 
tics met in a public Place called the Mo- 
lard. They fought: many were wound- 
ed, and among others a Syndic; and a 
Canon named Wernly was killed, as he 
was running away. A Carman who kil- 
led him, was condemned to be beheaded. 
The Clergy of Geneva fent to Montmelian 
for a Dominican named Furditi to preach 
the Advent Sermons. That bold and vio- 
lent Divine preached in the Cathedral a- 
gainft the Heretics, /uch as the Arians, 
the Sabellians, and the Germans. He in- 
veighed againft thofe who eat flefh upon 
prohibited days, who read the Scripture 
in the vulgar tongue, and refufed to ac- 
knowledge the authority of the Pope, &c. 
He called them mad dogs, Fews and Turks. 
Some Reformed told him aloud that he 
preached directly againft the Word of God. 
Antony Froment, who was returned to 
Geneva, and another Minifter named Da 
Moulin, happened to be at that Sermon; 
and when it was over, they maintained 
that the Dominican had preached a falfe 
doctrine, and offered to prove it clearly 
by the holy Scripture. Du Moulin was 
banifhed: he went into France, and fome 
time after fuffered martyrdom at Paris, 
being 
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being burnt for maintaining the truth. 
Froment was concealed by his friends. 
The Lords of Berne, believing that Fur- 
Siti meant them in his Sermon by the word 
Germans, demanded fatisfation for it in 
a Letter tothe Magiftrates of Geneva. That 
Letter occafioned a great tumult: the Ca- 
tholics, and even the Pricfts, took up 
arms. arel came again to Geneva, in 
order to oppofe the Dominican, and con- 
futed him in fome affemblies. |

On the firft of January of this year, the 
Great Vicar of the Bifhop caufed an order 
to be publifhed againft preaching without 
the Bithop’s leave, or hisown. The fame 
order imported that all thofe who had the 
Bible, printed in French, or in the Ger- 
man language, /hould burn it immediately, 
upon pain of excommunication. Farel and 
Froment took occafion from thence to 
preach againft the tyranny of the Clergy. 
The Deputies of Berne made a reprefenta- 
tion againft Furdztz; but he was favoured 
by the Deputies of Friburg. That Domi- 
nican being fent for by the Council refu- 
fed to acknowledge their authority. He 
was confined to the Town-houfe. At laft 
he was examined before the Great Coun- 
cil; and then he willingly engaged in a 

2 difputa- 
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difputation about Religion, of which I 
peed not give an account, I fhall only 
take notice of one paflage. Fare/ in that 
conference went about to prove againft the 
Dominican, that the Apoftles baptizing in 
the name of Fefus, baptized in the name 
of the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghoft. And then he added: ‘‘ One mutt 
** not believe, as "tis taught in the Univer- 
« fities, that the efficacy of the Sacra- 
‘* ments depends upon certain words, wf- 
‘ tered with intention; which is a Pagan 
* fuperftition, and favours of Magic. The 
‘ Church of Fejius Chrift does uot number 
“ the words, but minds the fenfe: which 
‘ plainly appears from the Apoftles aud 
« Evangelifts, who cite the Prophets and 
“© Mofes in other words than they ufed, 
wot minding the words, but the fenfe, 
* Sc. 

During that conference there happened 
another tumult between the Catholics and 
the Reformed: it was occafioned by a 
quarrel between them on account of the 
Dominican. The drums were beat to 
make people take up arms; and a great 
deal of blood would have been fhed, had 
it not been for the Deputies of Berne, and 
fome other perfons, who procured a peace. 
A poor Reformed Hat-maker was killedin 
his fhop, and many were wounded. Above 
five hundred Reformed came in arms os 

the 
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the Town-houfe, and faid that this was 
the fourth or fifth Sedition raifed by the 
Priefts; that they demanded juftice, par- 
ticularly againft the murderers; and that 
they came to defend the Syndics. The mur- 
derers were found at the top of St. Peter’s 
fteeple, where the Canons had concealed 
them. One of them was a fhoemaker, and 
the other one of the Bifhop’s Secretaries: 
they were both beheaded. 

The Great Council ordered Furditi to 
retract in St. Peter’s Church, to make re- 
paration to the Lords of Berne in the Pul- 
pit, and then to leave the town. Beingin 
the Pulpit, inftead of making a recantati- 
on, he undertook to juftify himfelf, and 
even gave a malicious turn to that affair. 
Whereupon the Syndics made him come 
down, and committed him to prifon, where 
he continued to the year 1536, when he 
was releafedat the follicitation of the King 
ef France, 

On a Sunday March 1. 1534. Farel 
preached in the Convent of the Grey- 
Friers, by the management of the Depu- 
ties of Berne. This was the firft time 
that the Reformed Religion was preached 
in a Church at Geneva. The Friburgers, 
being difcontented with the progrets of 
the Reformation in that City, broke their 
Alliance with it. Fare/ and Viret, who 
preached in the Convent of the Francif- 

cans,

cans, began to adminifter the Sacrament 
in that Monaftery. About the latter end 
of June, fome Reformed through an indif- 
crect zeal broke the Images of the fame 
Convent, and threw down the Altar of 
one of the Chapels. 

This year fome endeavours were ufed in 
Germany to reconcile the Lutherans and 
the Reformed Divines of Switzerland a- 
bout the Lord’s Supper. Whereupon Mr. 
Ruchat tells us that Luther publifhed in 
the fame year a Book concerning private 
Maffes, and the Confecration of Priefts, 
in which he fays among other things, that 
the Devil had appeared to him fome times 
in the night, and difputed with him; and 
that he had been fo much tormented by him, 
that he thought he foould die. Tis proba- 
ble, fays our Author, that Luther had a 
fever, and that the violent fits of it made 
him take his ravings fora real thing. How- 
ever it be, Luther adds, that ove may ex- 
plain by this means how it happens fome- 
times that people are found dead in their 
beds ; becaufe they are fuffocated by fuch de- 
vices of Satan. And then he concludes, 
that he believes this is the reafon why Em- 
fer, Ocecolampadius, and others, died fo 
fiddenly, being doubtlefs firuck by thofe fi- 
ery darts of Satan. Occolampadius did not 
die fuddenly. Em/fer was a violent Ca- 
tholic. 

To 
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To return tothe affairs of Geneva: Fa- 
rel and Viret continued to preach with 
good fuccefs. As they were adminiftring 
the Communion upon Whitfunday, a Prieft 
cametothe Table, dreffed as ifhe had been 
going to fay Mafs, andallofafudden threw 
down his furplice, and declared that he 
embraced the Reformed Religion. Much 
about the fame time, a very honeft Prieft 
named Lewis Bernard \ett his Habit, and 
got a wife. 

The Duke of Savoy, and the Bifhop of 
Geneva who refided in Burgundy, having 
mifcarried in their defign of taking that 
town, the Prelate (his name was Peter 
de la Baume) thundered out a fentence of 
Excommunication againft the Gexevois, 
who were alfo excommunicated by the 
Pope. One half of the inhabitants had 
then embraced the new Religion: The 
Council declared that they would no longer 
acknowledge their Bifhop. 


1535: 

Tue number of the Reformed increafed 
every day at Geneva, not only by reafon 
of thofe inhabitants who left the old Re- 
ligion, but alfo becaufe many Frenchmen, 
to avoid the perfecution, retired into that 
town. The Magiftrates were extremely 
defirous to fee the Reformation {fetrled; 
but they went about it with mildneis and 
prudence. 

The 
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. The Canons, and the reft of the Clergy: 
faw with grief that the threatenings of the 
Duke of Sav oy, and of the Bifhop and their 
adherents, could not put a ftop to the Re- 
formation. Andtherefore fome of them 
refolved to poifon the three Minifters, £a- 
, rel, Viret, and Froment: which appear ed 
to be no difficult thing, becaufe thole three 
Paftors lodged in the fame houfe, belong- 
ing to a citizen named Claudius Beruard, 
avery honeft man, and zcalous for the 
Reformation. To that end, they fuborned 
acountry-woman of the Province ot Bree, 
who came from Lyous under pretence of 
Religion, and got her admitted into that 
houfe as a fervant, where fhe began with 
deftroying her miftrefs. Some few days 
after, the Soop which had been prepared 
for the three Minifters, was poifoned. 
None but Viret cat of it, and he was ex- 
tremely fick. are/, whether it be that 
he was indifpofed, or for fome other rea- 
fon, did not dine that day; and /roment 
dined abroad. After great enquiries, the 
Maid was found guilty. This hanpened 
about the beginning of March. She accu- 
fed a Canon named Geanin Dorfieres, and 
a Prieft. They were both imprifoned in 
the night at the beginning of April. The 
profecution of thofe Clergymen lafted till 
the end of july. As for the Maid, fhe 
was condemned to death on the 14th of 
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April; but the Canon came off by hisown 
and his Relations intereft. However they 
made him {wear that what he had alledged 
in his juftification, was true, and that he 
fhould appear again when required. ’Tis 
thought the Bifhop of Gexeva had a hand 
in that wicked defign, which made the 
people abhor the Canons and the Priefts 
more than they had done before, Befides, 
it was found out that the Priefts defigned 
to get the bread and wine of the Lord’s 
Supper poifoned, in order to deftroy all 
the Reformed at once, when they fhould 
celebrate that holy Sacrament. On the 
2dof Aprilthe Council thought fit to place 
the three Minifters in an apartment of the 
Convent where they preached. Theircon- 
veriation with the Francifcans had a good 
effet: many of them, and even the War- 

den, embraced the Reformation. 
Notwithftanding the great number of 
the Reformed, there were ftill many abu- 
fes at Geneva fupported by ignorance and 
fuperftition. Our Lady of Grace was laid 
to raife to life thofe children, who died 
without Baptifm, at leaft for as much time 
as was neceflary to baptize them. Old 
women carried thofe children to the Sta- 
tue of the holy Virgin, and by fome con- 
trivance occafioned a motion in the head 
ofa child, or by heating him, made him 
fometimes {weat, and immediately they 
2 cried 
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13% ¢ 
cried out: @ miracle, a miracle! where- 
upon the Monks rung all their bells. The 
Council thought fit to dive into that af- 
fair: it appeared that thofe miracles were 
amerc cheat; and the Monks were order- 
ed onthe 11th of May to pretend to no 
miracles for the time to come. I have by 
me an authentic account of this cheat, ta- 
ken from the public Regifters of Geneva. 

Among thofe Francifcans who foriook 
the errors of the Church of Rome, James 
Bernard was one of the moft confiderable. 
He undertook to juftify the doctrine of 
the Reformed in a public ert 
which lafted almoft four weeks, and w 
attended with great fucceifs. A great ma- 
ny people of both fexes, and alfo many 
Monks and Priefts, embraced then the 
Reformation. Afterwards the Reformed 
broke feveral Images in the Cathedral and 
other Churches, and deftroyed among o- 
ther things a noble Picture, for which a 
hundred gold Ducats had been paid. It 
muft be confet ffed that the Proreftants, out 
of zeal againft Idolatry, deftroy ed in the 
fixteenth ‘Century many curious and valu- 
able Pieces, which fhould have been pre- 
ferved. 

In the month of Auguft the Magiftrates 
ordered that God ould be ferved Paccord- 
ing to the rules of the Gofpel, and that no 
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act of Popifh Idolatry foould be performed. 


The Images were removed. However a 
fine Picture of the holy Virgin in the vault 
of the Cathedral remained untouched; but 
it was plaiftered over a hundred years af- 
ter. Two precious Relicks were faid to 
be in the fame Church, St. Peter’s Brain, 
and an Arm of St. Antony. The latter 
was never expofed to the veneration of the 
Faithful but upon great feftivals; and no 
one could pretend to kifs it w ithout a due 
preparation. Nay, fo great was the venera- 
tion for the Shrine of this Relick, that 
thofe who were to take an oath in an af- 
fair of the greateft importance, did it up- 
on that Shrine. When the Shrines were 
opened, inftead of St. Peter’s Brain they 
found only a pumice-ftone, and inftead of 
St. Antony's Arm, the vileft part of a 
Stag. Cervi veretrum pro Antoni Bra- 
chio repertum eft. O facrum, non ridicu- 
lum modd, fed deteftabile 5 vere puden- 
dum! fays Spanheim. (Gen. reft.) 

Our Author mentions an ingenious piece 
of impofture that was found out in St. Ger- 
vafius’s Church. I fhall fay nothing of 
that trick, becaufe I gave an account of it 
in the firft Memoirs of Literature, in one 
of the Articles of Mr. Cod/ier’s Ecclefiatti- 
cal Hiftory of England. 

They found in the Convent of the Do- 
micans an odd Picture made at Zurzm in 
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the year r401. It reprefented a Monfter 
with feven heads and ten horns, eafing 
himfelf, and voiding inftead of excrements 
feveral Popes and Monks, who fell into 
a great Kettle full of Bifhops, Priefts, 
Monks and Hermits. The Kettle was fur- 
rounded with flames, and Devils armed 
with forks and bellows, who blew the fire. 
The following lines were to be feen on 
the edge of the Picture: 


Fudicabit Fudices Judex generalis : 
Hic nihil proderit Dignitas Papalis, 
Sive fit Epifcopus, five Cardinalis, 
Reus condemnabitur, nec dicetur gualis. 
Hic nihil proderit quicquam allegare, 
Negue excipere, neque replicare, 
Nec ad Apoftolicam Sedem appellare, 
Reus condemnabitur, nec dicetur quare. 
Cogitate mifert, qui, vel quales eftis: 
Quid i in hoc judicio dicere poteftis. 
Idem erit Dominus, fudex, Accufator,Teftis. 


Thefe words were in Latin at the bottom 
of the Picture: This Pifure was made by 
James Jaqueri, of the City of Turin ix Pi- 
edmont, i the year of the Lord mcccct. 
This Piece fhould have been preferved. Mr. 
Ruchat thinks it probable that it was taken 
from a Vaudois by the Dominicans. He 
adds, that ’tis a wonder thofe Monks did 
not deftroy it. 
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A very different PiGture from this was 
found in the Convent of the Grey Friers. 
Francis of Affifi, their Founder, was re- 
preiented in the fhape of a Vine, out of 
which {fprung many fine branches dreffed 
like Grey Friers: with this in{cription ta- 
ken from St. John’s Gofpel: I am the true 
Vine, and you are the branches. 

The Pricfts made the people believe, 
that the Souls in Purgatory came out of it 
from time to time, and appeared in Churches 
and Church-yards, like {mall candles, to 
implore the afliftance and the prayers of 
the living for their relief. This was nar- 
rowly enquired into. Jt was found that 
thofe pretended Souls were only Cray- 
fiihes, with {mall wax candles faftened to 
their back by the Priefts, who put them 
in Churches and Church-yards where they 
crept. It was highly neceflary to fupprets 
thofe abufes. Religion is a grave and fa- 
cred thing: it can never be too free from 
fooleries cither practical or fpeculative. 

Many Ecclefiaftics of all Orders, having 
embraced the Reformation, were main- 
tained by the Government. Thofe who 
continued in the old Religion, and defired 
to leave the town, were ufed with great 
civility, and retired to Annecy, “The 
Nuns of St. C/ara retired alfo thither. We 
are told that fome fubterrancous _paf- 
fages, that led to the neighbouring Con- 
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vent of the Grey Friers, were found under 
their Nunnery. A numcrous company of 
loofe women kept by the Priefts were ex- 
pelled from the town, as well as thole 
Prietfts.

Tue Reader will find in the fifth Vo- 
lume of this Hiftory an ample Relation of 
the conqueft of the Pays de Vaud from the 
Duke of Savoy by the Lords of Berwe this 
year 1536. 

In the fame year February 8. there hap- 
pened a ftrange adventure at Lucerne. An 
unknown Man about the year 1530 had 
fettled himfelf in a fmall Hermitage near 
Fracmont, inthe Foreft called Herge/wald, 
in the Canton of Lucerne. It was, as he 
faid, with a defign to live a penitent life, 
and to make amends for his fins. He led 
avery extraordinary life, and was willing 
to pafs for a Prophet: his admirers gave 
out that he had foretold the iffue of the 
laft war of the Cantons. By this means he 
got a great reputation among many people. 
On the day above mentioned, which was 
a Tuefday and a Market-day at Lucerne, 
he went thither in his ufual drefs, got into 
the houfe of a Widow, and undertook to 
ravifh her. Upon her crying out, her Far- 
mer who happened to bein the houfe, came 
to her affiftance. The Hermit gave hima 
thruft with a dagger he had under his 
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sown. In the mean time the woman ran 
to ancighbour, a man of note, crying la- 
mentably. A Carrier, being moved with 
compaffion, went into the houfe to put a 
ftop to that diforder; but the Hermit kil- 
led him immediately with a thruft of his 
dagger. The neighbour, into whofe houfe 
the Widow had fled, ran alfo thither with 
a Servant: the Hermit wounded them 
both; but they recovered of their wounds. 
At laft a nimble and courageous man went 
in, who knowing how to manage a Sword, 
killed the Hermit upon the fpot. As he 
was dying, hecried out: Ab! Fefus Ma- 
via, 1 opened to the Nuns, Mr. Ruchat 
tells us, the meaning of thefe words is that 
he was not of fo difficult an accefs to the 
Nuns who came to his Hermitage, as the 
Widow had been to him. Hottinger, a 
grave Author, ‘s quoted for the truth of 
this tragical ftory. If it be true in all its 
circumftances, one would be apt to think 

that the Hermit was in a fit of madnefs, 
The Reformation began this year to be 
introduced into the City of Lau/fanue. 
‘«*« There were ( /ays the Author) among the 
‘© Reformed of that town men of an indif- 
‘* creet and extravagant zeal, who feemed 
** to place the Reformation of a Church in 
‘* breaking all the objeés of the venerati- 
** on of the Catholics, and who inftead of 
** bringing them over to the true do@trine 
** of the Gofpel by way of mildnefs and 
* inftru- 
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«* inftruction, exafperated them by a quite 
« contrary behaviour.” 

There was at Lwtry upon the Lake of 
Geneva a rich Priory. On the 6th of A 
pril a Vine- dreffer, named a lore 
mod, complained to the Council agai !! Gz- 
rad Marguerat one of the chief Mon<s of 
that Convent, demanding juftice for ha- 
ving debauched his wife, and got baftards 
by her. He durft not complain of it toon- 
er, either becaufe he was afraid of the 
great power of the Monks, or becaute he 
thought his complaints would prove infig- 
nificant, fince the Clergy refuted to be tri- 
ed by Laymen. But the times being chan- 
ged, ‘heat laft comp lained againtt the Monk. 
The Council fent for him. He defired ro 
put off his anfwer till the next Sunday ; 
and on that day part of the Monks appear- 
ed before the Council to affift him. He 
defired a further time, in hopes of coming 
to an agreement with ‘the Vine-drefler. At 
laft on “the 27th of the fame month, the 
Council condemned that Monk to a fine of 
a Crown, and to pay fix Gold Crowns to 
the Vine-drefler: belides they forbad him 
to debauch no longer that man’s wife. This 
particular is taken from the Archives of 
Lutry. 

The territory of that town being infeft- 
ed with a fort of worms which fpoiled the 
roots of corn, it was propofed in the Coun- 
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cil on the 14th of May to feck out a reme- 
dy for that evil. Two Magiftrates were 
deputed to Laufanne to coniult fome Do- 
ctors, who advifed them to get from the 
Official of the Bifhopa Sentence of excom- 
munication againft thofe Infects: They ad- 
ded that three Proceflions fhould be firft 
made three daystogether all ever the coun- 
try. The whole was accordingly perform- 
ed. This is alfo taken from the Archives 
of Lutry. I could give fome other inftan- 
ces of Infe&ts being excommunicated. I 
have feen a public monument of it at V7- 
terbo. 

The Lords of Berne appointed a Confe- 
rence of Religion to be held at Lau/anne 
on the firft day of O&ober, in order to fa- 
cilitate the Reformation in the Pays de 
Vaud, There were in that conference fe- 
veral Catholic Difputants; but Fare/ and 
Viret werealmoft the only Reformed, who 
{poke. ’Tis obfervable that among the Ec- 
clefiaftics of Laufanne, whofe number was 
very great, none dared to engage in the 
Difputation, Mr. Ruchat has publifhedin 
the fixth Volume a very large account of 
that conference: it contains 317. pages. 
The controverfies of the fixteenth Centu- 
ry were then very material and neceflary ; 
but I am fully perfuaded my Readers will 
difpenfe me from taking particular notice 
of thofe that made the {fubject of the Con- 
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ference of Laufanne. After this conference 
the Lords of Berue ordered that all the 
Altars fhould be thrown down, and all the 
Images broken in the Country they had 
lately conquered, This was done againtt 
the will of moft of the inhabitants, 

I have often mentioned Peter Viret. 
Mr. Ruchat fays, he was the firft learned 
man that the French Switzerland produ- 
ced; that no one did furpaifs him fince in 
that country; and that perhaps it might 
be affirmed, he never was equalled by any 
body elfe. Here follows a catalogue of 
moft of his Works, A Volume zm folio, 
which contains many Tracts, v7. a imall 
Commentary upon St. John’s Gofpel: a 
fhort Treatife of the true ufe of the Word 
of God, and of the Sacraments: a large 
Treatile of the origin, continuation, ufe, 


authority and excellence of the Minifiry of 


the Word of God, and of the Sacraments, 
in xviii. Books: a Trac&t againft the falfe 
Sacraments of the Church of Rome: a'Trea- 
tile again ft the Ma/;, in vi. Books, in which 
it is reprefented under the notion of a Co- 
medy, confifting of five Acts divided into 
Scenes: laftly a Cento, or Latin Poem, 
partly Heroical, partly Elegiac, confifting 
of Verfes taken from one and twenty Hea- 
then Poets, in iv. Books, in which he de- 
{cribes at large all the Myftcrics of the 
Mafs. Mr. Ruchat lays, ’tisa very diver- 
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ting Work. Several French Dialogues con- 
cerning the bad ftate of the Chriftian 
Church: fome of which are entitled, Le 
Monde allant a empire; aud the others, 
Le Monde Demoniacle. A large theolo- 
gical Work, written in French by way of 
Dialogue in three Volumes z# folzo, with 
this title, Inflruction Chretienne, &c. Two 
controverfial Treatifes, one of which is 
entitled, Difference S Conference de la 
Cene de la Meffe; and the other, Dela 
vraie & fauffe Religion, in8vo. A Com- 
mentary upon the Acts of the Apoftles, 
Of the Origin of the antient and new Ido- 
latry. Three Difcourifes to the Faithful, 
who live among the Papifts. 1 have thofe 
three Difcourles. The Duty of Man, and 
the neceffity of being informed of God's will. 
Several controverfial Tracts againft the 
Church of Rome. 

There are in Viret’s Works, /ays Mr. 
Ruchat, a vatt and furprifing erudition, an 
exact knowledge of what is moft beautiful 
and curious in facred and profane Antiqui- 
ty, both Greek and Latin; a profound 
skill in the holy Scripture and found The- 
ology, attended with great zeal and piety, 
and fupported by a fweet and infinuating 
eloquence. *Tis a wonder, continues our 
Author, how Viret could write fo many 
Books, confidering that he was a Man of 
a weak conftitution, and much impaired 
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by the wounds he received from a Prieft 
at Payerne in 1533, and by the poifon that 
was given him at Geweva in the year 1535, 
(as we have feen above) of which he ne- 
yer was well recovered. Vuret at twenty 
years of age went about the Reformation 
of Orbe, where he was born, and of fome 
neighbouring Places with great Succeis. 
Three years after, he promoted the Re- 
formation of Geneva; and at five and 
twenty years he appeared with diftin@tion 
at the Conference of Lau/fanne, and bore 
the whole burden of it with Fare/. Mel- 
chior Adam lays (Vitae Theolog. exter.) that 
Viret, preaching in a ftreet at Lyons, con- 
verted many thoulands of Souls, and by 
the force of his eloquence ftopped thote 
that went by withour any defign of hear- 
ing him, and made them attentive to his 
Sermons, till he had made an end of preach- 
ing. That Reformer isnot very wellknown, 
even in his own country. ‘the reafon of 
it feems to be this: being difpleafed with 
the ftate of his Church, he left it in 1559, 
and went into /raace, where after he had 
ferved the Churches of Lyons and Orange, 
he was invited into Learn by Queen Jane 
of Navarre, and died there in 1571. Thus 
his glory was in fome manner eclipfed by 
that of Ca/vin and Beza, who being at 
Geneva tound themfelves upon a Stage 
more proper to make them known. Mr 
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Ruchat believes that ifVirez’s Latin Works 
were reprinted, they would be read with 
pleafure by learned men. 

This year the famous Fobu Calviz came 
to Geneva in his way to Bafil; but Fare 
perfuaded him, not without many entrea- 
ties, to ftay in that City. 


1537-1557: 

Our Author is very fhort in his ac- 
count of what happened in the laft years 
of this Hiftory. He obferves that many 
things {topped the Reformation among the 
new Subjects of the Lords of Berne. 1, 
The prodigious ignorance of the people. 
2. A great depravation of manners; for 
vicious men, drunkards, adulterers, were 
not very well difpofed to relifh the preach- 
ing of the true Gofpel. 3. The Pricfts and 
Monks, who to keep their penfions or 
benefices, profefled the reformed Religion 
outwardly, but were ftill Catholics in 
their hearts, and practiced privately the 
ceremonies of the Church of Rome. Thofe 
men kept up the people in their fupertftiti- 
on. 4. Many rejected the Reformation, 
in hopes of being quickly again under the 
dominion of the Duke of Savoy; and others 
who were not averfe to it, being afraid of 
a new revolution, continued in their old 
Religion. The Lords of Berne made f{e- 
veral Laws at feveral times ro fettle the 

Reformation 
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Reformation among that people. I don’t 
like fome of thofe Laws: they were too 
fevere. However it muft be acknowledged 
to the honour of the Lords of Berne, that 
no Abjuration was required from the Ca- 
tholics, In the late horrid Perfecution of 
the French Proteftants, they were not 
only dragooned, but allo forced to make a 
formal Abjuration. This is one of the 
main reafons why there are fo many 
French Refugees in foreign Countries. 
Thofe zealous Proteftants looked upon 
an Abjuration of their faith, as the greateft 
crime they could be guilty of, as a fin ir- 
remiflible. Hence it is that thofe who 
had abjured their Proteftant faith, made a 
public recantation in England and other 
countries, and begged God’s pardon in the 
face of the whole Church. Many did it 
fhedding a flood of tears. 

The ‘Perfecution in England, France, 
and the Low-Countries, obliged many Fo- 
reigners toretire into the Canton of Berne, 
efpecially into the French Switzerland. 
They were received every where with 
great charity, particularly at Lau/fanue. 
And therefore the Lords of Berne writ 
a Letter to the inhabitants of that Town 
on the 15th of March, in which they com- 
mended their charity towards their perfe- 
cuted brethren, and exhorted them to 
continue in it. 

In 
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In the year 1557. five and twenty En- 
glifh Families fettled at Lauw/fanne. Queen 
Mary’s Perfecution forced a great many 
Englifh to retire into forcign countries. 
Many of them fled into Switzerland, and 
repaired to the principal Towns. Zurich, 
Berne, Bafil, Geneva, Laufanne, and A- 
raw. They were received every where 
with great humanity. The five and twen- 
ty families, juft now mentioned, had a 
mind at firft to fettle in the Dutchy of 
Cleves; but they were unkindly received 
by the Lutherans, on account of the dif- 
ference of their fentiments concerning the 
Lord’s Supper. They went therefore to 
Berne, and having obtained leave from 
their Excellencies to live in fuch a part of 
the Canton, as they fhould like beft, they 
came to Laufanne, where on the 6th of 
July they were admitted perpetual inha- 
bitants for four Crowns each family, and 
upon feyeral reafonable conditions; among 
others, that they fhould conform to the 
Reformation of the country. 

Thofe Englith who retiredto 4raw, not 
being fatisfied with receiving the Commu- 
nion three times a year, according to the 
cuftom of the country, defired the Lords 
of Berne to give them leave to receive it 
upon three other days, viz. once between 
two Feftivals. Their requeft was granted 
on thefe conditions: 1. That it fhould be 

done

done in a Church, notin a houfe: 2. Ac- 
cording to the ufage of the Canton: 3, 
No longer than their Excellencies fhould 
think it proper. 

The Englifh did not ftay in Swtzer- 
land abovea year and a half or thereabouts. 
In the beginning of the year 1559, hear- 
ing that Queen Elizabeth had tucceeded 
Queen Mary, they took their leave of 
the Lords of Berne, and returned into 
England. Mr. Rachat has feen an honou- 
rable Teftimonial, which thofe Lords gave 
to the Englith Refugees of 4raw, written 
in Latin, and dated January 11. 1559. 
Tis very likely, fays he, that they gave 
alfo one to the Englith of Lau/fanue. On 
the fame day their Excellencies writ a La- 
tin Letter of congratulation to Queen E/- 
zabeth upon her Accefflion to the Crown. 

I have finifhed the account of Mr. Rz- 
chat’s Hiftory of the Reformation in Swit- 
zerlaud; and I flatter myfelf, it will not 
appear too long, nor tedious. There is at 
the end of the fixth and laft Volume a Hi- 
ftory of fome Dominicans of Berne, who 
were burnt in that City in the year 1509, 
Dr. Burnet took notice of thofe Domini- 
cans in the Relation of his Travels, I 
fhall give an account of that curious Piece 
in the next Article. 
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ARTICLE XXXIII. 


History of fome Dominicans of Berne 
burnt in that City, im the year 1509. 
for their Impoftures. 


tT was in the XIIth Century, that the 
| bleffed Virgin’s immaculate Concepti- 
on began to be talked of. In procefs of 
time the Francifcans maintained that the 
Virgin had been conceived without origi- 
nal fin; but this doctrine was oppofed by 
the Dominicans, The Francifcans, being 
fupported by moft of the Univerfities in 
Europe, inlulted continually the Domini- 
cans upon that Point, both in their wri- 
tings and in the pulpit, to fink their cre- 
dit and reputation among the people. 
Whereupon the Dominicans refolyed to 
find out fome contrivance, in order to re- 
trieve their intereft. To this end, in a 
general Affembly of their Order, held at 
Wimpfen in Germany in 1506, fome of 
their Heads meeting in the houfe of Wer- 
ner de Selden, Prior of the Dominicans of 
Bafil, and Vicar in the Upper Germany, 
propofed that as the Francifcans had brought 
I their 
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their opinion into vogue by fuppofing falfe 
miracles, “twas neceflary they fhould do 
the fame. The City of Berne was looked 
upon as the moft proper place to be the 


Scene of their impofture, becaufe (faid 
| they) it was full of fimple and ignorant 


eople, and confequently the fraud would 

not be difcovered. Afterwards the fame 
Dominicans met at Baf/ to concert the 
execution of their project, 

At that time it happened that a young 
Journeyman Taylor of Zurzach, named 
Fobn Fetzer, who was very fimple and 
filly, defired to be admitted among the 
Dominicans of Berve: his requeft was 
granted about the end of the year 1506. 
He was no fooner come into the Convent, 
but they began to fright him with pretend- 
ed Apparitions, particularly of a Domini- 
can, who faid, he was in great torments 
for his fins. ‘fetzer had a mind to leave 
the Convent on this account, but at Jaft 
he defired to have another Cell where he 
might fleep quietly. They put him into 
a little room behind the Dorter, which 
was thought ro be very proper for the fame 
trick. He was accordingly frighted again 
by the fame Apparitions. He complained 
of it; but far from having any regard to 
his complaints, the Heads of the Convent 
being fenfible of his fimplicity, refolvedto 
make him the Inftrument of their impo- 

Cc2 fture. 
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fture. They were four, Jobs Fetter, Pri- 
or; Francis Ultfchi, Sub-Prior; Doctor 
Stephen Boltzborft, Reader; and Henry 
Steznegker, Steward. 

On the Eve of the Epiphany, the Sub- 
Prior pretended to be a Ghoft, attended 
by a company of Devils in the fhape of 
fierce Dogs. He ran along the Dorter in 
the night, making a horrid noife. He con- 
tinued to do fo for fome nights, and at 
laft entered into the young man’s Cell, 
who was fo frighted that he called to 
his afliftance the Steward, and the Cook 
who was alfo privy to the impofture. They 
ran to him with Lamps they brought from 
the Choir, and ftaid by him till the Ghoft 
went away. The poor Fetzer asked for 
a Light: they gave him a holy candle with 
fome holy Water; and the Steward tied 
a {mall bell with a rope above his bed, and 
bad him ring it, if any thing fhould hap- 
pentohim. There were fome other per- 
fons acquainted with the trick, befides the 
four Fathers above mentioned. The prin- 
cipal were Fohn Hak, Prieft; Paul, aSex- 
ton; and Beneditt Karrer, Matter of the 
Novices. etzer was told that if he faw 
the Apparition again, he fhould fay: God 
and the holy Virgin be merciful to thee: I 
cannot deliver thee. 

The Sub-Prior, well pleafed with the 
fuccefs of his firft Eflay, began again to 


play 
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play his tricks on the 7th of March. He 
runs along the Dorter as before, throwing 
Stones up and down to fright the Monks, 
and keep them in their Cells. He comes 
with a great noife into that of Fetzer, who 
thought he faw the dogs come in and go 
out through the door and the windows. 
He appears to him with {parkling eyes, 
throwing fire and {moak out of his mouth. 
He puts out the candle, throws down the 
holy Water, pulls off Fetzer’s bed-cloths ; 
ina word, he left nothing unattempted to 
fright him. Fetzer told him: God and 
the holy Virgin be merciful to thee: I can- 
uot deliver thee. The Ghoft anfwered: 
Yes, thou and thy Brethren can deliver me. 
I foall come again eight days hence. And 
then he went out of the room with a hor- 
rid noife. Affoon as the Ghoft difappear- 
ed, the Steward, the Cook, and the Ma- 
fter of the Novices ran to Jetzer, and ftaid 
by him tillday. The three other Fathers 
came alfo to him, and difcourted with him 
along time, to find out whether he had 
difcovered the impofture. They asked him 
feveral queftions about what he had feen, 
comforted him, and told him that 4e fhould 
pray toGod and his holy Mother ; that they 
would do the fame for him; that perhaps 
God intended to do fome good thing by his 
means. They ordered the Cook and iome 
other perfons to take great care of him. 

c <3 Accord- 
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Accordingly they gave him another holy 
candle and tome holy water; and to raile 
his courage, tome Relicks were laid upon 
his {mall Altar. And becaufe the Ghoft 
had given notice that he would come again 
in eight days, the Confeflor of Fetzer 
adviled him to enquire about the ftare 
of the Ghoft. He ordered him to confefs 
his fins, to difcipline himfelf, to faft and 
pray, that he might procure to the Ghoft 
the relief he wanted. The Heads of the 
Convent charged alfo all the Monks to 
pray for a poor Soul, that God might be 
pleated to give it reft, and the Houfe might 
be delivered from the trouble it occafion- 
ed. 

On the Eve of the eighth day, all the 
Monks confefled their fins, provided them- 
{elves with holy candles and holy Water 
in their Cells, and put on Stoles, that an 
of them might conjure the Ghoft, if he 
fhould appear to him. The Cook provi- 
ded himtelf with the holy Sacrament; and 
the Sub-Prior hung about Fetzer’s neck a 
fmall Crofs in a little bag. He alfo puta 
Stole on him, and taught him the words 
he fhould ufe to conjure the Ghoft. 

The Spirit kept his word. He came a- 

ain into the Dorter, making a frightful 
noife, and then into Fetger’s Cell. He 
threw down the holy Water, faying that 
for the fpace of eleven years, they had had 
no 
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no true holy Water, becaufe the Warden 
did always mix common water with it. 
etzer went about to conjure the Ghoft, 
who told him: Conjure thofe that are a- 
bout me and make me fuffer fo much out of 
Purgatory. That filly Fool took it all to 
be truth, and began the Conjuration he 
had learned, faying: I conjure thee by 
the Name of the holy Trinity, the * 
ther, the Son, and the Holy Spirit, 

the Blood of our Lord Fefus Chrift, 4 
the Virgin Mary and all the Saints, to 
tell me whether thou art a good Spirit, 
who thou art, and whether we can re- 
lieve thee. 

The Conjuration had the defired effet. 
The dogs that tormented the Ghoft, va- 
nifhed away, and left him at liberty to 
ipeak. ‘* Brother John, faid he, by the 

‘ interceflion of thy good Fathers and Bre- 
“thren, I am allowed to fpeak. Know 
“ therefore, that I am a good Spirit, who 
‘‘ was Prior of this Convent a hundred 
“ and fixty years ago, at a time when 
“it was not reformed. My name is 
‘« Henry Haltburger, of Soleurre: 1 was 
‘a Prieft and Mafter in the Order. 
‘“ Being deprived of that employment 
“ for fome mifdemeanour, I left the Con- 
“vent, and went to Paris to perform 
‘‘ better ftudies, taking away a Book 

‘ from the Library. But one “night that 
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« T went out with my friends in a Lay- 
«* man’s drefs, we were killed; and one 
** of my friends, who had taken away the 
« Books of the Convent, and fome other 
‘** things, and had not returned them, was 
‘* damned. As for me, being excommu- 
** nicated for appearing in a Layman’s 
drets, I was thrown into Purgatory, 
where I have fuffered great torments 
during all that time till now, that 
God has permitted me to come upon 
Earth, and to this Convent, to ask 
‘for help. But I muft fuffer greater 
‘* torments than in Purgatory  itfelf.” 
At the fame time he fhowed his face, 
which was hideous, and furrounded with 
large frightful worms, which he faid were 
Devils, who tormented him continually. 
Fetzer having asked him what fhould be 
done for his relief, he faid: ‘* That each 
‘* Prieft fhould fay three Mafies for his 
* Soul in St. Foba’s Chapel; that they 
fhould be ditciplined every day for the 
{pace of eight days; that fetzer in par- 
** ticular fhould be difciplined three times 
«* tillthe blood comes out; that each Lay 
Brother fhould repete at the Mafs the 
‘** Pfalter, five hundred Pater-noffer’s, as 
many Ave Maria’s, and feven Credo’s, 
«and that Fetzer fhould every day at 
Mafs, lying crofs-wife upon his face 
** before the Prieft, kifs the ground : 
“© eac 
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«each Pater-noffer, in memory of the 
‘‘ treacherous kifs of Judas; laftly, that 
‘ his name fhould be written down in 
‘ their Book; that by this means he ho- 
« ped to be delivered from his fuliciings.” 
He added, ‘‘ That he would come again in 
« cight days, and tcll him what fhould 
“ happen to him. That the Brethren had 
« done well to provide themielves with 
** the Sacrament, and to hang about his 
« neckapieceofthetrue Crofs; for other- 
*« wife they would have been in danger of 
** being beat and even wounded, and the 
“ evil Spirits would not have permitred 
‘« him to fpeak.” Afterwards the Ghoft 
went away with a horrid noife. A candle 
was then brought into Yet zer’s Cell; and 
affoon as it was day-light, the Fatherscame 
to him, asked him what had happened; 
and he told them. They asked him, W4e- 
ther he was difpofed to do every thing the 
Ghoft defired? He faid yes, provided they 
would alfo on their part do what the Ghott 
required from them. Whereupon they cal- 
led all the Monks, and ordered them to 
perform what the poor tormented Prior 
defired of them for his relief. 

The Ghoft returned in cight days, but 
without making a noife, as he had donc 
before, and told ‘fetzer that after the fing- 
ing of four Vigils more, he would be per- 
fectly releafed, and would come again in 

eight 
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eight days to give him notice of it. Four 
Vigils were ung; and on the eighth day 
the Ghoft appeared to Fetzer in the fhape 
of a Prieft in his facerdotal habits, witha 
beautiful face, a frefh complexion, and a 
gracious look, as Angels are painted; and 
coming near his bed, he cold him that ‘‘af- 
‘* ter he had been releafed by his penitence 
* and by that of his Brethren, he faid 
** Mafs, being aflifted by Angels, and that 
** at the very moment he was to conlecrate, 
‘* (which did not belong to a Spirit) he 
“ had been fuddenly taken up with the 
‘** Angels into Heaven, where he felt an 
‘** inexpreflible joy. That he fhould ex- 
‘* hort his Fathers not to diflike their Or- 
** der by reafon of fome infults, on ac- 
‘** count of the Virgin’s Conception, from 
‘* the Francifcans, many of whom were 
‘* in Hell for their error.” 

Fetzer, who had been prepared by his 
Confeffor for this Revelation, asked the 
Ghoft, Who were thofe, who becaufe of 
their error about the Conception of the 
holy Virgin were in Hell, and by what 
means the truth might be known? ‘The 
Ghoft aniwered, that fome were torment- 
ed and others damned on account of the 
Virgin’s Conception, particularly Fobx 
Scot, who durft fay, that fhe was concei- 
ved without fin. Laftly, he told Fetzer 
that on the Eve of the Annunciation, St. 
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Barbara would appear to him, and foon 
after, the holy Virgin herfelf, who would 
tell him great things, and anfwer all his 
queftions, That he fhould prepare himfelf 
for juch an honour by fafting and praying, 
&c. This was the firft A@ of the Tragedy, 
Here follows the fecond. The Fathers 
of the Convent exhorted Fetzer to be ve- 
ry devout and to pray, in order to qualify 
himtelf for the great favour he was to re- 
ceive. On the 24th of March in the 
evening, the Reader brought him feveral 
ueftions to be propofed to the holy Vir- 
in: Whether Jerom Savonarola had been 
juftly condemned to be burnt by Pope Alcx- 
ander VI.> Whether that Pope was pu- 
nifbed in the other World for that condem- 
nation? Whether St. Bernard, Anielm, 
Alexander Alefius, and Thomas, taught 
the truth? Whether St. Catherine of Sie- 
na, and Sifter Lucy of Ferrara, of the Or- 
der of St, Dominic, had received the five 
Stigmata? And whether they taught the 
truth about the Conception of the holy Vir- 
gin? What one fhould believe about the 
Council of Bafil? He laid that paper up- 
on the table, and ordered ‘Fetzer to give 
it to the Virgin, and to tell her: If you 
are Mary, take this paper, and lay it be- 
fore the Sacrament, behind the Great Altar 
in the Choir. Between ten and eleven a- 
clock, Fetzer faw a beautiful young Maid 
dreficd 
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dreffed in white come into his Cell. She 
told him, fhe was Barsara, a Virginand 

a Martyr, and a fervant of the holy Vir- 

gin, his good Patronefs, who faved his 
life one day when he was like to be drown- 
ed in the Rhine, &c. She added: J fee a 
paper there: I know what orders thou haft 
received about it. I am going to carry it 
to the holy Virgin. It will be found in its 
place, according to the defire of thy Coa- 
fejor. Whereupon the pretended Barba- 
ra, who was the Reader, went out in the 
dark, and laid the paper upon the Altar. 
Fetzer rung his little bell: the Sub-Prior 
ran to him to know what St. Barbara had 
told him; but he defired to fee his Con- 
feflor, who came, aad had from him an 
account of the whole matter. Afterwards 
the Confeffor, the Cook, the Sub-Prior, 
and Fetzer went together to the Church, 
and found the paper there. Fetzer was 
exhorted to expect the vifit of the holy 
Virgia with great devotion, 

She came into his Cell in mourning, 
with a Veil over her face. "Iwas the Rea- 
der ftill, who perfonated the Virgin. She 
was attended by three other Figures re- 
prefenting St. Barbara and two Angels. 
The > pretended Holy Virgin came near Jet- 
zer’s bed, and {poke to him in thefe words. 
“ Brother Fobn, be in no fear. 1am Ma- 
«* ny fent to thee by Jesus Curisr my fon, 

“to 
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“to perform what that good Spirit told 
« thee about my coming. Know that my 
* Son will no longer be deprived of the 
“ glory of being the only one, that was 
‘* conceived without fin. I am not there- 
‘* fore honourcd by the falie do@trine of 
‘« the Francilcans, fince it tends to leflen 
‘« the glory of my Son: I am rather dif- 
‘* honoured by it, &c.” Afterwards the 
Virgin left upon Zetzer’s table fome drops 
of Chrift’s blood, and ordered that the 
Pope fhould be informed of this Revela- 
tion. 

Fetzer told the Virgin, as he had been 
taught before, that no credit would be gi- 
ven to his words. The Virgin anfwered: 
Give me thy right hand: I foall imprint 
upon it fuch a fign (as I have been ordered 
by my Son) that uo Saint before thee did 
ever receive the like. She took his hand, 
and nailed it to the bed-poft with a trian- 
gular nail, faying to him: ‘* This is the 
** wound, thefe are the pains of the paf- 
‘«* fion of my Son, which thou muft bear 
*¢ patiently, as a proof of thole things that 
« arenow to be manifefted by thee. Spend 
“ thy time well, {peak little, be humble, 
** obedient to thy Superiors, confefs thy 
‘« fins, and receive the Communion every 
* Sunday, &c.” Laftly, the Virgin faid 
that what had pafled between her and him, 
fhould be notified to fome Magiftrate. The 

Ninny 
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Ninny cried out: Holy Virgin! I fuffer 
prodigioufly. She replied: Be patient, and 
rejoice that my Son has deemed thee worthy 
of his Paffion. I fhall quickly return, and 
give thee new inftructions. ‘Peace be with 
thee. Then fhe fprinkled him with holy 
water, and after fhe had put out the can- 
dle, fhe went out with her fervant-maid 
Barbara, (who was the Sub-Prior) and the 
two Angels who were made of wood. 
Soon after, the Sub-Prior, being no long- 
er in a difguife, came to Fetzer, and asked 
him how he did, and why he had cried fo 
much. He lighted a candle, and {eeing 
fome blood upon the ground, he asked 
Fetzer what it was. Fetzer gave him an 
account of the whole matter; and then 
that Impoftor fell upon his knees, and 
kiffed the wounded hand, faying: O d/e/- 
fed Hand, which has received from Our 
Lady fuch a precious badge! Afcerwards 
he rifes, takesacloth, and dreffes the hand. 
The other Fathers came in, and kiffed it 
alfo. They kneeled down before Fetzer’s 
table, worfhipped the blood which the 
holy Virgin had laid upon it, and carried 
it in a folemn manner to the Veftry. They 
began then to impart to their beft friends 
the wonderful things that had happened 
in their Convent. The Reader preached, 
and mentioned thofe wonders. This was 
the fecond Act of the Tragedy. 
The 
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The fetes told Brother Fobx, that the 
next time the holy Virgin fhould appear 
to him, he fhould ask her feveral quetti- 
ons about her Conception, and the Blood 
of Jefus Chiift; efpecially becaule Thomas 
Aquinas fays that the Lord carried all his 
blood with himinto Heaven; and yet fome 
of his blood was to be feen at Berne, Co- 
logne, and Marfeilles. 

Soon after on Palm-Sunday, the Reader 
appeared to Fetzer in the fhape of the ho- 
ly Virgin, and told him: ‘‘ Brother John, 

I know what thou haft a mind to ask 
‘me. Be in no doubt about me and my 
‘ Revelation, and take care to perform 
“ my Son’s will and mine. Know there- 
* fore that the antient Doctors, Auguftin, 
‘© Anfelm, Bonaventura, Bernard, and 
‘“« Thomas, writ the truth about my Con- 
‘ ception. Tis a great fin not to believe 
“ that Catherine of Siena and Lucy of Fer- 
‘* yara are Saints. As for Scotus, the De- 
“ vil made him go very far in the difpute ; 
“ and therefore he is damned. The Coun- 
cil of Bafil, which ordered the fuppret- 
** fion of the truth, is a naughty Council 
‘“« without a Head: it has occafioned a 
“ Schifm; and therefore it was annulled 
“ by Pope Eugenius. As for the Blood 
‘** of Jelus Chrift, to be found in thofe 
‘** three Convents, no one ought to won- 
‘* der at it ; for as my Son denies me no- 

** thing, 
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‘* thing, fhould I defire him to open his 
‘* fide and give me fome of his blood, do 
‘** you think he would deny me? There 
** is therefore no doubt but that when he 
** took leave of this world, he left in the 
** firft place to his Mother, and then to 
** Mary Magdalen his friend, fome of his 
‘© blood which we received under his Crofs. 
«* And out of my fhare ofthat blood, which 
I kept ever fince my Aflumption into 
‘** Heaven, I have made a prefent of fome 
‘* of it by an efpecial favour to Cologne 
‘* and now to Berne, by reafon of the er- 
‘** rors that havecrept in at thistime about 
** my Conception. Magdalen left her por- 
‘* tion of that blood near her Grave.” 

The holy Virgin having {poke thefe 
words, blefled Brother Fob, and his neigh- 
bours through the holes of the wall; for 
holes had been made in it, the better to 
carry on the cheat. Laftly, the Virgin 
faid, as fhe was going away, that ** fince 
** many things remained ftill to be done, 
«« fhe would appear again frequently to 
“« Fetzer; and that he fhould carefully 
** relate her Vifions and difcourfes to his 
** Confeffor and to the Prior, who were 
“ better skilled in thofe important affairs 
‘* than he was.” 

During thefe tranfa@tions the Sub-Prior 
went to the Provincial of the Order at 
‘Ulm, to give him an account of the whole 

2 matter, 
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matter, and to ask his advice. The Pro- 
vincial aniwered that the thing being very 
dangerous, they fhould go no farther, or 
if they thought fit to go on, that they 
fhould do it with grcat caution for fear of 
being detected. 

Eight days after Eafter, the four Heads 
of the Convent brought the Sacrament in- 
to Brother Fobn’s Cell, laid it upon his 
table, and placed by it a printed Book of 
Bernardinus de Buftis a Francifcan for the 
immaculate Conception, and another little 
Piece publithed againtt ic by the Prior of 
the Dominicans of Baf/. T! hey told Fet- 
zer, that at the next apparition of the ho- 
ly Virgin, he fhould tell her: Lf you are 
the Mother of Fefis Chrift, aor hip ip your 
Son, carry bins to his place, and out of 
thofe two Books tear ene which contains 

a fa lle dotirine about you. The Reader 
came the next n ight co Brother: Fobz, per- 
fonating the holy Virgin, and kneeled down 


before the Sacrament, faying: Tere zs 
my Son. Afterwards he tore the Book of 
Bernardinus de Buffis, and faid: Thou 


mufe not doubt if the trith o 
lation. Laftly, he took the Sacrament, 
and carried it to its place. 

In the morning the F athers came to fers 
zer, who ae them what rhe 
well as he; and by his Confefi 
who had a Rica to open the way for it 
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new wonder, he feigned that he had Mins 
doubts. The Prior of Bafil, who was in 
the fecret, and was come to #erie, told 
him: Brother John, an Kina Spirit would 
not worfbip the Sacrament, aud could not 
carry it. The Reader pe jetted, that the 
Devil had carried Jefus Chrift to a high 
mountain. It was agreed that Jetzer 
fhould conjure the Spirit by the Power of 
God the Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghoft to tell him whether he was a good 
Spirit ; and that if he iaidhe was, he thould 
bid him repete a Pater, an Ave, and the 

Credo, which an evil Spirit poser not do. 
The next night the pretended Virgin 
came into Brother Fchn’s Cell, with a 
lighted taper fhe faid fhe brought from 
Heaven, laid it by the Lamp upon the 
table, and ftood by the bed. Fetzer 

conjured her; and ihe anfwered: [ama 
good Spirit, lam Mary: Fefus is my Son 
whom I worfbipped laft night, and took a- 
way from hence, Fetzer replied: Lf thou 
art a good Spirit, repete a Pater- nofter, an 
Ave, “and the Credo. She kneeled dow n, 
and repeted the Pater as far as thele 
words, forgive us our trefpaffes: She 
faid then, it I had not been conceived 
in original Sin, I fhould not want to ask 
forgivenefs, and it would have been more 
proper for me to fay, forgive them their 
trefpaffes. She repeted alio the Ave Ma- 
via 
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ria and the Credo; and then fhe fon Bro- 
ther ‘Fohnu, don’t fancy that I am an evil 
Spirit, but believe that I am Mary. Then 
fhe fprinkled him with holy Water, took 
away her taper, and laid it before the I- 
mayve of the Virgin in the Dorter. 

Fetzer, by his Confeffor’s order, made 
another trial upon the Spiric that appeared 
to him. He {pit three times in his face, in 
the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghoft, thinking that the 
Devil who is proud, could not bear fuch 
an affront. The Virgin anfwered him mild- 
ly: Brother, the Spiri its ought to be tried; 
and therefore thou haft not ferned againft 
me. This was the third Act of the Trage- 
dy. 

The four Fathers of the Convent, and 
the Prior of that of Ba//, having perfua- 
ded Brother Johx to make another trial, 
fent for Lazarus d’ Andlaw an able Co- 
lourer, who was racine a converted 
Jew, of the Order of the Dominicans, and 
was afterwards burnt alive at Lips. He 
gave them (without knowing what ufe 
they intended to make of ir) tuch a liv ely 
blood colour, that one would have thought 
it to be natural. The Prior got two Hofts, 
and gave them a furprifing colour of fleth 
and blood. This being done, the Fathers 
told Fetzer, they w ould avain lay the ho- 
ly Sacrament in his Cell; and that at the 
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next apparition of the Virgin, he fhould 
conjure her ftill more folemnly than ever 
by the holy Trinity, Sc. to tell him, Whe- 
ther fhe was the Mother of God. That if 
fhe {aid fhe was, he fhould tell her: Lf you 
are the mother of God, fbow me your Son. 
On the 4th of April the Prior and the 
Steward laid the holy Sacrament upon Fet- 
zer’s table, and two candles by it. The 
next day, the Prior and the Confeffor dif- 
courfed a long time with Fetzer, to give 
the Sub-Prior and the Steward all the time 
neceffary for preparing and difpofing their 
machines. When every thing was ready, 
they accompanied Fetzer to his Cell, put 
him to bed, {prinkled him with holy wa- 
ter, drew his curtains, and bad him reft. 
About ten a clock, the Reader who per- 
fonated the holy Virgin, went into the 
Cell, put out the candles and the lamp, 
walked about the room without fpcakin 
a word, opened the curtain, {prinkled Fet- 
zer with holy water, and then went out. 
Soon after he came in again with a {mall 
wax candle. Immediately there appeared 
five lights, thofe of two Angels, the two 
candles by the Sacrament, and the lamp. 
Fetzer {aw the holy Virgin above the Sa- 
crament, between two Angels, who were 
the Prior and the Sub-Prior. He told her, 
as he had been taught: Lf you are the Vir- 
gin Mary, foow me your Son. Then the 
ftooped, 
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ftooped, opened the Pyx in which the 
Hofts lay, and rook out two which had 
been confecrated by the Prior, one of 
which was white, and the other red; an m 
holding them in her hand, the fhowed hin 
the white Hott, and faid: Sce phe 
Fobu: this is my Sou Fefus Chrift, my 
blood and the flefb of my body. And to con- 
vince thee that I, and all men defended 
from Adam, were conceived in Sin, (ex- 
cept my Son to whom-belongs that glory) 
and to the end that thou and thy Br ethrer 
may believe and preach it, and notify it to 
the holy Father yp Pepe. as I have re- 
sated it to thee; this Sa crament, avhich 
is my Son, will be changed in a moment in- 
to flefb and blood, and Ith ou ft salt foe it. Im- 
mediately fhe hid the white Hoft, and 
fhowed him the red one. Brother Fohn 
was fo furprifed at this fpe@tacle, that for- 
getting he had been ordered not to ftir 
from bed, he got up fuddenly, and took 
hold of the pretens led Virgin. Immedi- 
ately the pretended An; gcls put out their 
candles; and as the V irgin Was going to 
put out thofe that were near the Sacra- 
ments and alfo the Lamp, Fetzer took hold 
ofa lighted candle and of the hand of the 
Virgin, which held the H a and fhe let 
them fall into the Pyx. fell a crying 
out of ipite, and curfed shole Knaves for 
juch a horrid impofture and profanation of 
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the holy Sacrament, in order to impofe 
upon fuch a poor wretch as he was; and 
then he opened the door to call fone bo- 
dy. The Prior of Bajil happer ed to be 
before the door: Fetzer called him to fee 
that abominable cheat. The Prior being 
unwilling to believe it, Fetzer turned to- 
wards thoic Impoftors in a dilguite, and 
faw them come down from their Machine. 
Thoie Fathers cold him: Brother Foba, be 
guict. What has been done, proceeds only 
from a good intention: we foall make you 
Senfible of it. Be therefore quiet, that you 
may do no wrong to your good Fathers. Af- 
terwards thole impoftors ran to the Ste- 
ward’s Cecil, where they pulled off their 
masks, and from thence to Church to fing 
Matines; and then they fetched the two 
Hofts, and carried them to their ufual 
place. 

In the mean time thofe Fathers were ve- 
ry any. not knowing how to mend the 
matter. After having deliberated upon it, 
the Sails went to Fetzer early in the 
morning, and found him afleep. He awa- 
ked him, and asked him how he did, ho- 
ping to pacify him with good words. But 
he anfwered that “ their whole manage- 
** ment was nothing but atrick. I know 
thofe Knaves very well, /aid he, and 
God will not fuffer their Knavery to go 
unpunifhed.” The Confeffor told him 
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. , 1 , 
with the moft folemn proteftations, thar 
“ he fhould not look upon him, and the 
“ other good Fathers, as men capabie of 


« fuch an impofture, and coniequently of 
“ drawing upon themielves the an; ser of 


“ God. That it was only atrial they had 
** made, becaufe they had iome doubrs a- 
“ bout the preceding ieee! itions; and 
ss that they had done it to be fatisfied 
‘© whether he could difcern a fraud froma 
“* real thing. ” He added, thar ** they had 
* been willing to fhow him the ents 
‘* lous ages which the holy Virgin had 
‘« Jaid the day bei ore upon the re Al- 
‘‘ rar with two lighted candles.’ 

Atthe {ame time the other Fathers came 
alio to fetzer, and found him very anery. 
They {poke to him about the impotture. us 
the Confeffor had done, to wheed!e that 
poor Wretch. The Prior of Bafi toid 
him, that ¢¢ appeared now, the Virsa 
would not fuffer him to be deceive !: 
and that therefore all the precedsi tf 4ide- 
partitions were trite and yo (0 the live 
Fathers had now an entire confidence in 
him. Fetzer would not be decoyes: he 
told them that the red Holt was an im-o- 
fture, and did not come from the holy 
Virgin. The Monks fell into a pation, 
and iwearing by God told him, that *: h 
‘* was in the wrong to fuijpect th rmier 
‘* Apparitions, and the red Hoit; chath 
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‘. fhould rejoice to fee that by the grace 
‘© of God the holy Virgin did not forfake 
‘ him; and that he fhould make penance 
‘ for the faulr he had committed on this 
“ occafion.” TheSteward roconvince him 
of the miracle of the Hoft, took another 
and pourcd fome blood upon it, to fhow 
him that this blood would not give it a red 
colour: accordingly that blood melted it. 
The Fathers invited Fetzer to dine with 
them; but he refufed their invitation. Af- 
ter dinner they went to his Cell. The 
Prior brought many Hofts; and the Sub- 
prior had in a pewter- bafon {ome blood 
drawn trom a Hen, mixed with water. 
They talked of the miraculous Hoft, and 
pretending themfelves tofuipedt fome fraud, 
and that perhaps a fine red colour might 
be given to a Hoft with fome blood, each 
of them took a Hoft, and rubbed it with 
bloed with a feather; but that blood did 
not colour them. They defired Fetzer 
to make the fame experiment upon three 
other Hofts thatremained; and becaufe he 
did not fucceed in that trial no more than 
the others, and they protefted in the moft 
folemn manner, that the Hoft was come 
from Heaven with flefh and blood, that 
filly Man came to believe the truth of the 
former Apparitions, and that thofe Fathers 
were no cheats. This was the fourth A@ 
of the Tragedy, 
In 
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In the mean time, becaufe thofe tricks 
began to be dangerous by reafon of their 
ill ‘fuccefs, the Prior of Bafil went away, 
and was quickly followed on the oth of 
April by the Prior of Berue and the Rea- 
der, who repaired to the Affembly of the 
Dominicans at Phortzheim, and informed 
thofe, who were in the fecret, of what 
they had done, and defired their advice. 
That affair was communicated to the Af- 
fembly. Moft of the Monks looked upon 
it as an impofture, the ill confequences of 
which might be prevented in due time by 
good management. But others were of 
opinion that the thing fhould take its courte. 
At laft it wasrefoly edthat thofe who fhould 
be deputed to the General Affembly, to be 
_— at Lyons, fhould ftop at Berve intheir 
vay thither, and enquire about the truth 
po eerste and that then (ifthey thought 
it proper) they fhoul Leive notice of it to 

the Affembly, to deli berate about ir. 
During that time, the Sub-Priorto whom 
the two other Monks ar their fetting out 
had committed the care of carrying on the 
cheat, did it with great dexterity. On 
Thurfday May 6. he went to Brother Fohz, 
out him in mind of the Virgin’s promiie 
that fhe would imprint upon him four other 
Stigmata, or Wounds, wathed his feer, 
heard his confeilion, inftruéted him about 
what he fhould do, and laftly gave him a 
2 draught, 
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draught, which made him drow!y and dif- 
tempered his brain. Afterwards he put 
him to bed, iprinkled him with holy wa- 
ter, and then left him. 

Some hours after, he came again to Fet- 
zer’s Cell, perionating the ho ly Virgin, 
and told him: J am Mary, who have pro- 
tetted thee, and not Suffered that thou 
foould ft be deceived. ~ However thy good 
Fathers have doue well to try thee; for it 
has made the truth more credible. I come 
now on the part of my Son Fefus Chrift, that 
I may imprint upon thee, as a particular 
friend of God, the four Wounds of his Mar- 
tyrdom; becaufe there are ftill many per- 
fons, who will not believe that he is in 
Heaven, and much lefs approve thofe Signs 
which I fhow them by thy means. Receive 
therefore thofe Wounds devoutly, heartily, 
and patiently for the honour of my Son, and 
the fupport of truth. At firit Fetzer de- 
clined it, faying: Ab! holy Mary, why 
fo? But ‘the Virgin told him: You mu/t o- 
bey our Saviour Fefus Chrift. Well! faid 
the poor man, holy Virgin, fince it muft be 

fo, your will be done. ‘She then imprinted 
upon him the Stigmata, firft on the feet, 
then onthe right fide, and laftly on the left 
hand, with an Iron prepared for that pur- 
pofe, which put the Patient to fuch a vio- 
Jent pain, that he cried out at each Wound, 
O Mary, Mother of God! with fuch a loud 

voice 
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voice that the whole Convent rung with 
it. Nevertheleis in the midft of the ope- 
ration, notwithitanding his great fuffer- 
ings, he had the courage to ask the Virgin, 
ii ‘hy fhe had not made aW ound in bis heels? 
Tis, taid the, becaufe you muft uot walk up- 
it the facred Wounds. Astvcrwards the ex- 
horted himto bethankful tor being judged 
worthy of part of the Paffion oi! her Son, 
and ordered him to be patient, to taft and 
pray, to confels and receive the Commu- 
nion. Then fhe went out of the dark Cell, 
afluring him that fhe would come to him 
again. 

Soon after, the Sub-Prior, the Steward 
and the Cook came into the Cell, and ask- 
ed him with an affected iurprife, why he 
had cried out fo oiten, O Mary! He an- 
fwered: You fhall fee it, when ’tis day- 
light. The Cook, who took care of his 
bed, turned up the blanket, as it were by 
chance, faw the Wounds, and ihowed them 
to the others, Whereupon thole three 
Impoftors fell upon their knees, and kif- 
fed the Wounds, fetching deep fighs. The 
Sub-Prior drefied them, and then bad him 
take fome reft. This was the fifth At of 
the Tragedy. 

Thoie Monks defigned that Fetzer, who 
was now become another Freucis of Af ft, 
like Jetus Chriit by his Stigmata, fhould 
act the Pa/on of our Sayiour as truly as it 

Was 
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was poffible. To that end, the Sub-Prior 
gave him a Drink about eleven a-clock at 
night (which deprived him of his fenfes) 
put him upon a Straw- bed, and made him 
a& the feveral parts of Chrift’s Paffion be- 
fore a great many Spectators. After this 
horrid aad profane tragedy, the Sub-Prior 
carried Fetzer to his Cell. The poor 


Wretch, being extremely fick, declared 


that he would take ne more the Drink of 


Martyrdom, as the Monks called it; but 
thofe Fathers affured him that it was no- 
thing elie but fome water of Eafter-Bap- 
tifm, mixed with holy water or wine; 
and that twas a glorious thing for him to 
be like Chrift in his fufferings. In fhort, 
they wheedled him fo well, that he was 
prevailed upon to drink again that liquor, 
and acted the fame Tragedy every day at 
noon, and upon a Friday at elevena-clock. 
At this time the Prior and the Reader 
returned from the Affembly of Phort- 
zheim, and were quickly followed by the 
Deputies of that Afflembly, who were go- 
ing to the general Affembly of Lyons, and 
carefully enquired into what had happened 
in the Convent. The Provincial of 4/- 
face went to Fetzer in his Cell, and that 
he might {peak freely,. ordered the Reader 
to go out. He asked him feveral qucetti- 
ons, and perceived from his anfwers, that 
ce had ftill great {ulpicions of fraud. Where- 
upon 
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upon he called thofe Fathers of whom Fet- 
zer complained, and told them \ - he 
had faid. They juftified themfclves. The 
Provincial was ecafily fatisfied, and “a rt- 
ed Fetzer to continue faithful to his cood 
Fathers. The Prior of Baf/, who vifired 
him the next day, perceiy ed that he had 
no fteadinefs, and that the red Hoft made 
him ftill uneafy, One of the De puties, na- 
med Laurence Obkirch, difliked entirely 
the whole proceeding; but the friends to 
the Convent concluded that in order to a- 
void all danger and fcandal, the beft way 
was to poifon Fetzer, in iuch a manner 
that every body might think, he had ex- 
pired in acting Chriit’s Paflion. 

an Sub-Prior undertook it. One day 
etzer Was putting fome flices of bread 
into his broth, he obferved that they grew 
perfectly green, and he faw fome {mall 
ycllow horns: (they were Spiders feet.) 
He began to entertain fome lulpicion, and 
W ould 1 not cat the foop. He and a Novice, 
who ferved him, threw it to five young 
Volves, that were kept in the Convent, 
who died immediately. Fetzer be ting t hen 
fully perfuaded, that there was a defign to 
poifon him, fell into a paflion againft the 
Monks. But the Sub-Prior told him im- 
pudently that ** he was highly ungrateful 
‘** in accufing them of fuch a defign; thar 
** there was nothing in his broth but good 
** Spices, 
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33 
‘«* Spices, which dogs and wolves can- 
“ not bear; and that for the time to 
come he fhould not be fo hafty as to 
‘“« throw it to thofe beafts.” With thefe 
words he pacified that young @ man; or ra- 
ther Fetzer icemed only to be p acified. For 
upon the return of the Deputies from Ly- 
ous, he complained to them of the poifon- 
ed broth : ; but his complaints were not 
minded. The Provincial pretended to take 
cognizance of that affair, and called toge- 
ther all the Monks. Thofe Fathers jutti- 
ficd themfelves; and the thing went no 
farther. 

At this time the Sub-Prior went in the 
morning into Fetzer ’s Cell, perfonating 
the holy Virgin, with the Reader who 
acted the part “of St. Cecil, After fome dif- 
courfe, the pretended Virgin had a mind 
to drefs his Wounds; but he knew the Im- 
poftor’s hand, and faid: Infamous Rogues, 
are you come again to deceive fich a poor 
man asI am? They antwered impudent- 
ly: Brother, this is only to try thee: make 
no noife: and then they Went away. 

They pl: ayed feveral other knavifh tricks, 
which Mr. Rachat has thou: whe fit to omit. 
The Provincial ordered them to be quiet 
till the General Affembly of the Domini- 
cans fhould examine that affair. The Ge- 
neral of the Order, having confulted four 
Doctors of Divinity, declared chat it did 

not 
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not proceed from God, but from the De- 
vil; and yet thole zn ‘retches went on, as 
oes had done befo 

The Sub Prior, with the help of the 
Reader and the Steward, painted bloody 
tears in the eyes of the Statue of the holy 
Virgin, and did it fo nicely, that an able 
Painter of Friburg took them to be true 
tears. Afterwards they {pread a report 
that the holy Virgin wept in their Con- 
vent. And upon a Friday at threea clock 
in the morning, the Confeflor went to 
Fetzer, awaked him, hare told him that 


he thought the holy Virgin wept. Fetzer 
went immediately Ww he hie and the other 
Fathers into the Chapel: they made him 


obfervefome bloody tears upon Kanata’ 
they fell upon their knees with a pretend- 
ed furp rize, and begged of the holy Virgin 
that fhe would forgive them. A noile was 
then heard coming from the Statue, as of 
a perfon who cries, groans and fighs. This 
was not all: the Child Fefus, W ho was in 
his Mother’s arms, told her: Dear Mo- 
ther, why do you cry? She anfwered him: 
My dear Son Fefus, have I not great rea- 
fie to cry, and lament the bli ndnefs 0 f men, 
who difbonour you to honour me, teaching 
shes I have been conceived without on ‘1gi- 
nal Sin; an honour that belongs only to you, 
who are my Saviour, and the Saviour of 
the whole world. Her Son replied: Mo- 
ther, 
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ther, give over crying: I have taken the 
thing upon myfelf, and will manifeft it 
her after. And then dire&ing his {peech 
to Fetzer, he ordered him to go to Sc. 
Fohn’ s Chapel, to flay there a while, and 
then to con 1¢ again W ith his Wounds open- 
ed, and to ftand before his Image without 
ftirring at all, till he fhould receive the 
Sacrament in the prefence of fome Lords 
of the Council whom the Fathers fhould 
defire to be witnefles of it. This Dialogue 
between the two Images was an impofture 
of a crafty Novice named Fohn Meyerlein, 
who in concert with the other Cheats, 

ftood under an Arch of a vault, behind 
the Sratue which was againft the wall of 
the Chapel. Their defign was to give Fet- 
zer the red Hoft which they had poifon- 
ed, that he might die whilft he afforded 
the {pectacle of Chrift’s Pafflion; and then 
to get him carried from the Chapel to the 
Great Altar of the Choir, and to give out 
that he had been taken up into Heaven by 
Angels: but they mifcarried in their de- 
fign. They brought Fetzer to St. Fobn’s 
Chapel, and fhow ed him there fome Ta- 
pers lighted miraculoufly ; that the No- 
vice juft now mentioned might have time 
enough to get away. Afterwards they 
brought him back to the Virgin’s Chapel, 

pulled off his fhoes, placed him upon the 
Altar, made him knecl down, with his 


head 
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head ieseliee upon the Virgin’s Lap, or- 
dered him to continue devoutly in that 
pofture till they fhould come to him, and 
then they locked the door of the Chapel, 
and went away. Having thus taken their 
meatures, the Sub-Prior went to the 4vo- 
yers,: William de Diesbach, and Rodolphus 
@’ Erlach, anddefired them to come {peedi- 
ly to their Church, where they would fee 
great wonders. The Steward called allo 
two Councellors, who were friends to the 
Convent, Rodolphus Houber and Leonard 
Hupfche, Thote Impoftors brought thefe 
four Lords into the Gallery of their Church, 
and told them with a feeming furprife, that 
the night before they had teen Jetzer ly- 
ing crofs-w ile before the Altar; that after- 
wards ‘hé vanished aw ay; but at laft they 
had found him in the Virgin’s Chapel, which 
they pointed at; for the infide of that Cha- 
pel could be feen from the Gallery. They 
concluded from thence that Fetzer had 
been carried through the air from the Choir 
into that Chapel, fince no body could get 
into it but the Prior, who had locked it 
and kept the Key. They added that “* Fer- 
** zer had been there all night upon his 
‘* knees without ftirring; that it feemed 
*‘ to them that the holy Virgin had fhed 
“* bloody tears; that thofe ‘Lords might 
‘© know from Fetzer what had happened, 
* becaufe he would not tell them, but 
Ee ** defi-

© defired that fome Magiftrates fhould be 
** fent for; and that they were going to 
«* let him know they were come.” Thofe 
Magiftrates were amazed to the higheft 
degree: the Prior went and opened the 
door of the Chapel, and the Steward told 
Fetzer in the ear that the Lords were 
there, and that therefore he would give 
him the holy Sacrament. And turning to 
the Gallery, he told the Magiftrates, that 
they might come down; that Jetzer would 
not flir from the place he was in, before be 
had received the holy Sacrament. Thote 
Lords being come to the Chapel, the Rea- 
der prefented to Brother Fobz the red Hoft 
that was poifoned; but he refufed it out 
of refpe&, and asked for another Hoft, 
which he took. Then the Sub-Prior gave 
him the Drink of martyrdom which he had 
alfo poifoned. At that very moment the 
Monks fung in the Choir the Hymn, 4ve 
Regina Celorum. And then Fetzer ftood 
up, and acted Chrift’s Paflion, as he had 
done feveral times before. The Church 
doors were opened at the fame time to let 
in the people. Soon after, fome old bigo- 
ted women, appointed for that purpoie, 
{pread a report all over the town, that an 
Image of the holy Virgin had fhed bloody 
tears in the Convent of the Dominicans, 
and that fhe had faid the town was threat- 
ened with fome great misfortune. This 
new 
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news brought in immediately a prodigious 
crowd of people, who ran to the Church 
to fec that wonder. However all the Spe- 
ctators were not credulous. A Chaplain, 
named fobu Tefchenmacher, went up to 
the Virgin’s Image, and having touched ir, 
faid aloud that w vhat appeared in her eyes, 
was not bloody tears, but a painter’s co- 
lour ; for which he was cenfured by fome 
ordinary women, and even by fome per- 
fons of note, who took it ill that he fhould 
have the boldnefs to touch the holy Image. 
He juftified himfelf, faying: J touched 
God himfelf this morning at Majs;. and 
why then foould I be afraid to handle 
this wooden Statue? The Avoyer, Wil- 
liam de ‘Diesbach, did allo find our the 
fraud, and faid aloud: J don’t fee the ho- 
ly Virgin weep. The Town was divided 
upon this Subje@; fome belicving the 
thing to be true, and others looking up- 
on it as an impofture. 

The Monks carried their impudence far- 
ther ftill, The Council having ordered 
the Avoyer d’Erlach to enquire of theDo- 
minicans what thofe bloody tears of the 
holy Virgin meant, and with what misfor- 
tune fhe threatened the Town, and w hy ; 
the Monks, miftrufting Fetzer, would not 
fuffer that Magiftrare to fee him, and told 
him the Brother could not conveniently 


{peak to apy Stranger, and that he might 
Ee2 come 
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come another time. The next Sunday, 
intending to teach Fetzer what he fhould 
fay, they contrived another Apparition of 
the Virgin. They brought him into the 
fame Chapel, under pretence of knowing 
whether the holy Virgin had any new com- 
mands for them. They fell upon their 
knees; and the Reader who had concealed 
himtelf behind a large Picture, hanging 
over the wall near the Virgin’s Statue, be- 
gan toipeak to Fetzer in the Virgin’s name, 
and to teach him what he fhould fay to the 
Magiftrate. But as he was {peaking, the 
Picture ftirred; and Fetzer fuipecting fome 
fraud, went up to the Picture, took hold 
of the Reader by his Hood, and pulled 
him backwards to the Altar, calling thofe 
Monks Knaves and Ratfcals, who minded 
nothing but cheats and impoftures. They 
had recourfe to their ufual fhift: they 
faid, they were afraid he would not exaétly 
follow their inftruétions, unlefs they gave 
them under the appearance of a venerable 
name ; that he fhould however make the an- 
fwer that was fuggefted to him, as being 
acceptable to the holy Virgin, and honoura- 
ble to their Order, and alfo that no harm 
Should befall them, Brother Fobn feemed 
to be fatisfied: however he could not re- 
iolve to go through the whole cheat. For 
when new Deputies of the Council came 
to the Convent, viz. Dr. Zhuring Fricker 
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Councellor, and Schal/er Chancellor, to 
make an inqueft; he defired the Reader to 
anfwer for him. But thofe two Magiftrates 
infifting upon it, thar he himfelf fhould 
ipeak, he made only ambiguous anfwers, 
which neverthelefs the Deputies underftood 
to the advantage of the Convent, afcribing 
the inconfiftent difcourfe of Fetzer to his 
ignorance. From that time he abfolutely 
refufed to give credit to any Apparition or 
Revelation: however the Fathers prevail- 
ed upon him to a& Chrift’s Paffion for the 
{pace of three weeks. He did it once be- 
fore the Deputies of the Council and of 
the Chapter; and another time the Monks 
made a Proceffion with great pomp round 
their Church, carrying the red Hoft, the 
heavenly Candles which none but the Vir- 
gin could light, &c. All this was done in 
the prefence of the Deputies of the Can- 
tons affembled in a Diet, and of the Em- 
peror’s Ambafflador, who were full of ad- 
miration, and made noble prefents to the 
Convent. 

The Council of Berne being perplexed 
about that affair, fent to the Provincial of 
the Dominicans, and defired him to take 
a proper courfe about it. He fent two De- 
legates, Dr. Wetter and Dr. Hough, who 
acquainted the four Fathersof the Convent 
with the refolution of the General Affem- 
bly of the Order, and advifed them to put 
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an end to that affair gently, and as indu- 
ftrioufly as they could. But to wheedle 
poor Fetzer, they {poke to him quite dif- 
ferently, and exhorted him to look upon 
the Vifions he had feen, as a blefling from 
God, and upon his Fathers as good men. 
And becaufe he mumbled againft ir, Wet- 
ter ftruck his face with a bundle of Keys, 
and made it bleed. Thofe Delegates, not 
contented with this illufage, being inform- 
ed that the Council intended to write to 
the Bifhop of Lau/anne, and defire him to 
come and enquire into that affair, made 
Fetzer {wear that he would never difclofe 
what he knew of it, neither by promifes, 
nor threatenings, ner even at the Rack, 
and never leave the Order, &c. The Bi- 
fhop of Laufanne came to Berne fome days 
after; but he difcovered nothing, becaufe 
he made but a flight inqueft, and becaufe 
before his arrival the Monks had pulled 
down Fetzer’s Cell and that of his next 
neighbour, to remove out of the way all 
the inftruments of their impoftures. 

The Prior, perfifting in his impudence, 
undertook again one day to perfonate St. 
Bernard, and to appear to Fetzer in that 
difguife, in order to make him fteady in 
his good Sentiments, But after he had 
made his fpeech, as he was going out 
through the window, Yetzer who knew 
him, threw him down the window; fo 

that

that he hurt himfelf very much, and was 
taken up and dreffed by the Sub-Prior and 
Steward, who ftaid for him. 

Nothing could difcourage thofe Monks. 
Though Fetzer had told them plainly, 
that he would no longer {wallow the Drivk 
of Martyrdom, nor a& Chrift’s Paffion; 
and that he knew there was nothing in it 
but impofture, fince his wounds dried up 
in three days, after he had refolved they 
fhould no more be handled; yet they un- 
dertook to impofe upon him by a new Ap- 
parition. They asked him one day, Whe- 
ther he would believe St. Catherine of Si- 
ena, who had been of their Order, and had 
alfo received the five Wounds for a tefti- 
mony of truth? He faid yes. The next day 
the Sub-Prior and the Steward came into 
his Room, one in the figure of the holy 
Virgin, and the other in the figure of St. 
Catherine. Brother Fohbnknew their voices, 
and being highly difpleafed with their im- 
pudence, took a knife that lay under his 
pillow, and wounded the Steward in the 
Shoulder. Then the other, who perfona- 
ted the holy Virgin, faid in a fit of anger: 
Hey! the Devilis in that Rafcal. Give 
that curfed Rafcal a box on the ear. The 
Steward did fo, and took his knife from 
him. But Brother Fohbx took hold of a 
hammer, and knocked him on the head 
with fuch a violence, that he was ftunned. 
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The pretended A/ary threw a wine pot at 
his head, but mifled him: Fetzer called 
the Prior and the Reader, and told them: 
W ben fhall I fee an end of your knavery? 
Brother ‘Fohw having obicrved that meat 
and drink were frequeatly brought at un- 
feafonable hours into the Prior’s chamber, 
and into thofe of the three other Fathers, 
began to fufpect fomething; and coming 
one day fuddenly into the Prior’s Room, 
he found them all four fitting at table, in 
Laymens cloaths, with pretty Women 
whom they treated. He furprifed them 
three timesin thatmanner. He told them: 
The Devil is in you. Ob! if the Lords 
knew your Kuaveries! Pll give notice of 
it tothe Provincial. ‘The Prior anfwered 
him, among fteveral other impertinent 
things: Treacherous fellow! Thou haft no- 
thing to do here, nor the Bernois neither. 
The four Monks, enraged at their difap- 
pointment, left nothing unattempted to 
make him promife that he would keep e- 
very thing fecret, and to perfuade him to 
take again the Drink of martyrdom, and 
to act Chrift’s Paffion; but he conftantly 
refuled to do it. We are told that they 
had recourfe to the Devil, and gave up 
themfelves to him. Afterwards it came 
into their mind to torment Brother Jobs 
in the following manner. He wore upon 
his flefh an iron chain, as a penance laid 
: upon 
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upon him by his Confeflor. They bound 
it hard about his wafte, and locked it with 
two padlocks, threatening to gag him, if 
he opened his mouth ; and then they fhut 
him up three days and three nights; fo 
that he could neither eat, nor drink, nor 
fleep. During all this time, the Fathers 
went to him frequently to make him the 
fame propofal. But he protefted fteadily 
that he had rather die than comply with 
their defire. Whereupon they propofed 
to him to promife upon oath that he would 
never difclofe any thing that had happen- 
ed. And becaufe he refufed to do it, they 
put a red hot Iron-Trevet upon his left 
arm, threatening to make him fuffer that 
torment till he died, unlefs he would pro- 
mife to be filent. He then promifed every 
thing, and {wore it upon the Mifa@/. Af- 
terwards they took off his Iron chain, and 
told him that ‘‘ a perjured man cannot be 
‘* faved; that if he ran away from the 
** Convent, and difclofed any thing, fince 
** he was only a Novice, no credit would 
‘* be given to him, and he would be con- 
«*« demned to be burnt, as a perjured man 
‘‘ and an Apoftate. As for them, who 
‘* were profeffed Monks andPriefts, though 
‘‘ they fhould be put to the Rack, yet 
they would have the courage to confefs 
** nothing.” 
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But thofe Wretches, miftrufting ftill Bro- 
ther John, undertook to deftroy him by 
making him fwallow the red Hoft that 
was poifoned, And becaufe he refufed to 
do it, they threw him upon the ground, 
tore off the ficth of his legs with pincers, 
put a piece of wood betw ecn his teeth, 
and threatened to pour melted lead into 
his mouth, if he did not {wallow the Hoft. 
At laft he took it; and the Reader kept 
his mouth clofed, till he thought the poi- 
fon might be melted. But Fetzer, afloon 
as he was out of their hands, {pit out the 
Hoft, and was not the worfe for it. 

After this difappointment, the four 
Monks on the roth of September confult- 
ed among themfelves in the Virgin’s Cha- 
pel, how they could deftroy Brother Fobn, 
and preferve their honour and their lives. 
They bound themlelves by an oath to be 
faichful one to another, never to confels 
any thing, though they fhould be tortured 
to death, and in cafe Fetzer fhould con- 
fefs every thing, to maintain that he was 
a liar and a facrilegious man. After this 
oath, they tried once more to deceive Fer- 
zer by an Apparition of the holy Virgin 
with a Crown on her head, and to poiion 
him: they refolved alfo to carry the mat- 
ter.to Rome, and to rob the Convent of 
their plate and money, in order to make 
their efcape. By good luck, Fetzer — 

the 
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the whole plot from the Gallery, where 
he had concealed himfelf to watch their 
motions; and from this time he ftood more 
carefully upon his guard. Two or three 
days after, the Monks invited two Canons, 
who were their friends, to affift at their 
morning prayers, that they might fhare in 
the happinets of feeing the Apparition of 
the holy Virgin with a Crown on her head. 
After prayers they fung 4ve Regina Celo- 
rum. Then Paul of Francfort, Matter of 
the Novices, appeared in the Gallery, per- 
fonating the holy Virgin with a Golden 
Crown upon her head, adorned with ftars, 
and a lighted Taper in her hand, &c. As 
fhe went by, fhe bleffed firft the Lay Bre- 
thren, and then thofe who were in the 
Choir ; and directing her fpeech to Fetzer, 
who was on his knees before the Great 
Altar, the told him: Dear Brother, I am 
Mary, aud am fent to thee by my Son. ‘fet- 
zer role up, and anfwered: Thou art not 
Mary: thou art the Devil: and then he 
drew his knife out of its cafe againft the 
Impoftor, who immediately put out his 
candle, and made his efcape through the 
door that led to the Organ. 

On the 24th of September the Sub-Prior 
and the Reader fet out for Rome, intend- 
ing to bring their affair before their Gene- 
ral, and then, with his approbation, be- 
fore the Pope. They did not find the 
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General, who was abfent, but the Vicar 
General Thomas de Vio of Gaeta, who 
was afterwards General of the Order and 
a Cardinal, After having ordered their 
affair to be examined by the Procurator of 
the Order, he looked upon it as the work 
of the Devil, or an impofture of men, and 
forbad them to carry it farther, However 
he procured them aBriefof the Pope, which 
fecured them from being brought into que- 
ftion on that account. 

After their departure, the City of Berze 
being divided about that affair, the Coun- 
cil fent for the Priorand Fetzer on the firft 
of October to examine them. The Prior 
maintained that the Apparitions of the Vir- 
gin were true, and fetzer did the fame, 
The Council being willing to know the 
truth, fene Fetzer to Laufanne, and car- 
neftly defired the Bifhop to negle& nothing 
in order to find out whether the fact was 
true, or whether it was an impofture. On 
the 8th of October the Bifhop fent for Fet- 
zer, and in the prefence of fix Canons and 
many Laymen asked him fevcral queftions, 
which he aniwered as he had done in rhe 
Council of Berze. On the 15th of O&o- 
ber and the 17th of November he made a- 
gain the fame anfwers; nay, he added that 
the holy Virgin had appeared to him fince 
he was at Laufanne, and exhorted him to 
be patient. 

The 
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The Council of Berne, being difpleafed 
becaufe the Bifhop did not take the right 
way to know the truth in an affair of that 
importance, fent to Laufanae Fobu Frif- 
ching a Councellor, and the Provoft of 
the Chapter, to have it duly examined. 
Fetzer being then put to the Rack, {poke 
quite otherwile, defired the Bifhop that 
he might leave the Order of the Domini- 
cans, and be admitted into a more auftere 
Order, &c. The Bifhop gave him hopes of 
complying with his defire; and then Bro- 
ther Fobn declared the Oath which the 
four Monks made him take to keep every 
thing fecret, and their abominable impo- 
{tures in the Virgin’s Chapel on the roth 
of September, &c, About the end of the 
year the Council of Berze recalled Fetzer, 
that they themfelves might examine him; 
and the Bifhop writ to Rome to contult 
the Superiors upon that affair. 

At the beginning of the next year 1508, 
Dr. Paul Hugues Vicar of the Dominicans, 
and fome other Ecclefiaftics, arrived at 
Berne; and on the 6th of January to fave 
the honour of the Monks, they began with 
degrading Fetzer from his Order, as be- 
ing unworthy of it. The next day the 
Dominicans of the Town, and thofe that 
were Strangers, having appeared before 
the Council, Fetzer who now looked up- 
on himfelf to be a Layman, confeffed a- 

again

again what he had owned at Lau/anne, 
and added what he had feen concerning 
the behaviour of thofle Monks with wo- 
men whom they brought into their Con- 
vent. The two Monks denied every thing, 
maintaining that he deferved no credit, 
and accufing him of feveral crimes. They 
were fent back to their Convent, and et- 
zer was kept under cuftody. A week af- 
ter, the Reader and the Sub-Prior being 
returned from Rome, the perfons accufed 
appeared before the Council, to which 
were adjoined fixty perfons of the Great 
Council and four Canons. Yetzer per- 
fifted in his declarations, and made new 
ones by difcovering the impofture of a@- 
ing the part of St. Catherine of Siena. 

On the sth of February Fetzer was put 
to the Rack, in the prefence of {ome Mem- 
bers of the Great and Little Councils, and 
difcovered then generally every thing that 
had happened to him, the pretended Ap- 
paritions of the holy Virgin, what con- 
cerned the red Hoft, the Drink of mar- 
tyrdom, the five Wounds, and every thing 
elie that has been mentioned above. The 
Magiftrates, being amazed at thofe horrid 
declarations, caufed the four Monks to be 
chained in their Convent, and cach of 
them to be kepr ar fight by two foldiers, 
Ac the fame time they writ to the Bifhop, 
and to the Proyoft who was ftill at Laa- 
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fanne, dcfiring them to come to Berne to 
affift them with their advice in fugh an im- 
portant affair. They writ alfo about it to 
the Chapter and Univerfity of Baf/, and 
defired they would fend fome able perfons 
for the fame purpofe. The Bifhop of Lau- 
faune fent his Vicar with fome learned 
men, by whom Yetzer was examined a- 
gain in the prefence of two Secretaries. 
He confirmed his declarations upon oath, 
and added the violence done him to force 
him to {wallow the poifoned Hoft, &c. 
The Magiftrates tent Lewis Leubli to 
Rome, to carry to the Pope an Inftructi- 
on and a Requeft about that affair, witha 
credential Letter directed to Nicolas de 
Diesbach, Provo of Soleurre, and Cham- 
berlain to the Pope. He fet out on the 
13th of March, and returned to Berve on 
the 21. of June. He brought a Brief from 
Pope Julius II. dire&ted to the Bilhops of 
Laufanne and Sion, and to the Provincial 
of the Dominicans of A/face, whom he 
appointed Judges of that affair. The Coun- 
cil of Berve defired thofe three Judges to 
come and examine the prifoners, and ap- 
pointed the 23. of July for that purpoie. 
They came, “an having received their 
Commiflion, ordered the four Monks to 
betortured, whoat firft denied every thing, 
but afterwards made a full confeffion. T he 
Reader, on the 30th of Auguft, confefled 
upon 
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upon his oath, and even writ down his 
confeflion, which contained four fhects, 
and read it the next day to his Judges, 
and to the Members of the Great and Lit- 
tle Councils their Affiftants. He made a 
very humble confeflion, andimplored their 
mercy with tears. 

The Steward made alfo his confeffion 
on the 23. 25 and 26 of Auguft, and on 
the x. and 5. of September. His Procefs 
took up fix fheets. The Prior fhuffled a 
long time, though confronted with Fetzer 
and the Reader. At laft the Bifhop of Si- 
on ( Matthew Schiner) made him fuch a 
ftrong exhortation, that it rouzed his con- 
{cience. He proftrated himfelfto the ground, 
and with fighs and tears begged mercy, and 
confeffed fo many things that his Proceis, 
made on the 1. and 4. of September, took 
up feven Sheets. Laftly, the Sub-Prior 
made a confeflion the 21. 23. 26. and 30. 
of Auguft, and on the 1. 2, and 5. of Sep- 
tember, and his Procefs contained nine 
fheets. At the fame time two and thirty 
Witneffes of all orders were heard againft 
them, Laymen and Ecclefiaftics, Coun- 
cellors, Canons, Pricfts and Monks. 

The Trial was put into order, and writ- 
ten down in Latin, in a hundred and thir- 
ty fheets, being figned by two Notaries, 
one of the Epifcopal Court of Lau/anne, 
and the other of that of Sion. Two au- 
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thentic Copies of it were preferved, one 
of which was fent to Rome, and the other 
was put into the Archives of Berne, where 
it may be feen flill. The Judges fent their 
verbal Procefs to the Pope on the 24. of 
September; and the Lords of Berne writ 
to him, and defired of him that the four 
Monks fhould be fentenced and executed 
in their City. That affair made a great 
noife at Rome, and met with violent op- 
pofitions from the General and the whole 
Order of the Dominicans, and alfo from 
many Princes and great Men, who were 
friends to that Order. Bur at laft being 
brought before the Sacred College by Car- 
dinal Sexigag/za, General of the Francif- 
cans, to whom the Pope gave the Procefs 
for his perufal; it was refolved that an a- 
ble Commiffioner fhould be fent from 
Rome to Berne, to put an end to that af- 
fair together with the two Bifhops, Judges 
appointed by the Pope. 

At laft in the month of April of the next 
year 1509. the Pope’s Commitlioner Achi/- 
les de Graffis of Bologna, Bithop of Caffel- 
Jo, a man of great parts and merit, arrived 
at Berne. Thetwo Bifhops of Lau/anne 
and Szon were fent for;, and on the 2, of 
May, the Bithop of Caffe//lo having read 
his Commiffion to them, whereby he was 
impowered to determine that affair, not- 
withftanding all the Immunities and Pri- 
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vileges of the Dominicans; thofe three 
Prelates chofe their Secretaries, and the 
place of their meeting, and from the 5. of 
May to the 16 of the fame month they 
‘cauied Yetzer and the four Monks to be 
brought before them, who confirmed their 
confeffions. Whereupon the three Bithops, 
after feveral formalities uied in fucha Cale, 
pronounced their Sentence on the 23 of 
May, and condemned them to be degraded 
from Prieftly Orders, and as rotten Mem- 
bers of the Body of the Church, to be de- 
livered up to the Secular Power, The 
next day, the four Monks were publickly 
degraded upon a Scaffold, in the pretence 
of a vaft crowd of people. As for Fetzer, 
they condemned him to be banifhed for e- 
ver from the Upper and Lower Germany, 
to go along the Streets of Berne with a 
paper Mitre upon his head, and to ftand 
an hour upon a Ladder before the Houfe 
of the Provoft, or before the Town-houfe, 

On the 31. of May the four Monks, 
condemned to be burnt alive, were carri- 
ed out of the Town, and executed before 
a vaft number of {peators. 

This is the fubftance of Mr. Ruchat’s 
Hiftory of thofe Dominicans. ’Tis plain 
they were men of no virtue. I leave it to 
the Reader to judge whether they were 
Atheifts, or Chriftians: I mean Chriftians 
in Speculation, Chriftians only in Name, 
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mere Believers; for no one but an honeft 
man can be a true Chriftian, even though 
he fhould goto Church every day, as thofe 
Religious did. How happy would the 
Church have been, if none but men of 
great honefty had taken holy Orders! Is it 
not a deplorable thing, that the San@uary 
fhould be profaned by thofe very men, who 
ought to infpire the utmoft veneration for 
it> One might very well wifh that the 
greateft fault of Ecclefiaftics before the 
Reformation had been to keep pretty wo- 
men, (a practice very common among 
them) elpecially confidering that they were 
not allowedtomarry. Doubtlefs it isa lef- 
fer fault, than to make, in a profane and 
barbarous manner, five Wounds in the 
Body of a poor Wretch. But perhaps I 
am to blame for making here theie reflexi- 
ons, fince thofe who have occafioned them, 
expiated their crimes by a terrible death. 
To conclude: I mutt obferve that this 
Relation may be intirely depended upon. 
It is taken from Stettler a Swils Hiftorian, 
who fays nothing on this fubje&, but what 
he found in the original Papers. The 
whole Trial, kept in the Archives of Berne, 
is certainly more curious {till than this Ac- 
count; and the Impreifion of it would be 
a Prefent very acceptable to the Public.

ARTICLE XXXIV. 


A LETTER concerning an Omiffion in 
St. Matthew’s and St. John’s Gofpels. 
Communicated to the Author of this 
Fournal, 


Sir, 

HE exact Care, with which you 

read the Books of the New Te- 
ftament, appears not only in the judi- 
cious Remarks and Obfervations, which 
I have received from you, but alfo in the 
Difficulties, which you fometimes pro- 
pofe to me. As to the Difficulty menti- 
oned in your laft, concerning the Omifli- 
on of the Hiftory of our Saviour’s Afcen- 
fion, in the Gotpels of St. Matthew and 
St. Jobs, though related by St. Mark, ch. 
xvi. 19. and St. Lwke xxiii. 51. I might 
fay in behalf of St. Fobm, that he had read 
St. Mark’s and St. Luke’s Gofpels: and 
that one main view he had in writing, was 
to put down thofe things which the other 
Evangelifts had not mentioned. But I 
4 don’t 
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don’t infift on this. This Omiffion may 
be accounted for by other Confiderations, 
which will juftify St. Matthew as well as 
him. 

I. The Defign of all the Evangelifts in 
their Gofpels, was to write fuch a Hiftory 
of Fefus, as would prove him to be the 
Chrift. That this was their Defign, ap- 
pears from the Gofpels themfelves. And 
St. Fobns has exprefily faid, that it was his, 
ch. xx. 31. Thefe things are written, that 
ye might believe that Fefus is the Chrift, 
the Son of God. 

Il. That Fefus is the Chrift, is fuffici- 
ently foewn by his Miracles, by the extra- 
ordinary Appearances from Heaven in his 
Favour during the Courfe of his Minifiry, 
and by his Refurre&ion from the Dead, re- 
corded by all the Evangelifts. Our bleffed 
Saviour had himfelf put the Truth of his 
Miffion upon his Reiurrection, as a deci- 
five Proof of his Claim. 4 wicked and 
adulterous Generation feeketh after a Sign, 
and there fhall be no Sign given unto it, 
but the Sign of the Prophet Fonas, &c. 
Matth. xvi. 4. compare Luke xi. 29. 30. 
Fobn ii. rk8—22. And St. ‘Paul lays, Rom. 
i. 4. That ¥e/us was declared to be the Son 
of God, with Power, according to the Spi- 
rit of Holinefs, by the Refurreétion from 
the Dead, See Acts xvii. 3. 


F f 3 Ill. By 
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Ill. By our Saviour’s Refurrection is 
always intended a Refurreétion to an end- 
lefs life, without dying any more; and his 
Afcenfion to the Father follows thereupon. 
Unleis this had been the Cafe, his Refur- 
rection, without any mention of his Af- 
cenfion, could not have been made, (as it 
often is) the principal Article of the Chri- 
ftian Do@rine. To be a Wituefs with us 
of bis Refurreétion, A&si.22. With great 
Power gave the Apoftles witnefs of the 
Refurreétion of the Lord efus, ch. iv. 33. 
If thou fhalt confe/s with thy Mouth, and 
believe with thy Heart, that God has rai- 
fed him up from the Dead, thou fhalt 
be faved, Rom. x. 9. See Acts xxvi. 23. 
2 Tim. ii. 8. 

But I will detain you a little longer up- 
on this head, to fhew both thefe things 
particularly. 

1. By our Saviour’s Refurreétion, is al- 
ways intended a Refurreétion to an endlefs 
Life, without dying any more. This is 
fometimes expreffed; when not expreffed, 
‘tis implied. ’Tis fometimes expreffed. 
Whom God has raifed up (lays St. Peter) 
having loofed the Pains of Death, becaufe 
it was not poffible, that he fhould be holden 
of it, Acts ii. 24. St. Paul at Antioch in 
Pifidia: And as concerning that he raifed 
him from the Dead, now no more to return 
toCorruption, Acts xiii. 34. Knowing, that 

: Chrift 
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Chrift being raifed from the Dead, dies no 
more, Death has uo more Dominion over 
him, Rom. vi. 9. 

When not exprefled, ’tis implied. St. 
Peter in his Difcourfe at Corvelius’s, makes 
no exprefs mention of Chrif’s Afcenfion, 
but preaches only his Refurrection, as a 
proof that he was made Lord of all. Him 
God raifed up the third day, and fhewed 
him openly. Andhe commanded us to preach 
unto the ‘People, aud to teftify that it was 
he which was ordained of God to be the 
Fudge of Quick and Dead, Acts x. 40. 42. 
And the fame Apoftle fays, that God has 
begotten us again to a lively Hope by the 
Refurreétion of Fefis Chrift fromthe Dead, 
to an Inheritance incorruptible, &c. 1Pet. 
i. 3, 4. St. Paul often argues in the like 
manner. At Athens he proves a future 
Judgment by Chrift from his Refurrection. 
Whereof he has given Affurance unto all 
Men, in that he has raifed him from the 
Dead, Aes xvii. 31. And Rom. xiv. 9. To 
this End Chrift both died, and rofe, and 
revived, that he might be Lord both of the 
Dead and the Living. And 1 Cor. xv. 12. 
Now, if Chrift be preached, that he rofe 
from the Dead, how fay fome among you, 
that there is no Refurreétion of the Dead? 
Ver, 20. But now is Chrift rifen from the 
Dead, and become the Firft Fruits of them 
that fleep. Once more; 2 Cor. iv. 14. 

Ff4 Knowing, 
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Knowing, that hewhichraifed up the Lord 
Fefus, foall raife up us alfo by Fefus. 

I might likewife fhew this to be agreea- 
ble to the ftyle of the Evangelifts in their 
Golpels. When our Lord in St. Matthew 
xii. 40. publickly foretels his RefurreGion, 
faying, As Fonas was three Days and three 
Nights in the Whale’s Belly, fo fhall the 
Son of Man be three Days and three Nights 
in the Heart of the Earth: ’tis implied, 
he fhould be no longer in the State of the 
Dead. This is implied alfo in what he faid 
to the Difciples, Matth. xxvi. 32. But af- 
ter I am rifen again, I will go before you 
into Galilee. ’Twould be tedious to refer 
you to all the Paffages to this purpofe in 
our Saviour’s laft Difcourfes with the Dif- 
ciples, recorded by St. John: I go to pre- 
pare a place for you, John xiv.2. Becaufe 
I live, ye fhall live alfo, ver. 19. 

2. Our Lord’s Afcenfion to Heaven was 
alfo fuppofed to follow upon his Refurreéti- 
on. This is evident from John xx. 17. 
where he fays to Mary Magdalen, Touch 
me not, for I am not yet afcended to my 
Father. Or, 1 don’t immediately afcend 
to my Father. It feems, fhe fuppofed, 
that being rifen, he would prefently afcend 
to Heaven. He therefore affures her, that 
there would be other Opportunities for her 
to converfe with him, and to examine whe- 
ther it was really he himfelf or not; and 

for 
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for him to communicate to her or others, 
what was needful they fhould be farrher 
informed of by him. But go to my Bre- 
thren, and fay unto them, that I afcendun- 
to my ’ Father, and your Father, and to my 
God, and your God. Which Words fhew, 
that 1 am about to afcend to God, or I am 
rifen, are in a manner equivalent Terms. 
This is alfo evident from Aéfs ii. 23—35. 
particularly ver. 32, 33. This Fefus, lays 
Peter, has God raifed up, whereof we all 
are Witneffes. Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having received 
of the Father the promife of the Holy Ghoft, 
he has fhed forth this which ye now fee and 
hear. God's raifing him up, was an aflu- 
rance that he was alfo exalted, or very 
foon to be exalted. 

IV. There was no abfolute Neceffity that 
the Difciples, or any other Perfous, foould 
fee Chrift afcend er leave this Earth. For 
his Exaltation to Power was fully afcer- 
tained to the Dilciples by his Refurrection 
(of which they had diftin@ Proof) and by 
the Defcent of the Holy Ghoft upon them: 
to others, by the Teftimony of the Difci- 

les concerning his Refurrection, by the 
Gifts beftowed upon them, and by the 
Miracles they performed. 

V. But though there was no Neceffity of 
it, yet there was great W ifdom and Good- 
nefs in our Saviour’s granting the Difci- 


ples 
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ples a fight of his Afcenfion fromthis Earth, 
as hinted by St. Afark and St. Luke in 
their Gofpels, and fomewhat more parti- 
cularly related, Aéfs i. g—11. becanufe it 
was of ufe to confirm them, and encourage 
them in the difficult Work they were foon 
toenter upon. ‘Tis alfo of ufe the more 
to fatisfy us, and all in after times, of the 
Truth of his Refurre@tion and Exaltation, 
though there are other things {fufficient 
without it. 

Upon the whole, it feems to me that 
the Evangelifts have acted wifely ; and as 
the Cafe required, in infifting chiefly on 
more important Matters, than the fight the 
Difciples had of Chrij’s Afcenfion from 
this Earth. And the Conclufion of St. 
Matthew's Golpel (to fay nothing more 
of St. Fohn’s) after the Evidences of our 
Saviour’s Refurrection, is a very proper 
Conclufion of a Hiftory of Fe/us, writ to 
prove that he was the Chrif?. And Fefus 
came, and f{pake unto them, faying, All 
Power is given unto me in Heaven and in 
Earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all Na- 
tions—And, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the End of the World. 1am, &c.

Gave abhort Hiftory of Vaninus in the 

firtt Memoirs of Literature; and it 
may be depended upon, This is much 
larger and more fatisfactory, as one may 
fee by the following account of itr. The 
Reader will find in this Work where Vazi- 
nus was born: what ftudies he performed: 
that he took Pricftly Orders: his method 
of preaching: that he ftudied the Law: 


that his favourite Authors were 4riffotle, 
Aver 
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Averroes, Pomponatius and Cardan: his 
impious Apoftlefhip, as the Author calls it: 
a particular account of his travels, of what 
happened to him in his rambles, and of 
his Writings, the Catalogue of which may 
be feen at the end of this Book: laftly, an 
account of his condemnation and executi- 
on at Touloufe. Befides this general no- 
tion of the Life of Vaninus, I muft inform 
the Reader that there are in it feveral cu- 
rious particulars, and many obfervations 
of the Author. 

This Work may be faid to be acomplete 
Hiftory of Vaninus : there is nothing want- 
ing in it, but an account of his Trial kept 
in the Archives of Touloufe, asked once 
a very confiderable Magiftrate of that City, 
whether he had perufed that Trial; but I 
found by his difcourfe that he had never 
heard of Vaninus. 

Among the Particulars interfperfed thro’ 
this Work, I fhall only take notice of one. 
** Since we mention Geneva, fays the Au- 
“ thor, you cannot imagine, Sir, how 
‘** much the Southern Nations are prejudi- 
** ced againft that City. I remember that 
‘* being lodged in Spaz at aPrieft’s houfe, 
‘** in the Kingdom of Valencia, the Go- 
** vernor of the City where I then was, 
‘* being fick, fent to all the houfes in the 
** Town to get jome Fowls for his money. 
** They refuied him very rudely. He be- 


sé ing

** ing piqued at this refufal, which was at 
an unfeafonable time, becaufe the City, 
** which had furrendered itfelf, had been 
“ rebellious to Philip V. he revenged him- 
‘* felf with a great deal of mildnefs. He 
** commanded a Sergeant and two Soldi- 
** ers to go into all the Court-yards, and 
** to take by force, and without paying, 
** what had been refufed him for a juft 
‘* price. The Sergeant and Soldiers began 
‘« with the Priefts, as being beft ftocked, 
‘** and came to our houfe. My Landlord, 
“a venerable old man, but very brisk, 
contefted fome time, but fubmitted at 
** Jaft, being overcome by his Nephew’s 
‘** and Houle-keeper’s intreaties; but not 
‘* without a great deal of paflion. In fhort, 
*€ he could not contain himfelf any lon- 
‘** ger, when he faw that the Soldiers, 
‘** fhewing him his Fowls, laughed in his 
** face. Is that, fays he, the Law of 
‘* God? It is the Devil’s Law. In Ge- 
‘“* neva it/elf there is nothing done like 
‘“* it. Eflo es Ley de Dios? Es Ley de 
*“ todos los Diablos. In Genevria no fe 
** haze tal cofa.” 

This Life of Vaninus would afford me a 
good Article, and I would make fome re- 
marks upon it; but ’tis by no means pro- 

er to give a large account of a Book 
of fuch a fmall bulk, that will be read 
by the Curious, who have not feen the 
French original.

Sir, 

Am glad the Literary Fournal is not 
unacceptable to you. Believe me: I 
am not an inconftant man, though I left 
off writing two periodical Works. I never 
did fo, without good reafons for it. To 
prevent fuch a thing for the time to come, 
I print now this Journal at my own char- 
ges, and will not put it into the hands of 
a Book{feller, unlefs I keep the Property 
of my Title and Copy, as the Authors of 
the Fournal des Scavans do, and as I did, 
when I publithed in Ho//and the Memoires 
Literaires de la Grande Bretagne, after 
the trick that was plaid to me in that coun- 
try. Mr. Paul and Mr. Lfaac Vaillant, 
who printed thofe Memoirs, found my 
Propoial very reafonable, and raifed no 
difficulty about it. As I print this Work 
upon my own account, it wants to be re- 
commended by you, Sir, and by the other 
Perfons who defire I fhould go on with ic. 
Taffure you that I made myfelf a perfed 
flave to the New Memoirs of Literature; 
which 
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which is the reafon why I have been depri- 
ved of the company of fome perfons for 
whom J have a great refpect. I cannot 
fay, that I take now more pains than I 
did, when I was writing the laft Journal; 
but I write more heartily, becaufe I have 
the Property of my Work. I {hall now 
enlarge upon the argument I mentioned to 
you fome time fince. 

Jesus did not preach above three years 
or thereabouts. Had he been a mere 
Preacher, had he wrought no Miracles, I 
cannot apprehend how hecould have been 
fo famous in the Roman Empire, efpecially 
confidering that he died upona Crofs. I 
cannot apprehend that Many perfons fhould 
have been fo fond of writing his Life, if 
he had performed no Wonders (ice St. Luke 
i. r.); nor can I conceive why fo many mi- 
racles, related in fuch a particular manner, 
fhould have been afcribed to /uch an incon- 
fiderable Man, if they had been falfe. It 
were in vain to fay that falfe miracles were 
afcribed to Pythagoras. Befides feveral 
obfervations I could make upon thole pre- 
tended miracles, fome of which are very 
filly; 1 fhall only obferve here that Py- 
thagoras made himfelf very famous by his 
Travels into foreign countries, and by 
teaching a long time not only in Greece, 
but alfo in Jta/y where he fet up a great 
School. Suppofe no miracles had been af- 
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cribed to that Philofopher, his reputation 
would have been as great as it was after 
his death; nor was he indebted for it in 
the lJeaft to thofe miracles faid to have been 
wrought by him. But how came Fe/as to 
be fo much celebrated in the Roman Em- 
pire, merely for preaching about the {pace 
of three years, at the head of twelve ig- 
norant Men, and notwithftanding the ig- 
nominious death he fuffered? Can {o bright 
and fo glorious a reputation be accounted 
for, unlefs the miracles alcribed to him be 
true? Let no one fay that he got this great 
reputation by the miracles his Dilciples 
pretended he had wrought; for befides 
their great Honefty, which has been demon- 
{trated more than once, and the extrava- 
gance of afcribing {o many miracles attend- 
ed with fo many circumftances to a mere 
Preacher, put to a dhameful death three 
years after he began to preach, the impo- 
fture would have been eafily found out, I 
need not rell you that Apollonius of Ty- 
ana made himiec!f very famous by being a 
great Raméler iv the Provinces of the Ro- 
man Empire, and a Cheat of the firft Clafs. 
Tis obfervabie, that Famblichus {peak- 
ing of the miracles afcribed to Pythagoras 
by his followers, lays they were very cre- 
dulous. Would he have faid fo, if he had 
intended to fet the miracles of that Philo- 
fopher in oppofition to thole of Jefus Chrift? 
Lucas 
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Lucas Holftenius and Ritterfbufius do not 


fay in any part of their Notes upon Por- 
payry’s Life of Pythagoras, that ‘Porphyry 
or Famblichus had fuch an intention. It 
feems to me that there is nothing oP at 
blichus, and in what remains of Porphyry’s 
Life of Pythagoras, but what they would 
have faid, if there had been no Chriftians 
in the world. The fame may be obierved 
about Philoftratus in his Life of Apollo- 
nius. Pardon this {mall digreffion. 

As it is my duty to do juftice to every 
body, I fhall obferve that there is a great 
difference between a true Deift, and one 
thar is notatrue Deift. A true Dcift, who be- 
lieyes all the parts of natural Religion, is 
not far from the Kingdom of heaven. Prove 
to a true Deifi, that miracles were wrought 
by the firft Preachers of Chriftianity, you 
make him immediately a Chriftian. Iam,

R. Ro wtin tells us that he has 
compofed this Hiftory chicfly for 

the ule of young people. ’Tis certainly 
very proper for themto have a general idea 
of the Hiftory of the antient Nations, be- 
fore they read the feveral Hiftorians who 
have given an account of it. In the firft 
Book of this Volume the Reader will find 
the antient Hiftory of the Egyptians, and 
in the fecond that of the Carthaginians. 
The Hiftory of the Egyptians is divided 
into 
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into three Parts. The firft contains a de- 
{cription of Egypt, and of the moft re- 
markable things in it. Mr. Rod/zuz deicribes 
the Obelisks, ag ramids, the Labyrinth, 
the Lake Moerss, the Overflowing of the 
Nile, the Saal hg of that River, its 
Cataracts, &c. the Canals of the Nile, the 
fruitfulnefs occafioned by it, laftly the 
Canal of communication between the two 
Seas by the Nie. 

In the fecond Part the Author treats of 
the manners and cuftoms of the Egyptians: 
of what concerns the Kings and the Go- 
vernment: of the Pricfts and Religion of 
the Egyptians, their worfhip of different 
Deities, and their funeral ceremonies: of 
the Soldiers and War: of Arts and Scicn- 
ces: of the Labourers, Shepherds and Ar- 
tificers: of the Fruitfulnefs of Egypt. 

The third Part takes in the Hiftory of 
the Kings of Egypt from the foundation 
of the Egyptian Monarchy till its deftru- 
ction by Cambyfes. The Author will go 
on with the Hiftory of the other Kings in 
their proper time. This Hiftory of the 
Egyptians docs not contain above 186. 
pages, It is long enough for young peo- 
ple. To give a Specimen of it, I fhall fer 
down here the defcription of the famous 


aay mids, taken from Herodotus, Diodo- 
us Siculus, and Plizy. 
Gg2 There 
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There were in Egypt three Pyramids, 
Says Mr. Rollin, more celebrated than all 
the others, one of which deicrved to be 
reckoned among the feven Wonders of the 
world. They were not very far from the 
City of Memphis. The largeft of the three 
was built upon a rock, as the others, of a 
{quare figure in its bafe, made outwardly 
in the fhape of fteps, and it leffened by de- 
grees tothe top. It was built of {tones of 
an extraordinary bignefs, the leaft of which 
were thirty feet long, wrought with a 
wonderful art, and covered with Hiero- 
glyphics, According to many antient Au- 
thors, each fide was eight hundred feet 
broad, and as many in height. The top 
of the Pyramid, which looked like a Point, 
or a Spire, was a fine Plat-form of ten or 
twelve large ftones, and each fide of that 
flat Roof was between fixteen and feven- 
teen feet. 

A hundred thoufand workmen were em- 
ote in that Work, and fucceeded by a 
ike number every three months. Whole 

years were {pent in cutting the ftones ei- 
their in Arabia, or in Ethiopia, and car- 
rying them into Egypt, and twenty other 
years in raifing that vaft Struéture, which 
had in the infide a prodigious number of 
chambers and halls. An infcription upon 
the Pyramid fhowed what had been fpent 
only in leeks, garlick, onions, and le- 
gumes, 
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gumes for the workmen; and that fum a- 
mounted to fixteen hundred filver talents, 
that is, to four millions five hundred thou- 
fand livres ; from whence one might eafily 
conjecture what a prodigious fam was {pent 
for the rett. 

Such were the famous Egyptian Pyra- 
mids, which by their figure, as much as 
by their largenefs, triumphed over Time 
and over the Barbarians. Thole Pyramids 
were Sepulchres; and there is ftill to this 
day in the middle of the largett, an empty 
Sepulchre (S¢vabo mentions it, 4. 17. p. 
808.) cut out in a fingle ftone about three 
feet in breadth and height, and fomewhat 
above fix feet in length. Thus the defign 
of fuch great expences, and of the hard la- 
bours of thoufands of men for the ipace of 
many years, was only to procure to a 
Prince in that vaft Structure a Sepulchre 
of fix feet. And yet thofe Kings who buile 
thefe Pyramids, had not the power of be- 
ing buried in them, and did not enjoy their 
Sepulchre. The hatred of the Public a- 
gainft them, occafioned by their being op- 
prefled with labouts unheard of, obliged 
them to get themfelves buried in unknown 

laces, that their bodies fhould not be ex- 
poled to the revenge of the people, 

This laft circumftance, which has been 
carefully obferved by the Hiftorians (Diod. 
#. 1. p. 40.) teaches us what judgment we

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ought to make of thole Works fo much 
boafted of in Antiquity. One may reafo- 
nably eftecm the goc d rafte of the Egy pti- 


ans with reipect to Architecture, by w hich 


thev were cnabled, though they had no 
models for their imitation, to know true 
beauties, without ever departing from that 


nobiec {implicit ty, inv hich the ~ perfeétion 


of Art confifts. But what account can we 


make of thole Princes, who placed their 
olory in raifing vaft Bui dings only with a 
defign of im mortalizing their name, and 


did rot fcruple to deitroy thoui: ands of 
men in order to fatisfy their foolifh ya- 
nity? Their tafte was very di ffcrent from 
that of the Romans, who were indeed 
willing to perpetuate oer’ memory b 
magnificent Works, but defi igned for the 
publick benefit. 

Pliny (1. 36. ¢. 12.) gives us in few 
words a juft notion of thofe Pyramids, 
calling them a vain oftentation of the wealth 
of Kings, which had nothing in it that 
wasuleful: Regum pecunia otiofa ac fiulta 
ofientatio. He adds that by a juft punith- 
ment their memory is buried in oblivion, 
the Hiftorians not agreeing among them- 
{elves about the names of thofe by whom 
fuch vain Works were made: Iuter eos non 
confiat a gquibus faite fint, juftiffiimo cafit 
obliteraiis tanta vanitatis audtoribus. In 
a word, as it has been judicioufly obferved

459 
by Dindorus if the induftry of the Ar- 
chitects is to be commended in thofe Py- 
ramids, the attempt of the Kings deferves 
our contempt, &ce. r 

Thus far our Author, I fhall give an 
account of what he lays concerning th 
fruitfulnels of Egypt. In the firft - en 
he defcribes the Papyrus, the Linum, and 
the Byfus. Afterwards he oblferves rhat 
fruits and pulie were excellent in Evypr; 
and as Pliny lays, (xxi. 15.) might have 
been fufficient alone for foo * by reafon 
of their goodnefs and great plenty. Work- 
men did hardly live upon any thing elfe, 
as it appears from thofe who worked in 
the Pyramids. 

Befides, the Nile furnifhed the tables of 
the Egyptians with excellent fith of all 
kinds; and the Soil, being fertilized by 
that River, afforde ds fo good a pafture to 
the Flocks, that the it habita znts had all 
farts of juicy flefh. Flence it is that the 
Iraclites did fo much regret Egypt, when 
they found themfelves in the Wildernefs. 
Who fhall give us flesh to eat? {laid they 
with a dolefi a voice. We remember the 
Jifo which we did eat in Egypt freely; the 
cucumbers aad the melous, and the le eks, 
and the onions. and the garlick. (Numb. xi. 
4,5.) We fate by the “hefb-pots, and we 
did eat bread to the full. Exod. xvi. 3. 
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But Corn was the great and incompara- 
ble wealth of the Egyptians, whereby they 
were enabled, even when a famine was 
almoft univerfal, to nourifh ail the neigh- 
bouring nations, as it happened under the 
Adminiftration of Fofeph. In the latter 
times Egypt was always the refuge and 
the fureft Granary of Rome and Conftanti- 
nople; aud therefore the Roman Emperors 
did always take a particular care of that 
Province, looking upon it as the nurfing 
mother ofReme_ And yet the fame Ri- 
ver, which enabied Egypt to maintain thofe 
two Cities, the moft populousin the world, 
occafioned fometimes a dreadful famine, 
when its overflowing did not reach to a 
fufficient diftance. Pliny the younger, in 
his Panegyric upon Trajan, gives us an ad- 
mirable defcription of the mifery Egypt 
was reduced to by a famine under that 
Emperor, and of his generous liberality 
in relieving it. This paflage of Pliny has 
been inferted here at length. 


In the firft Part of the Hiftory of the 
Carthaginians, Mr. Rollin defcribes their 
chara¢ter, manners, rcligion and govern: 
ment, The fecond Part. contains an ac- 
count of the foundation of Carthage, and 
of its growth till the firft Punic War; of 
the conquefts of the Carthaginians in A- 
frica, Sardinia, Spain, and Sicily; and 

then 
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then a hiftory of Carthage from the firft 
Punic War to its deftruction. Iam forr 
I cannot give any Specimen of this Hiftory 
of the Carthaginians for want of room. 
This Work will be ufeful to the Public, 
efpecially to young people. The Author 
is well skilled in polite Literature, and 
feems to have devoted his Pen to the in- 
{ftruction of Youth. But he has another 
qualification infinitely more valuable than 
Learning, though never fo great. He is 
an honeft Man: I know it; and one may 
perceive it by his way of writing.

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II. Here follows a curious piece cf news from 
Conftantinople, publifhed in the Fcurnal des s¢a- 
vans. ‘The Public knows that a Printing-houfe 
has been fet up at Conftanti: iople by the 
Grand Signor’s order for thofe Bocks that may 
be of ufe to the Turks. We can new give fome 
account of it, fince M. dz Villenenve Ambaflador 
of France at the Porte has fent to Court three 
Books printed there, which have been put into 
the King’s Library. 

he firft is the Arabic Dictionary of Giauhavi, 
tranflated into the Turkith language by Ouancouli. 
It is printed in two Volumes i n folio, the firft of 
which contains 666 pages, and the ‘fecond 756. 
in the year of the Hegiva 1141. (1728.) In the 
Preface prefixed to that Dictionary, there is an 
account of what happened on occafion of the Me- 
morial prefented to the Grand Vizier about the fet- 
ting up of a Printing-houfe at Conftantinople for 
Books written in the Turkifh, Arabic and Perfian 
languages. ‘That Minifter is commended for the 
meafures he took to get that new eftablifhment 
approved, efpecial ally | by the Afufii; and the rea- 
{ons for beginning with that Dictionary are men- 
tioned. 


Next to the Preface there is a Command or 
rivilege granted by the Sultan in favour cf Zaid 
ion of ‘Aeben et Effendi, heretcfore Ambaffador 
in France) and of Lorabim Mutafarrica, for print- 
ing all forts cf Bocks in the Languages of the 

country, exccpt thofe the it concern vche Mahomc- 
tan Religion. The Lune Command imports that 
four able and underftanding men fhall aevile and 
correct the Books that fhall be printed.

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What follows is a Licenfe of the Mufti Abdoul- 
la, and a fort of a Treatife concerning the ufe- 
fulnefs and the feveral advantages, that will ac- 
crue to the Turks from a Printing-houfe at Con- 
ftantinople. Perhaps thisis the whole Memorial 
mentioned in the Preface, which was prefented 
to the Grand Vizier: it 1s at leaft approved or 
anfwered by the Mufti, the Cazil Eskers, and o- 
ther Heads of the Law at the Ottoman Court. 

Tis {aid towards the end of this Treatife, that 
if the Chriftiaus have had the honour to print 
before the ‘Turks fome Books in the Oriental lan- 
guages, thofe Books could have no fale hitherto 
among the Mahometans, becaufe thcy are too ill 
printed, too full of faults, and in too bad chara- 
¢ters; that otherwife the Chriftians might have 
made a vaft gain with the Eaftern nations by 
that means. “Tis further faid, that perhaps the 
Chriftians getting a greater skill in thoie lan- 
guages, and employing better Workmen for the 
characters, might in time prevent the Mahome- 
tans in this trade; and that therefore the good 
of the State and the glory of the Nation requi- 
red, that an excellent Printing-houfé fhould be 
fet up, left Foreigners fhould at laft take advan- 
tage of the negligence of the Turks. 

The Life of Giauhari, and that of Ouancouli his 
Tranflator, are immediat<ly prefixed to the Di- 
€tionary. “Tis not improper to obfirve that it 
was not printed all at once. The Manufcript 
happened to be fo full of faults, that the Grand 
Signor ordered the tmpreilion to be interrupted, 
and that fome learned men fhould revife that ma- 
nufcript and give a more correct copy of it. This 
we find in the Preface of another Turkifh Book 
printed during that interval: “tis a finall Book in 
folio of a 150 pages, intitled Tubfatil Kibar. ‘The 
Author, named Hagi-Califa, gives a Treatife of 

I the 
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the Terrcftrial Globe, and of the Sphere and Geo- 
graphical Maps. He makes a more particular de- 
{cription of Venice, Albania and its Coaft, cf the 
Ifle of Corfu, and of fome other places in the 
neighbourhood of the Turks: he mentions many 
Sea-expeditions undertaken by the Turks, and 
gives a compendious Hiftory of the Turkifh Ad- 
mirals from the taking of Conftantinople to the 
year 1653. Befides he defcribes the Grand Sig- 
nor's Arfenal at Conftantinople, and takes notice 
of the charges that Prince is at to keep it up. 
He concludes with fome inftructions for the Tur- 
kifh Privateers. 

Ibrahim Mutafarrica, who is the Editor of this 
Book, has added to it a Treatife of his own upon 
Geographical Meafurcs and the Compafs of the 
Farth. 

This Book is adorned with a Map of the World, 
a Chart of the Mediterranean Sea and of the Black 
Sea, one of the Archipelago, and another of the 
Gulph of Venice, upon which the degrees of La- 
titude only have been marked. There are alfo 
two Plates reprefenting two Compafles, one for 
the Mediterranean Sea, and the other for the 
Ocean. This Book ends, as well as the firft, with 
thefe words: Printed at the Printing-Houfé of Con- 
ftantinople, in the month Kilkida of the year of the 
Hegira 1141. 

The third Book, printed alf> in 1728, is in 

Duarto of 194 pages, with this title: Tarih Sayab : 

Relation of a Dieu Tis a Turkifh Tranf- 
lation, made by Ibrabim Mutafarrica, of a Hiftory 
of the late Revolution in Perfia, written in Latin, 
as the Tranflator fays in his Preface. The Author 
of the Latin Work, whofe name is not mention- 
ed, but who is faid to have lived a long time in 
Perfia, gives a compendious Hiftory of the Sopbis 
to the reign of Schach-Hufein: he defcribes the 

dethronirg 
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dethroning of that Prince by Miri-Mahmcend, and 
ends his Relation with the Hiftory of the Sule an 
Efchref. ‘The conformity between this Work and 
what Father Cercean fays (in his Preface to the 
Hiftory of the fame Revolution publifhed by him at 
Paris in 1728. cone erning the Memoirs of Father 
Fude Krufinski, a Polith Jefuit, which he made ufe 
of, would mz ke one believe that this is a Tranfla- 
tion of the fame Memoirs. We fhould know it 
better, if Father Cercean had told us in what lan- 
guage thofe Memoirs of Father Krujinski are writ- 
ten. However it be, Mutafarrica has printed 
next to his Preface the Petition he prefented to 
the Grand Vizier for his leave to print his Trau- 
flation, and the Grand Vizier’s anf{wer, exprefied 
nearly in thefe words: Let it be fo: Tis permitied 
to print this Ir anflation, which is infiructive, and 
nay be ufeful to the Public. 

As to the impreffion of thofe three Books, ei- 
ther for the beauty of the paper, or the neatnefs 
of the characters, good Judges wonder that the 
Turks in their firft ‘eflay fhould have attained to 
the degree of perfection to be found in the Editi- 
on of thofe Works. 

III. The late Mr. Boivin, one of the Keepers of 
the King’s Library, tranflated into French long 
before he died, the Okdipus of Sophocles, and the 
Birds of Ariftc ophanes. That Tranflation is come 
out. ‘There is a Preface prefixed to each Piece, 
and at the end of the Book a Critigue on the Co- 
medy of the Birds, by the Tranilator. 

IV. The Bifhop of Sozffins has publifhed the 
Life of the Venerable Mother Margaret-\. ary, a 
Nun of the Monaftery i Paray-le- Monial, in Cha- 
rolois, who died in 1690. "Tis a Book in 4to of 
401. pages, printed in 1629. 

That Nun is faid to have wrought many mi- 
racles at her Grave, and this among others. A
